at San Quentin Turn on Their

San Francisco, Cal., May 29.—Another 
Serious outbreak occurred among the re- 


bellious convicts of San Quentin prison this 


evening. Seven hundred prisoners, who re- 
fused to work in the jute mill on Thursday, 
of the prison diet, and who had 


been since confined on bread and water 


diet, made a combined attack on the hand- 
ful of guards. The latter turned their rifies 
on the malcontents, seriously wounding sev- 
eral. The outbreak was quelled after a hot 
fight lasting only a few minutes.

BIG POLICE SCANDAL IN LONDON. 


Scotiand Yard Detectives Are Charged 
with Conniving at Robberies— 
Blackmatiling at Manchester. 


{SPECIAL CABLE.] 

London, May 29.—[Copyright, 1897, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New. York 
World.]—Two ugly police scandals are at- 
tracting some notice here, but not nearly 
as much as they. would have attracted in 
New York had they occurred there. At 
Manchester an inquiry is being made into 
wholesale charges of corruption’against the 
Chief Detective Superintendent and his 
men. Systematic blackmailing, protection 
of disorderly places, and connivance at the 
violations of the excise laws in considera- 
tion of bribes from saloonkeepers have been 
proved. In London undetected robbcries 
from railway and other vans in the streets 
have become so common that the Van Men's 
association set private detectives to catch 
the thieves. The result is that the van men 
have charged certain members of the Scot- 
land Yard detective force with being in col- 
lusion with thieves, and have demanded an 
inquiry. 

But the Home Secretary has thrown his 
egis over the detective department, and 
refused to permit any inquiry except one 
conducted by Dr. Anderson, the head of the 
incriminated department. This the van men 
decline, and the matter will be raised short- 
ly on their behalf in the House of Commons. 

Only last week Lord Dunany, who losta 
watch at a fashionable West End _ res- 
taurant, charged the detectives with work- 
ing in concert with the robbers. He has 
been threatened by the officers concerned 
with a Hibel suit, but it remains to be segn 
whether he will be prosecuted. 

The atupposed theft of Don Carlos’ brace- 
let from a young Spanish beauty visiting 
here, turned out to be a practical joke. The 
bracelet was taken by a friend. The 
exposure of the fact that it had been given 
to her by Don Carlos, although it is a royal 
heirloom which he is solemnly pledged never 
to part with, has caused him grievous 
trouble. The’woman has returned to 
France. The pafty of which she was a mem- 
ber came over for the jubilee, but has been 
broken up by the scandal. 


BLAME FOR THE PARIS BAZAAR FIRE. 


Minister of the Interior Says It Will 
Be Fixed by the Prefect of 
Police. 


Paris, May 29.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties today the Minister of the Interior, M. 
Barthou, said the responsibility for the ter- 
rible fife at the charity bazaar on May 4 
last would be fixed by the Prefect of Police. 
The latter, he added, had no right to inter- 
fere in the arrangements for holding the 
bazaar owing to the fact that fit was a pri- 
vate affair. 

M.. Vallo, Progressist, representing the 
district of Epernay, expressed astonish- 
‘ment that such a discourse as the one de- 
livered by Father Ollivier at the obsequies 
in Notre Dame Cathedral of the charity 
bazaar victims should have been allowed. 

The Premier, M, Meline, denied that the 
Cabinet was clerical. He said the govern- 
ment always applied the laws with firmness 
and, in the case of the ceremony at Notre 
Dame, followed the example of M. Goblet 
after the fire at the Opera Comique. M. 
Goblet thereupon twitted M. Meline with 
always shielding himself behind precedents 
in religious services. Inthe present case, he 
added, the government had begged the nobil- 
ity to send the bodies of the victims to 
Notre Dame. This remark was greeted with 
loud protests, after which the order of the 
day was demanded by the government, 
adopted by the Chamber, and afterwaras 
the House approved the general policy of the 
government by a vote of 296 to 231.

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PEACE IS YET FAR OFF. 


NEGOTIATIONS ARE CERTAIN TO BE 
LONG AND TEDIOUS. 


State of Public Opinion in Botlr Tur- 
key and Greece Is One of the Rea- 
sons—Terms Will Finally Be More 
Moderate than War Party in Con- 
stantinople Will Now Tolerate— 
Sultan May Keep Putting Of the 
Powers All Summer. 


(SPECIAL CABLE. ] 

London, May 2¥.—Both sides desire to gain 
time before peace is concluded between 
Turkey and Greece, and there is no longer 
any doubt that the negotiations will be long 
and tedious. The state of public opinion in 
both countries is one of the reasons. The 
terms of péace will finally be more moderate 
than the military party in Turkey will now 
tolerate, and more severe than the Greeks 
will now accept. There must be opportunity 
for a more moderate feeling on both sides 
before a conclusion is reached. 

The greatest danger still is the unrest of 
the Greeks and the possibility of a revolu- 
tion in Athens. There is no confirmation 
of yesterday's reports that King George 
is barricaded in the palace and is ready to 
flee in case of an uprising. But the situa- 
tion is critical, and it would be folly now 
to announce severe penalties of war in the 
shape of onerous terms of peace. 

The Porte is now quibbling over the point 
that there is not yet an official armistice. 
When this is settled the cumbrous process 
of negotiations will begin and will continue 
as long as the Sultan enjoys that form of 
amusement. 


May Last All Summer. 

It may easily be prolonged all summer, 
when there is such a grotesque concert of 
Europe to deal with. This process may 
easily become a device for offsetting Great 
Britain's sudden revival of independence 
in refusing her consent that Turkey occupy 
Thessaly. 

iiven the temporary mystery of the indi- 
vidual attitude of the powers is as great 
as ever. The Sultan and the Emperor of 
Germany continue to exchange telegrams 
expressive of mutual admiration. 

The Sun's Constantinople correspondent 
telegraphs tonight that Germany is also to 
take full financial advantage of her peculiar 
friendship for the Turk. A special train left 
Constantinople today for Koniah, in Ana- 
tolla, cenveying Messrs. Schrader and 
Zander, representing the Deutsche Bank; 
Mr. Kuhlmann, the manager of the Ana- 
tolilan railway; Mr. Grosholz, the manager 
of the Oriental railways; and other mem- 
bers of the railway extension scheme, on an 
excursion to inspect various projects ema- 
nating from the Deutsche Bank group. 

The chief point of interest is whether 
these schemes are in harmony with the 
Russian plans, but. there is nothing yet to 
show nor is there anything to indicate that 
Great Britain has succeeded in gaining any 
practical coéjperation in her plans. 


Fertifying Thermopyliac. 

An experienced Swiss oificer, who has just 
been exploring the country at and around 
Thermopyle, writes that the historic pass 
is heing strongly fortified, and Col. Vassos 
of Cretan fame has announced his intention 
and ability to hold it against any army Ed- 
hem, Pasha dare bring up. 

This vaporing does not square with cold 
facts. Col. Vassos, who aspires to play the 
role of Leonidas, brought with him from 
Athens 4,000 or 5,000 so-called soldiers, near- 
ly half of whom never previously held a 
gun. Allare raw and undisciplined and most 
unpromising materia] from which to make 
heroes. Col, Vassos, however, is doing his 
best. He has a number of engineering offi- 
cers, under whose directions strong earth- 
works are being thrown tp. 

But Thermopyle is not what.it was in the 
heroic age of Greece. It is now a big open- 
ing in the mountain range, 1,800 to 2,000 
yards wide, and Edhem Pasha, with his 
splendid artillery, would have little dim- 
culty in forcing a passage. 


Turks in Neutral Zone.

Athens, May 29.—It is reported here that 
the Turks have occupied Tsoponates, in the 
neutral zone, and that the Greeks have pro- 
tested against the Turkish advance into for- 
bidden territory. 


TRYING TO KEEP ORDER IN ATHENS, 


Extraordinary Measures Are Taken 
to Prevent an Outbreak of a 
Revolutionary Character. 


London, May 29.—Advices received from 
Athens say elaborate measures have been 
taken to preserve order. Besides the regu- 
lar police and gendarmes, a civil guard has 
been recruited from the most trusted citi- 
zens.. Consequently, with the presence of 
the foreign warships at Phalerum, it is not 
thought that any revolutionary movement 
in Athens could succeed. 

In the provinces, however, a very bad 
condition of affairs exists. The criminals 
who were released from the Thessalian 
prisons on the eve of the Turkish occupa- 
tion have formed themselves fImto bands 
and are pillaging right and left. The efforts 
made to cope with them have so far proved 
fruitless. 

There appears to be little inclination here 
to accept the accusations against the royal 
family made in certain of the newspapers, 
and the maintenance of order is fully as- 
sured. 

Crown Prince Constantine has received an 
invitation to attend Queen Victoria’s dia- 
mond jubilee next month. The opportunity 
for such a visit on the part of the Crown 
Prince has given rise to much discussion. 


WANT PEACE DISCUSSION TO BEGIN. 


Powers Declare They Do Not Object to 
Some of Turkey’s Conditions, 
but Desire No Delay. 


Constantinople, May 29.—The Ambassa- 
dors of the powers in their reply to the 
Porte’s note of May 28, saying the Turkish 
government consents to negotiate for peacéd 
provided the Greek commanders first sign 
an armistice, and that so soon as this is 
done the Turkish government will negotiate 
the peace conditions with the Ambassadors, 
the treaty to be signed by the Turkish and 
Greek plenipotentiaries in Thessaly, af- 
nounced today that they do not object to the 
conclusion of a military armistice, and will 
take steps at Athens with the object of se- 
curing it. But in the meanwhile they are of 
the opinion that the discussion of the peace 
vonditions should begin without delay.

SULTAN MAKES POWERS ANXIOUS. 


Shows No Disposition to Give Up 
Thessaly and Yet Conciliates 
the Concert. 


London, May 29.—[{Copyrighted, 1897, by 
the Associated Press. ]—The negotiations at 
Constantinople have entered upon the 
anxious stage, owing to doubts ag to the 
real intentions of the Sultan, whether he 
means to resume the war or not. A spirit 
of conciliation is shown at the Yildiz Kiosk 
towards the Ambassadors, but the Turkish 
Government is playing a double game, and 
is inciting public opinion secretly to op- 
pose the abandonment of Thessaly. 

The Sultan affects to be greatly afraid of 
the Islamic party, and the attitude of the 
Grand Vizier, as shown by the report which 
he presented to the Sultan on Saturday last 
urging that the whole of Islam was fully de- 
termined to retain Thessaly and tendering 
his resignation in case Abdul Hamid differed 
with these views, has strengthened the sus- 
picion that the Sultan is prepared to plead 
that [Islamic pressure is the reason for not 
yielding to the powers. 

Advices from Thessaly show that agents 
of the Turkish government have been call- 
ing upon the Thessalian Mussulmans and 
Spanish Hebrews to protest against the 
evacuation of Thessaly, and the few Greeks 
who have not fled dare not refuse to join in 
the movement. The Turkish newspaper, 
Sabahuy, which only publishes what is in- 
dorsed by the Turkish government, con- 
gratulates the inhabitants of Thessaly upon 
their alleged decision in favor of Turkish 
rule, and points out the blessings of the 
Ottoman régime to the Christians, who, it 
is claimed, will benefit by lower taxes and 
exemption from military service. 

The Sultan's show of resistance to the 
powers is generally attributed to German 
backing, but it is also rumored that negotia- 
tions between Turkey and Russia have been 
proceeding this month relative to the 
eventual administration by Russia of a por- 
tion of Asia Minor, including Rizeh, tn the 
southern Black Sea, and the territory up the 
Jeoruk River.

POSTAL CONGRESS TAKES 


Limit on Valae of Parcels Sent by Post

LOSS FOR SUGAR TRUST. 


INDIAN COMMISSIONER TO BUY SUP- 
PLIES IN HOLLAND. 


Rejects Six Perfunctory Offers of the 
Combine and Places Order with an 
Importer — Sugar Men Surprised— 
Did Not Believe Government Would 
Buy Supplies Abroad—Jones Says 
He Will Not Be Dictated To by a 
Trust—Bliss Approves the Order. 


New York, May 20.—[Special.]—While 
gaining a victory in the courts at Washing- 
ton this week the sugar trust has lost a fight 
in the Indian office. Its products wil! be 
barred out of the Indian reservations during 
1898. Not only that, but sugars imported di- 
rect from Holland will take the place of the 
combine’s product, 

'Ehe sugar trust people claim this is incon- 
sistent with the policy of protection to home 
industries and threaten an appeal, but Will- 
iam A. Jones of. Wisconsin, the new Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs, though a stoanch 
protectionist, says flatly: 

“This office will accept no dictation from 
the sugar trust or any other corporation. I 
took this commisstonership intending to 
conduct the office on business principles. 
This I propose to do or get out.” 

Commissioner Jones a month ago adver- 

tised for bids for 1,019,832 pounds of granu- 
lated sugar, and received seven bids all told. 
The peculiar thing about these bids to the 
‘new commissioner was the fact that five of 
them, although sent in separately and 
signed by different bidders, were identical. 
All wanted the contract at $.04.41 per pound. 
The sixth bid came from Chicago and was 
$04.616, which is the same. plus the freight 
charges from Chicago to New York. The 
unanimity of prices told their own story and 
the new guardian of Indian affairs took it in 
at a glance. 

The seventh and last bid was a novelty. 
It asked for the contract at $.04.25 per pound, 
16 cents on the 100 pounds. less than the 
others. This seventh bidder was Gustave A. 
Jahn of 98 Wall street, an importer of Dutch 
sugar. He accompanied his bid with a 
sample, which stood all the tests of the de- 
partment experts, and the contract was 
awarded him, at which the other bidders and 
the trust back of them are kicking. The 
loss of the contract is less annoying to the 
trust than the government's recognition of 
imported sugar. Secretary Bliss has ap- 
proved the award. 


ROBBED AND IMPRISONED IN MEXICO. 


American Woman Complains of Los- 
ing #50,000 and Receiving Out- 
rageous Treatment. 


New York, May 29.—[Special. ]—Mrs. Rosa- 
lie Finley Dewey passed through this city 
today on her way to Washington, where she 
will lay before proper officials documents to 
show that during a prolonged stay in the 
City of Mexico and adjacent cities she was 
robbed of £50,000, cast into prison when she 
dared to protest, and submitted to brutal 
treatment byygthe keepers, with the knowl- 
edge of Manican authorities, -whom she 
asked in vain to protect her. 

Mrs. Dewey is well connected in Washing- 
ton, a scientist and linguist. She went to 
Mexico on a combined missionary and in- 
vestment tour. Mrs. Dewey said today: 

‘‘In Huatusco I gave $9,000 to a bank. offi- 
cial to invest for me for a commission. 
After a few weeks I saw no evidence of a 
return and went to him. Although I had 
my receipts in my hand he flatly denied 
the transaction. Public officials told 
me nothing could be done for me. 
I indignantly protested, and one 
night two officers came to my dwell- 
ing place and dragged me to prison. 
I had $800 in bills in my waist. At midnight 
I was visite@® in my. cell by two rufflans, 


ry who robbed me. - In their endeavors to get 


the money they tore my clothes and 
scratched my face. I resisted and they 
threatened to kill me. I obtained my re- 
lease and found there was no charge against 
me. At this time I had about $40,000 more 
invested in enterprises in the district of 
Juquilla and other Mexican places. I never 
saw a cent of it since. In one instance the 
titles to property were actually grabbed 
out of my hands by the man from whom I 
had purchased them: I made personal ap- 
peals to all people who might help me, and 
finally consulted.with President Diaz. He 
did nothing for me. By the advice of United 
States Minister Ransom I came here to lay 
my case before the Secretary of State.”’ 


DAVIS SAYS TIME TO ACT HAS COME. 


Chicagoan Who May Be Commissioner 
to Paris Exposition Thinks Gov- 
ernment Should Act.. 


New York, May 29.—[Special.]—Colonel 
George R. Davis of Chicago, who was Di- 
rector General of the Columbian Exposition 
and may be High Commissioner of the 
United States to the Paris exposition of 
1900, is at the Windsor. He thinks this 
country should act at once in the matter of 
securing space and interesting exhibiters, 
avolding the danger of faring as did Russia, 
which found the best places taken when she 
applied for space at Chicago. Mr. Davis 
said today: 

‘* Tf our country shall accept the invitation 
of the French Republic it is important that 
it should do so at once. The time for action 
has come. The commission should be 
created and set to work this summer. Com- 
mercial and manufacturing organizations 
have begun to take an active interest, \but 
their movements must wait for the govern- 
ment’s initiative. The representatives of 
foreign governments are already on the 
grounds. Tentatively, space has already 
been assigned them. If this summer is 
allowed to pass without action here any 
American commission will be terribly handi- 
capped. It will find all the choice space 
already allotted. 

‘“*Tt is time also to arrange for an Ameri- 
can Building. It would be a good deal better 
to decline the invitation of France rather 
than accept it too late to do ourselves jus- 
tice. An adequate representation is im- 
peratively demanded after the splendid 
showing made here by the governments of 
the old world.” 


ENSIGN STONE MUST MAKE DEFENSE. 


Is Suspended on Complaint ef Papa 
Conde—Rumor the Young Folks 
Are Already Married. 


New York, May 29.—[Special. ]—knsign 
Stone is suspended. Thus, for a time the 
ardent naval officer who would fain possess 
the fair daughter of Conde, the rich woolen 
manufacturer of Oswego, is defeated. This 
is the result of a complaint made by Conde 
to the Secretary of the Navy. Pending an 
investigation, which will, in all prubability, 
exonerate the young man from any charge 
of conduct unbecoming a gentleman and 
an officer, Ensign Stone is ‘‘incommunicado’’ 
on board the Monitor Puritan. He has 
resolutely refused to discuss his affairs. 

He has not been suspended save techni- 
cally, and has suffered: only in the depriva- 
tion of certain privileges. 

His chum, classmate, and aid, Ensign 
Robert H. Osborne of the United States 
steamship Alliance, has also been put under 
the ban. and is occupying circumscribed 
limits on board the old receiving ship Ver- 
mont. Like Stone he cannot feceive visitors. 
It is mysteriously hinted that Ensign Stone 
and Miss Conde have already been united by 
a secret marriage.

GENERAL NEWS FROM NEW YORK. 


Harry Morrison, Aged 16, of Mattoon, 
Ill., Applies for Job as Earo- 
pean Correspondent. 


ew York, May 29.—([Special. }—His name 
Pag Morrison, and his bright red hair 
and freckled face would attract attention 
anywhere. But they are no more remark- 
able than the plans of the boy. 

He is only 16 years old, but he has made 
up his mind that he wants to be European 
correspondent for some of the big papers 
of the United States, so he is on his way to 
England, where he proposes to begin opera- 
tions. 

The youngster left his home in Mattoon, 
Ill., a year ago with the idea of securing 
work on a newspaper. Up to that time he 
had attended the high school in Mattoon 
and worked in the public library. He went 
to Chicago and there obtained employment 
on a morning paper. But the position was 
too small for his ambition and he decided 
that nothing short of being a European 
correspondent would satisfy him. 8o, with 
$35 in his pocket, he started out. He walked 
into. the office of a local paper today and 
wanted ‘to know if his services would not 
be valuable, especially; he thought, an in- 
terview with Gladstone might be prized. 

‘‘T am goifig to sail on Wednesday,” he 
said, ‘‘ and if there is anything you like in 
Europe it would be better to make arrange- 
ments now. My tastes are for music, art, 
and literature, and I shall devote myself to 
them. I tried working in Chicago, but it 
was not to my taste, and I decided to go to 
Europe. I stopped off at the Capitol to see 
President McKinley. I was very pleasantly 
received, and saw Mrs. McKinley as well as 
the President. I hope to remain abroad a 
year or more, and am sure I will be able to.” 

Young Master Morrison's most serious re- 
buff was in trying to get a letter from Mayor 
Strong, regarding which he says: 

‘The venerable gentleman stated that he 
took no stock in letters of recommendation, 
‘IT came to New York without a single let- 
ter,’ he said, ‘and with vefy little money.’

INTIMATED THAT ADAM ALDAY Was 
SLOWLY POISONED.

Joseph Kipp Is Arrested at Moline and 
Confesses to Having Burned the 
Dead Man’s House, but Denies That 
There Was Any Attempt at Killing 
—Says Mrs. Osbar Gave Him Forty 
Dollars and a Jersey Cow for lis 
Part in the Transaction. 


Moline, Ill, May 29.—[Special.J—The af 
rest of Mrs. Mary Osbar, who was the wife 
of Adam Alday, and her detention on a 
charge of arson have caused a tremendous 
sensation here. 

It develops now that Ed and Will Alday 
sons of the woman, have brought forward 
allegations to the effect that slow poison 
was mixed with the medicine administered 
to their father, and that this was done for 
the purpose of getting him ‘out of the way 
so that his property could be secured. They 
will demand that the body of their father bo 
exhumed for a chemical examination. 

An attempt was made by the sons to break 
the will some time ago, but this failed, and 
now another suit is on with a similar end 
in view. The father left to the boys as their — 
portion of the estate a few lots. These 
have been sold and most of the money spent 
by the sons, hence the effort to make their 
— disgorge by attempting to break the 
w 

It is presumed that in casting about for 
evidence to break the will a Rock Island de- 
tective was employed. Now the double 
crime of murder and arson is talked. 

Wednesday evening Joseph Kipp was ar- 
rested by a deputy sheriff and conveyed to 
the county jail, few of his neighbors know- 
ing what had taken place. In a roundabout 
way Mr. Kipp, who is nearly 65 years old, 
was told that he was arrested for having 
been implicated in causing Mr. Alday's 
death, and also of setting fire to the house 

after the old man’s demise. Kipp at- 
tended Alday during his iliness. He was 
held all night, and during his confinement 
he was put under a rigid examination. 


Kipp Makes a Confession. 


Kipp was held until today, when he con- 
fessed to the charge of arson and made an 
affidavit to that effect, alleging that Mrs. 
Osbar gave him $40 in cash and a Jersey 
cow for his unlawful act. He stoutly de- 
nies the murder theory, though it -is not 
known what information was given by him 
in this regard to the officials. They appear 
wise and say little regarding this portion of: 
the charge. It is evident they are conceal- 
ing something which is not yet ripe for pub- 
na but a statement from them is ex- 


pect 

Mrs. Osbar, Alday’s former wife, has 
given bonds for her appearance for trial on 
the charge of arson. She is cool and re- 
fuses to make a statement. She came from 
Davenport, Ia., where she makes her home, 
without a requisition from the Governor, 
saying: ‘*‘ Well, they will keep me in jail 
here till they get the papers, so I am only 
prolonging my confinement in prison. I will 
go without them.”’ 

Alday in his day kept a lonely halfway 
house between Rock Island and Moline. This 
was many years ago, before the cities were 
built up closely together, and while running 
that lonely halfway resort Alday is said to 
have made the bulk of the immense fortune 
he left when he died. For several years 
prior to his death he did nothing. He was 
of a quarrelsome disposition and people 
generally abhorred him. | 

At the time of his death in 1895 Adam Al- 
day was worth $500,000, the major portion of 
which he left to his wife, who afterwards 
married Osbar, and went to live in Daven- 
port, Ia., where she was arrested on Friday. 
Prior to her marriage to Alday Mrs. Osbar 
acted as his housekeeper. The woman who 
was then Alday’s wife was demented, and 
was taken to Minnesota, where she is said 
to have died under peculiar circumstances.

Luetgert by her husband. 

Position of the Prosecution. 


** The position of the prosecution,”’ said one 
of the State’s attorneys last night, “ is that 
the case is purely circumstantial, but none 
the less strong for that reason. The place of 
the crime charged is an ideal one. In the base- 
ment of a factory, far removed from the 
sound of the street, near the railroad, where 
no one would be apt to linger on a dark, 
rainy night, it is suggestive of dark possi- 

“The motive is shown by the unfriendly 
fecling of Lwetgert for his wife; his atten- 
tions to another woman; his attitude 
towards his wife being shown by several cir- 
cumstances, including the one of his having 
pursued her with a revolver and his state- 
ment to thé saloonkeeper’s wife, Mrs. Tosch, 
that his wife made him so angry that he felt 
that he could take her and crush her. 

““* With an imperfect knowledge of chemis- 
try, the natural suggestion to him would 
be, it is argued, that chemical means be 
used to dispose of the evidences of the de- 
struction of life. 

n Purchase of the Chemical. 

“On March 11 he purchased 375 pounds 
of crude potash, which was shown to be 
composed of caustic soda and caustic 

‘potash. This was broken up and placed in 
the vat about one week before the disap- 
pearance, the steam turned on and the 
compound dissolved. This compound was 
shown to be fully capable of destroying a 
human body inside of two hours. 

** On the night in question, about 9 o’clock, 
Lu t turned on the steam in the vat 
and pt it turned on until 2 o’clock in the 
morning. At about 9:30 p.m. he sent the 
old watchman, Bialk, out ta buy a bottle of 
nerve tonic. When the watchman came 
back he found the entrance to the basement 
and to the main floor of the north wing of 
the factory barred. Luetgert took the bot- 
tie from the watchman through the elevator 
gate. 

Sends Out the Watchman Again. 
“Shortly after 10 o’clock he sent the 
watchman again to the drug store for a bot- 
tle of mineral water, and on his return, about 
il o'clock, again met him at the elevator 
and took the bottle through the gate. This 
bottle was never opened. The nerve tonic 
was opened. 

-“ All thro@gh the night and up to 8 o'clock 
in the morning Luetgert was in and out of 

basement. 

“‘ At about 10:15 the defendant was at his 
house, 100 feet away, and was in company 
with his wife, the hired girl and the two chil- 
dren having gone to bed. His purpose at 
the house was not explained. He had fora 
number of years back slept on a bed in the 
oftice of the factory. He was next seen, as 
related, when the watchman had returned 
rg being sent the second time to the drug

W. D. BOYCE RETURNS FROM MEXICO. 


Chicago People, He Says, Are Missing 
a Good Thing by Not Caltivating 
Trade with That Country. 


W. D. Boyce, on his return yesterday from 
a month's trip to Mexico, said the people 
of Chicago. appeared to be overlooking a 
good thing in not cultivating trade with 
their southern neighbor. He found Amer- 
icans from nearly every city in the country 
doing substantial business there, especially 
in machinery, but soon learned the trade 
was in the hands of St. Louis, New. York, 
and Cincinnati merchants. Mr. Boyce was 
greatly pleased with the evidence of pros- 
perity that met hs eye in the larger cities. 

“It reminded me of the flush days when 
railroads were building in this Western 
country,’ he said, “‘ Every man I met ap- 
peared to have a roll of 50s and 100s in his 
pockets. Of course mines and tropical prod- 
ucts are the basis of the wealth of the coun- 
try. Every man in the export business ap- 
pears to be on the highway to riches. He 
selis for gold and pays his labor in silver. 

“I noticed that American proprietary 
medicines divide the field almost equally 
with French, but the companies which do 
the business have discovered it is useless to 
make the attempt without establishing 
branch factories and laboratories in Mexico. 
The import Guties are all specific and they 
are practically prohibitory in many lIines, 
Of one well-known remedy sales aggregat- 
ing $300,000 In silver were made last year.

Gov. Tanner said today he had virtually 
effected an agreement between the factions 
that the Congressional apportionment. now 
pending in the House shall be. permitted to 
stand.

In the meantime the Constitution of 1870 
had provided that the General Assembly 
shall not grant franchises for the operation 
of street railways in any city without the 
consent of the proper corporate authorities. 

This provision ‘was insertedg it is pointed 
out, to prevent in the future jobs like that 
of 1865, and like the deal now being manipu- 
lated. 

Nevertheless the act of 1865 remains on 
the statute books, and, while the railways 
have never asserted any rights under it 
since the last extension of their franchises, 
it is maintained it is stillin force; 


Partridge Lets In Light. 


Attorney Newton A. Partridge yesterday 
let daylight Mtoe the argument advanced in 
behalf of the validity and usefulness of this 
act as follows: 

“ The charters of the street railway com- 
panies were extended from twenty-five to 
ninety-nine years, but their street privileges 
were madé expressly subject to the author- 
ization of the City ‘Council, ‘ in such manner 
and upon such terms and conditions and 
with such rights and privileges as the said 
Common Council has prescribed or may by 
contract with said ‘corporation prescribe.’ 

“The Constitution of 1870 contains a spe- 
cial prohibition against grants of street 
privileges without the consent of the cor- 
porate authorities tn cities and incorporated 
villages and towns. The restrictions im- 
posed by this clause are further strength- 
ened by the provision in the horse and dum- 
my railroad act of 1874 limiting grants of 
street railway privileges by local authori- 
ties to twenty years. 

** Under existing circumstances, however, 
it is perhaps a matter of secondary impor- 
tance whether a technical extension of 
street privileges was included by implica- 
tion In the act of 1865 or not. The title of 
the act expressly limits its benefits to horse 
railways. Under familiar principles of in- 
terpretation this can only mean railways 
whose motive power is animal. There is 
little probability that the street railways 
will revert to this mode of propulsion. 

Can Extend No Later Ordinance, 


** No ordinance passed by the City Coun- 
cil since the passage of the extension act 
can possibly be extended by its provisions. 
We must look to these later ordinances 
themselves to see how long the privileges 
conferred run. 

‘Without the grants of terminal facilities 
and extensions into new territory made since 
1870 it is obvious that the great systems tn 
operation in Chicago would dwindle to insig- 
nificant proportions. The street railways 
had and can have no vested rights in any 
street privileges not existing previous to 
1865 which would enable them to assert such 
privileges, save as the same have been con- 
ferred upon them by subsequent ordinances. 

“The extraordinary exertions made by 
Mr. Yerkes and his confederates would be 
unnecessary if they were able to depend on 
the law of 1865. On the contrary they evi- 
eeer think they need more and need it 
a — :,

ments resulting from sympathetic strikes, 
are absolutely without redress. 

It is also said to be the purpose of the 
employers, in case the proposed legislation 
can be secured, to make individual contracts 
with the different unions to furnish labor 
for any building in course of construction at 
a fixed wage scale, based on an annual 
agreement reached by arbitration. It is also 
proposed to require a bond from the labor 
organizations for the faithful performance 
gt the contracts. 

Labor Unions Not Worried. 


The subject is being freely discussed in 
labor circles, for it is recognized that the 
operations of such a law would work a de- 
cided change in the present relations of em- 
ployer and employé. The officers of the 
Building Trades Council profess, however, 
to have no fear of such a law going into 
operation, declaring it never could be passed 
in the first place, and that it is clearly un- 
constitutional, inasmuch as the courts have 
repeatedly held that labor unions are vol- 
untary organizations. and cannot be held 
liable for damages resulting from strikes. 

The employers, on the other hand, declare 
they have found a way to circumvent this 
difficulty, and that a bfil on the proposed 
lines may be introduced in the next Legis- 
lature. 

The constitutional objection raised against 
the bill by the officers of the Building Trades 
Council was concurred in by several promi- 
nent lawyers who were asked for an ex- 
pression of opinion yesterday. 

A. J. Eddy said: “‘ The Legislature can 
pass no law which will compel men to in- 
corporate for any purpose. Neither can it 
pass any law which would abridge the 
rights of men to voluntarily associate to- 
gether for any lawful purpose. The Legis- 
lature, however, can pass a law under which 
labor organizations can incorporate if they 
desire, and when incorporated their con- 
tracts would be as binding as those of eny 
other corporation. 

“I am inclined to think the scheme an in- 
teresting one, but whether it is practical in 
its details is doubtful. The obstacle which 
first suggests itself is that such corpora- 
tions would be without capital and assets 
to speak of, and they would find it practic- 
ally impossible to find sureties on the large 
bonds that would be required. If any at- 
tempt were made by the Legislature to pro- 
vide for stockholder or membership liability 
the multiplicity of suits that would result in 
endeavoring to enforce any such Hability 
would render the scheme futile.’’ 

Beyond Constitutional Legislation. 

Levy Mayer said: ‘‘ Such a bill is entirely 
beyond the province of constitutional legis- 
lation. The State cannot prevent the for- 
mation of voluntary associations for lawful 
purposes. [I should think, however, that 
labor organizations, which are generally 
so exacting in their demands, would De en- 
tirely willing to furnish a substantial guar- 
antee by which the employer of labor can 
be protected and indemnified against loss 
resulting from unjustifiable strikea and 
similar labor troubles. 

“The unfortunate fact is that the Standa- 
ard Oil, sugar, tobacco, and other iscaeatee 
property combinations rolled into one would 
not constitute any such trust as the most 
ee ae of the labor unions. 

“As it is at present the employer of la 
if he improperly or wrongfully treake La 
labor contracts ts legally and financially re- 
aponsible. . Not, .so with the workmen 
however. They bréak their contracts at 
the dictates of thé walking delegates, and 
there is no way known to the law as it now 
exists by which the employer can secure 
redress.

It only has forty-eight 
members in. good standing. We represent 
the majority.”’ 

Ed Odell, who has been at Madison and 
Dearborn streets for thirteen years, said:

MICHIGAN WINS FROM CHICAGO ON 
THE TRACK AND DIAMOND. 


— Athletes Suffer an Overwhelm- 
img Defeat at the Hands of the 
Sturdy Wolverines—Never Have 
Show for Victory in the Dual Meet 
and the Baseball Team Puts Up a 
Wretched Game—No Unusual Per- 
formances Recorded. 


Detroit, Mich.,: May 29.—[Special.]—The 
maroon of Chicago went down before the 
yellow and blue of Michigan in the second 
annual dual athletic meeting which was 
held at the Detroit Athletic club's grounds 
this afternoon. Chicago's defeat was crush- 
ing, Michigan scoring 94 points to its op- 
ponent’s 46.

The Michigan man showed the stuff he had 
in him in the 220-yard event, however.

Chubb of Michigan, however, furnished 
a surprise in the low hurdles, beating out 
his colleague, McLean, easily.

Badger Crew Is Three Lengths Behind 
at the Finish and Neither Crew 
Makes the Time of Which It Is 
Capable—Start Against the Cardi- 
nal, but the Supporters of the West- 
ern Crew Say It Was a Good 
Race. 


New Haven, Conn., May @9.—(Special.}]— 
Yale had a comparatively easy time with 
the University of Wisconsin this afternoon 
at Lake Saltonstall, winning the two-mile 
boat race over the historic Yale-Harvard 
course in the time of 10 minutes 54 seconds, 
while Wisconsin finished .ten secortils later. 
Yale took the lead at the start and held it 
throughout the contest. 

The distance between the shells of the 
two boats was never greater than four 
lengths. They were separated by this dis- 
tance when the last half mile began. As 
the eights began on this half Yale slowed 
up and the Wisconsiners gained a length 
before they crossed the line. 

Wisconsin rowed a thirty-four stroke 
throughout the race, while Yale cut the 
water at a thirty-two gait except in the last 
half, when her strokes figure@ up about 
twenty-nine or thirty to the minute. 

The weather conditions were perfect, the 
sun shining brightly and the wind being 
only slight. ‘This was against the oarsmen, 
but it was not heavy enough to materially 
cut up the sea. 


Trouble with Yale Boat. 


Several thousand spectators saw the race, 
It was not started till nearly 6 o’clock, the 
delay being caused by the adjustment of 
the rigging in the Yale boat, which was re- 
ceived only last Wednesday, and which is 
not as yet perfectly adjusted to the oars- 
men. 

At the start both crews got away well, and 
Yale jumped to the lead before Wisconsin 
had got out of the tracks. At the quarter 
mile Yale led by a length, at the half by a 
length and a half, at the mile by two and 
one-half lengths, at the mile and a half by 
four lengths, and at the finish by only three 
lengths. Not a man dropped off his seat 
from exhaustion at the finish. The time 
was slow. 

The Wisconsins have been caught in prac- 
tice rowing in 10:35, and Yale had done the 
same distance in 10:30. 

The spectators were highly pleased with 
the race, but the trainers of both crews 
think’ that each could have done better. 

Bob Cook, the Yale coach, said it was a 
good race. Wisconsin made a hard fight, 
but further than this the diplomatic coach 
would not be quoted. Captain Bailey of the 
Yale crew was surprised at the time. He 
thought that his crew would do better. He 
complimented the Wisconsins on their form 
and pluck, but would not talk for publica- 
tion on the race. 

Wisconsin Time Disappointing. 

Commodore Waite of the Wisconsin crew 
said: ‘1 thought that our crew would finish 
in faster time than eleven minutes. We have 
gone in practice much faster than that on 
the lake. We lost half a length at the start 
by the floating of the stakeboat. The judg- 
ment of the referee on that start was badly 
against us, but we had three inexperienced 
men in our boat and that accounts for our 
unsteadiness, if there was any.”’ 

Julian W. Turtiss, Yale’s former athlete 
and judge today, said: ‘'I call it an excel- 
lent race. The time was good for dead 
water and with a slight wind."’ 

Yale was quite up to its usual form. 

Coach Odea said: ‘* The boys rowed hard 
and well. They can make better time. We 
were fairly beaten, but I hope that we can 
tackle Yale next year. We are now plan- 
ning to start for home, expecting to leave 
here Sunday morning, reaching Chicago by 
Tuesday night, and take our shell home on 
Wednesday.”’ 

Fred Brown, Wisconsin’ s rooter, who has 
been here a week, said: ‘It Was a mag- 
nificent race. I was afraid that Wisconsin 
would weaken on the last mile, but that 
finish of theirs was superb.” 

G. St. John Sheffield, the veteran oarsman, 
said: “‘It was a welil-rowed race on both 
sides. I think that the Yale crew is about 
up to the standard, but they will have to 
get more dash before they get to Pough- 
keepsie.’”’

Members of both Houses of Parliament 
will be guests of the Admiralty on board the 
(‘ampania, while hundreds of other stgam- 
ships, yachts, and launches have been char- 
tered for private parties. Hotel and lodg- 
ing accommodations throughout the Solent 
district already are ata huge premium. 
Special trains will run from London all 
night, bringing back visitors. 

The only British colony which has refused 
to celebrate the Queen’s jubilee is British 
-(yulana, in defense of whose claims against 
Venezuela, England almost provoked a 
rupture with the United States. The gov- 
erning body there has come to the conélu- 
sion that as numerous needed local undertak- 
ings have been neglected for the want of 
money it would be criminal extravagance 
» to appropriate public money for jubilee fes- 
tivities. 


Irish Will Not Participate. 


The decison of the Irish party to take no 
share in the jubilee festivities was a fore- 
gone conclusion, though the English papers 
profess surprise thereat. Mr. Healy and his 
followers were absent, as usual, from the 
meeting, yet the Irish feeling will not permit 
them to disagree with the decision. 

When the House of Commons is invited 


next month to adopt an address of con-- 


gratulation to the Queen the Irish National- 
ists will either protest or show their disap- 
proval by absenting themselves in a bedy 
from the House during the proceedings.

“I remember once in Reading, as I was 
going out to exercise, seeing in a dimly lit 
cell, right opposite my Own, a small boy. 
Two warders, not unkindly men, were talk- 
ing to him with some sternness, apparently 
or perhaps giving him some useful advice 
about his conduct. One was in the cell with 
him, the other was Standing outside. The 
child’s face was like a white wedge of sheer 


terror. There was in his eyes the terror of 
a hunted animal. 


Cried for His Parents. 

“ Next morning I heard him at breakfast 
time crying and calling to be let.out His 
cry was for his parents. From time to time 
IL could hear the deep voice of the warder 
on duty telling him to keep quiet. Yet he 


was not even convicted of whatever little 


offense he had been charged with. He was 
simply on remand. 

“This terror that seizes and dominates a 
child—and it seizes the grown man also—iss 
of course intensified beyond the power of 
expression by the solitary cell system of our 
prisons. Every child is confined to its cell 
for twenty-three hours out of the twenty- 
four. 

“ This is the appalling thing. To shut up 
a child in a dimly lit cell for twenty-three 
hourse out of the twenty-four is an ex- 


punishment by confinement in his cell. 
Finally I discovered that he was under ob- 
servation, being watched night and day by 
the warders. When he did appear at exer- 
cise he always seemed hysterical, and used 
to walk around crying or laughing. 


Watched All the Time. 

“At chapel he had to sit right under ob- 
servation. Two warders carefully watched 
him all the time. Sometimes he would bury 
his head in his hands—an offense against the 
chapel reguiations—and his head would be 
immediately struck.up by a warder, so that 
he should keep his.eyes fixed permanently 
in the direction of the communion table. 

** Sometimes he would cry—not making any 
disturbance, but with the tears streaming 
down his face and a hysterical throbbing in 
his throut. .Sometimes he would grin, idiot- 
like, to himself, and make faces. , He was on 
‘more than ‘one occasion sent out of the 
chapel, to his cell, of course. He was con- 
tinually punished. 

- “As,the bench on which I used to sit in 
chapel was directly behind the bench at the 
end of which this unfortunate man was 
placed, I had full opportunity of observing 
him. I also saw him at exercise continual- 
ly. I saw he was becoming insane, and was 
being treated as if shamming. On Saturday 
week last I was in my cell at about 1 o'clock, 
occupied in cleaning and polishing the tins

ample of cruelty, of stupidity. If an indi- 
vidual parent or guardian did this to a child 
he would be severely punished. 

‘The second thing from which a child 
suffers in prison is hunger. The food that is 
given to it consists of a piece of usually bad- 
ly baked prison bread and a tin of water for 
breakfast at 7:30; at 12 o’clock it gets din- 
ner, composed of a tin of coarse Indian meal 
stirabout; at 5:30 it gets a piece of dry bread 
and a tin of water forits supper. This diet 
in the case of a strong grown man is always 
productive of illness of some kind. In the 
case of a child the child is, asa rule, incapa- 
ble of eating the food at all. 


Silence Makes Men Insane. 

** Let me draw attention now to another 
terrible thing that goes on in English prisons 
—indeed, in prisons all over the world. where 
the system of silence and cellular confine- 
ment is practiced. I refer to the large num- 
ber of men who become insane or weak- 
minded in-prison. In convict prisons this 
is, of course, quite common, but in ordinary 
jails, such as that I was confined in, it is 
to be found. 

**About three months ago I noticed 
amongst the prisoners who took exercise 


I had been using for dinner. -Suddenly I 
was startled by the prisgn silence being 
broken by most horrible shrieks, or rather 
howls. 

“‘At first I thought some animal, like a bull 
or cow, was being unskillfully slaughtered 
outside the prison walls. I soon realized, 
however, that the howls proceeded from the 
basement of the prsion, and I knew that 
some wretched man was being flogged. 


Lunatie Is Flogged. 

** Suddenly it dawned upon me that they 
might be.flogging this unfortunate lunatic. 
My feelings on the subject need not be 
chronicled, they have nothing to do with 
the question. | 

‘** Next. day, Sunday, I saw the poor fel- 
low at.exercise, his weak, ugly, wretched 
face bloated-by tears and hysteria almost 
beyond recognition. He walked in the cen- 
ter of the ring along with the old men, the 
beggars, and lame people, so I was able to 
observe him the whole time. 

‘It was my last Sunday in prison, a per- 
fectly lovely day, the finest day we had 
in the whole year.

London, May 29.-—[Copyright, 1807, by the 
New York Times. ]—Sometimes the expected 
happens. One has always been saying that 
sooner or later the German Emperor, with 
his insatiable passion for being thought the 
great man of his time and his congenital in- 
capacity to keep his finger out of any pie 
in sight, would come to grief.

At the moment it is 
difficult to get specific facts, but those on 
whose information and judgment I place the 
utmost reliance think it is pretty clear that 
the Kaiser is in a hole. Very possibly this 
week's developments may show it to be an 
abyss. 

Has Intraded Into All Affairs. 

Germany has been playing in and out of 
the game for months, allowing no combina- 
tion to be hinted at into which she did not 
intrude herself, forcing reluctant France to 
always be meeting her in Russia’s front hall, 
posing as the necessary intermediary 
between Austria and Russia, and insisting 
generally on being in the middle of every- 
thing that any two powers desired to dis- 
cuss together. All of the time, however, she 
was playing a deliberate game of her own at 
Constantinople, which tan counter at one 
point or another to every other power’s aims. 


May Have Gene Too Far. 

In this way it has been Germany which 
for four months past has objected to this, 
that, and the other thing inside the concert, 
and has continually forced others to defer to 
her and wait for her in order to preserve at 
all the fiction of united Europe. We grum- 
bled a good deal at this subservience to Ber- 
lin’s dictation, but now there blossoms a 
hope that perhaps it was all for the best. 
The air is full of mysterious hints that Ger- 
many,in her rather fantastic self-confidence, 
has been lured into a false position and un- 
less she executes some extraordinarily rapid 
retreat movements she will get Great Brit- 
ain and the millstones of jealous wrath to 
the east and west of her. 


Wild Beast Let Loose. 

The present situation, briefly, is this: Eu- 
rope finds that the wild beast it chained and 
kept in captivity for twenty. years is lbose, 
with a taste of blood in its mouth, and a 
passion for conquest and rapine leaping 
tumultuously in its veins. When Europe 
tries to agree that, at all hazards, this beast 
must first be chained again, it is discovered 
that the central empire—the foremost mili- 
tary power of the world—has not only facill- 
tated its escape, but privately counts upon 
turning the savage excesses of its freedom to 
her own advantage. 


Sultan Ready to Defy Powers. 

The Sultan, stimulated by the encourage- 
ment from Berlin, and supported by an en- 
thusiastic revival of the old Osman fAghting. 
rage among his people, sees his way to defy- 
ing the uncertain voice of the concert. He 
has conquéred Thessaly, and declares him- 
self entitled to keep it. Apparently he has 
Germany's assurance that if he resolutely 
maintains this attitude, the unanimous ac- 
tion of the powers will not:be forthcoming 
to coerce him. In order to back up his posi-

tion he is bringing reinforcements daily from 
Asia. It is estimated now that Edhem 
Pasha must be in touch with fully 200,000 
regular troops, all equipped and in the fleld, 
and that as many more are mobilized and 
within the call of the Suitan without weak- 
ening the efficiency of the force guarding 
the mountain passes on the Armenian fron- 


tier. 
Russia’s Halting Behavior. 


Russia’s behavior has been halting and in- 
explicable to a degree throughout this whole 
crisis, for the reason, as often explained in 
these dispatches, that rival and conflicting 
interests are continually pushing their way 
to the front in Russia and making points 
against one another. A few weeks ago the 
Kaiser seemed to be carrying his small, 
timid cousin, the Czar, around in his pocket. 
Now suddenly we get hints that the situa- 
tion is entirely changed; that Russia is 
ready to smash the Sultan if he does not 
make instant submission, and that Ger- 
many is in gravest peril of being pitched 
upon from right and left if she continues to 
pose as the Sultan’s champion. On the 
other hand, it is said in Berlin and among 
pro-German diplomats here, that if there is 
a trap it is not William, but Nicholas. who 
is in it, and that Germany, by securing the 
adhesion of virile, victorious Turkey to the 
triple alliance, renders that combination ir- 
resistible, and can dictate what terms to 
Burope he likes. . 


Intrigues of the Powers. 

The fact that the Egyptian question was 
likely to be thrown forward as an ugly bone 
for the British lion to gnaw at some stage 
of the present controversy was mentioned 
last week. Since then the subject has be- 
gun to find a place in European discussion. 
It is said in Paris with an air of authority 
that the German Emperor has devised a 
scheme in which both Russia and France 
can join him, and which in effect will be 
to squeeze England either out of the Nile 
Valley or into abject submission to the will 
of the concert of the powers. The Parisian 
press, however, discloses an unexpected re- 
serve in its comments on this story. 


France Growing Suspicious. 

The French have been growing obviously 
supicious of the German Empcror’s infinence 
with the Czar for months back. They now 
show signs of a willingness to balk at this 
threatened new device to yoke them up te 
Berlin's diplomatic policy. Some.of the 
openly venal papers, like Le Matin, which 
get paid in hard cash by the German finan- 
cial ring to do this sort of thing, are trying 
once more to stir up a Franco-English 
trouble, but happily this time they are hav- 


| swiftly apart turn out to be true, France's 


cup of joy will overflow. Her position up to 
the present, of being towed about by the Czar 
in the wake of Germany, has become quite 
intolerable. The ecstaiic reaction at stil! 
finding herself Russia’s friend, but free to 
remember that she is Germany’s enemy, 
would alter the whole face of her politics, 


German Ministerial Crisis. 


It is now expected in Berlin that Hohen- 
lohe will follow the compromise expedient 
adopted by Caprivi awhile before his com- 
plete retirement, and resign the Prussian 
Premiership, while remaining Chan- 
cellor of the empire. It is even described as 
settled that Dr. Miguel will succeed him in 
his former position. Seven years ago, in 
letters from Berlin, I spoke of Miguel as en- 
joying the reputation among politicians as 
the ablest financial statesman of Germany. 
Since then he has achieved great successes 
in consolidating the Prussian finances, re- 
forming Prussian taxation, and it can easily 
be understood that he is now eager to show 
his undoubted talents in a bigger field. But 
even Miguel will hardly glean new laurels 
in the thankless office to which he is said 
to aspire. It is true that he is more pHable 
than Hohenlohe, just as Honhenlohe was 
more docile under insult and better trained 
to condone dishonest folly than the upright 
and single-minded Caprivi. But the Premier- 


has seen in a generation and is apparently 
incapable of a pacific solution. 
Pope Scores a Triumph. 

It is agreed on all sides that Papal Rome, 
since 1870, never witnessed such an exhibi- 
tion of devout loyalty to the head of the 
church, both in the Basilica and in the dense- 
ly packed plazas and streets without, as that 
which astonished everybody on Thursday. 
The Liberal prelates about the Vatican who 
persuaded the Pope to break with recent 
precedents and revivify St. Peter’s with old- 
time pageantry have scored a triumph as re- 
markable as unexpected. No reactionary can 
ever talk about *‘ The prisoner of the Vati- 
can ’’ with quite the same effect again. The 
Roman populace, which thirty years ago 
was sullen where not openly hostile, is re- 
vealed now as only too réady to demonstrate 
its admiration of an affection for the Pope 
as their spiritual sovereign if he chooses to 
come out of his shell and accept their friend- 
ly overtures. The most striking illustration 
of this new spirit was in the way the troops 
and rave hrs of the King fraternized 
with theSwiss and Pontifical guards, as they 
all worked together in keeping order. 

Pope Like a Pale Shadow. 

The venerable Pontiff? himself passed 
through the throng under his white baldac- 
chino like a pale shadow, so fragile and 
waxen white was he in his voluminous

He plays 
billiards, and keeps an excellent table and a 
French chef. He‘reads Shakspeare and is well 
posted on the current European and American 
literature of the day.—St. James’ Budget.

Glimpse of Official Corruption. 

The sensational trial of the Berlin Police 
Commissioner, Tausch, which is absorbing 
public attention in alf Germany, may bring 
to light important new scandals but at the 


best can only give the briefést and most 


partial glimpse into the cloaca of corruption, 
treachery, and general scoundrelism in 
which the present court of Berlin has its 
roots. Public opinion throughout the em- 
pire has long been working itself up to the 
point of speaking frankly about this evil 
cordon drawn round the Kaiser. It needed 
only Eugen Richter’s bold speech to rouse 
approving echoes everywhere. “* Das musste 
einmal gesagt werden’’ is the universal 
comment on his outspoken talk. Within a 
week the whole empire has been seized with 
the idea that the time for resolute words 
and deeds has arrived. Before July ends 
we are likely to have witnessed important 
changes in Germany. A cataclysm might 
have been predicted for an even earlier date, 
but the government, taking fright, has 
taken the unprecedented and unexplained 
step of adjourning the sessions of the Reichs- 
tag until June 22. 

Austria’s Germano-Slavic Trouble, 

Although in the stress of complication with 
more exciting matters the Austrian parliia- 
mentary crisis gets but scant attention

Democratic Marplotry. 


The desirability of doing one thing at a 
time in the right order and in the right way 
has seldom been better exemplified than in 
the present turn which the Cuban question 
has taken at Washington. The first duty 


of this government in respect to Cuba is, ob- | 


viously, to relieve the distress of its own 
citizens in that island and to afford them 
succor and protection. Having ascertained, 
on official information, that there was need 
of it, the administration promptly undertook 
such action. The President, in a special 
message on Monday last, recommended the 
appropriation of a sum of money for that 
purpose. His evident object was to fulfill 
that first and most urgent duty, unham- 
pered by any other entanglements, leaving 
the other questions—of recognition, inter- 
vention, or what not—to be dealt with after 
the American citizens had been rescued. 
The Senate promptly and properly voted the 
grant. The House was delayed in so doing 
by the maladroit marplotry of the very 
Democratic leaders who had been most loud- 
ly agonizing over the identical woes which 
they thus refused to relieve—New York

CYCLISTS GUESS THE WINNERS oF 
THE ROAD RACES TOMORROW, 


Every Wheelman Is Hoping for Fair 
Weather for the Great Decoration 
Day Event—Bets Up on Men Finish- 
ing in the First Fifteen—Old-Tim- 
ers Manifest Unusual Interest—Van 
Sicklien Will Try One More Race— 
Cook County Numbers Out. 


_If a wheelman of Chicago should be asked 
today what his greatest wish was, provided 
tt could be granted, he would answer without 
hesitancy “fair, warm weather, with no 
‘wind tomorrow.’’ This is the burden of the 
cyclists’ conversation all over Chicago to- 
day. ‘“‘If it will only be warm and fair to- 
morrow Chicago will see the greatest road 
race ever ridden.” All the old-time excite- 
ment over the raad race has cropped out 
within the last two days, and there is nota 
club In the city which has not a dark horse 
on whom the club is staking its hopes and 
its dollars. ‘* To finish in the first aifteen ”’ 
is a favorite bet; and there are several 
fifteens in the total number of men who are 
picked to take a place within that number 
in tomorrow's big race. 

It will be the first time Decoration day 
has been marked by two big road races— 
races which take in all classes of riders, of 
course the professionals being excepted. 

The riders have received their numbers; 
the big rollers have been dragged their 
weight over the Wheeling road for the last 
two days; the candidates for honors in the 
races have taken final training and today will 
rest before the race tomorrow forenoon. If 
the weather is favorable teday many of them 
will be tempted to take a last spin over the 
course, phe it, is. tr’ perfect condition, in 
order to get @ line on the pace they will have 
to maintain to make a showing. 


Officials View the Course. 


The officials of the race went over the 
course yesterday, and will do so again today, 
and tonight the exodus for Wheeling will 
begin. Wheels and riders will be stowed 
away on the Wisconsin Central trains going 
out in the afternoon, and many will go on 
their wheels. 

Trouble has been anticipated between the 

. two organizations, between whom the rival- 
ry has been so intense during the spring, 
but the Cook County Cyclists’ association 
in a sportsmanslike manner deny there will 
be any trouble on their account, and that 
it is farthest from their wishes to disturb 
the Associated Cycling clubs or to do any- 
thing which will in any way cast discredit 
upon the sport of road racing. They will 
accordingly start their races at 10 o’clock, 
which will allow the A. C. C. to get under 
way at 11 o'clock, exactly as planned. 

President Hausam of the Wheeling Town 
Board will fire the pistol which will send 
the first of the Cook County riders on their 
way. The start has been carefully planned, 
and when the limit men take their places it 
will be behind ropes, which will be provided 
for the purpose, and each class will be ef- 
fectually separated from those in front and 
behind it. 

Referee Bean will carefully superintend the 
start, and will then take the train in order 
to reach the finish at Electric Park to look 
out for any questions which may need her 
attention. 

Cook County Numbers. 

The numbers have been given out and the 
Cook County entries are here presented as 
the men will ride. Owing to the trouble ex- 
perienced in former years with bogus pro- 
grams, the Associated Cycling clubs have 
dec:ded not to make the list public before the 
race.

“I picked Fox es the most likely man 
and never considered that the other fellow 
was in the race. I got in behind my man 
and trailed along, taking a rest for the final 
sprint. We were spinning around those cor- 
ners going into Pullman and I was con- 
Sratulating myself that I would capture 
~he biggest race of the year. I could picture 
the delight of the Chicagos and saw myself 
being carried around the corridors of Hotel 
Florence, the hero of the hour. But my day 
dreams were shattered suddenly when I 
chanced to look up and saw that Woollas 
Was not with us. I looked ahead, and near- 
ly two blocks in front of us was the missing 
man, riding as if his life depended on his 
specd, I started after him and cut down 
the lead considerably, but he had too big 
a start, and although he was dying by inches 
I couldn’t catch him. However, I finished 
a good second. That's how near 1 came 
to winning the Pullman.” 


Van Sicklen Ont Again. 


*“*I see that Van Sicklen has entered the 
race this year,” said one of the others after 
the crowd had finished discussing Ander- 
s0n’s ride. ‘** All of the old-timers are get- 
ting back in the game, and I wouldn't be 
surprised.to see Githens, Barrett, Davis, 
or the Thornes come out next and try their 
hands at the game.

** Van Sicklen’s career was a most wonder- 
ful one,” spoke up the quiet member from 
his corner. ‘*‘ The old war horse started in 
in 1883 and for ten years he was the king 
of the West. In the early days he was as 
sure of winning as was Zimmerman in '$4. 
I don't suppose that every one knows that 
Van wolf the most valtiable prize ever of- 
fered for an amateur race. The famous 
Pope Cup, which cost Colonel Pope $1,500, 
now adorns Van's library table, and wus 
won after three twenty-five mile races in 
which the best men of the day rode. In the 
old exposition days Van's star was in the 
ascendgency, and the way in which he used 
to show his rear wheel to those St. Louis 
fellows caused much joy in the Chicago 
camp. But rvad racing was the old war 
horse's forte, and the rougher the road the 
faster he would ride. There wasn’t a man in 
the country that could beat him, and he 
was equally at home on the hills or on the 
level. In '91 he captured time prize in every 
event in which he started. 

He started in the year by capturing time 
in the Pullman, cutting the record and put- 
ting it so low that it wasn’t broken until 
last year. Then he took in the Waukesha 
race at Milwaukee and again won the plurn, 
finishing the race under difficulties. He 
broke down several times, and when within 
a mile of the finish had to change machines 
for, the fourth time. The wheel he secured 
was an old timer, weighing about fifty 
pounds, with very small pedals which did 
not fit Van’s feet. The war horse imme- 
diately discarded his shoes and finished the 
race in his bare feet, The third victory was 
gained at Cincinnati, when the Poorman 
time prize fell in the lap of the Chicago man. 
Then he Went to Detroit and captured time 
in the Pontiac twenty-five mile race, and 
ended the season by winning time in the 
Prince Wells race at Louisville. 

“The next year Van met with several 
reverses. He went to New York to ride 
in the Irvington-Milburn, which was then 
as large a race as the Pullman. He was 
placed on scratch with Hoyland Smith, but 
before the end of five miles one of the fork 
sides of his machine broke. Notwithstand- 
ing the danger of riding the crippled wheel, 
Van kert on to the finish, but his break- 
down destroyed his chances for time prize. 
That was Van's last race, and since that 
time he has been content to see others carry 
off the laurels. But the fever has him again, 
and I would advise you to keep your weather 
eye on Van Bicklen.”

WIN ON GREWSOME GIGS. 


“DECEASED” AND “BEREAVED” 
ROWS RECOUP POLICY-PLAYERS. 


Om Advices from the Pit in Baltimore 
a Blind Pool Organised by “ Fiy 
Ball” Lee Places the Bulk of Its 
Money on 36-37-64 and Triumphs-— 
Funeral of Powers and Lattimore 
Causes the Colored Pepulation te 
Play Queer Combinations. 


With the funerals of Powers and Latti- 
more, the executed colored murderers, an 
event of the morning, the policy market of 
Chicago was active to the boiling point yes- 
terday and last night. The colored con- 
tingent suffered heavy losses on Friday, 
the day of the double hanging in the County 
Jail, but many operators in State street had 
a reaction in their favor yesterday. On ad- 
vices from the policy pit of Baltimore the 
bulk of the money of a blind pool organized 
by “Fly Ball ”’ Lee among the speculators 
of ** Biler avenue’ and Taylor street, was 
quietly placed on the ‘* Deceased’’ row, 
36-37-64. 

When the drawings came out at noon it 
was found that the Frankfort book had 
been hard hit on the selection. There was 
another flurry in the market at noon when 
it was revealed that the ‘‘ bereaved row,” 
21-32-69, had enabled many shorts of Fri- 
day to cover. The green book had to pay 
the winnings on the fortunate numbers. 

Old operators were surprised that the 
** bereaved "’ row had had no friend to kijl it 
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on Friday, but this was probably due to the 
impression which spread on ‘change that 
Powers and Lattimore left none to bereave. 
When it was recalled that this was untrue 
scores of speculators hastened to get on 
the safe side of the market, ard there was 
enough “ bereaved’ green to stuff a cold- 
storage house around Twenty-ninth and 
State streets last night. At the close of the 
day’s trading the 6 o’clock drawings gave 
no joy to the colored confederacy. 

The excitement in the policy market was 
resumed at the opening of business yester- 
day morning. Shrewd traders were early 
in the neighborhood of Jackson's undertak- 
ing establishment, State and Twenty-eighth 
streets, on eager watch for any incident that 
might suggest a safe tip for speculators. 
Many touched the coffins of Powers and 
Lattimore, and then hurried away to play 
the “ bier” row, 6-16-65 and aiso 6—42. 

The “‘dead’’ row was, of course, a strong 
spot still in the day’s trading, and all the 
eight issues of that standard stock were in 
demand, but heavy support was also given 
the “‘ cemetery’ row, 9—-19—49, in face of 
the knowledge that both murderers would 
be. placed under ground before night.

Yale Shows an Unexpectedly Poor 
Form in the Mott Raven Games, the 
Red and Blue Scoring Ten Points 
More than the New Haven Mer—

’ first time in American college athletics the 


‘University of Pennsylvania has wor the 
Mott Haven games, and it was not as close 
a contest as was expected, for Yale showed 
up in unéxpectedly poor form in many events 
and only succeeded in scoring 24 1-12 points 
to the 34 which were piled up to the credit of 
the Quakers. 

Poor old Harvard, now bezinning to get 
accustomed to taking a back seat in the track 
athletic procession, and the Princeton tigers, 
coming to the front after a number of years 
spent among scattering colleges, were al- 
most a tie for third, but the Cambridge boys 
held just a fraction the better of it .o the 
tune of 15% to 15 1-12. 

Wefers alone made Georgetown’s score 7 
and Burke pulled in 5 for Boston University, 
Cornell, Syracuse, Trinity, and Wedleyan 
had to be satisfied with one point or less 
a piece. That more records were not broken 
must be charged to the weather, forastrong 
wind blowing across the oval made fast run- 
ning difficult. Considering this wind the 
times made were creditable. 

The temperature was everything which

fairly well filled with enthusiastic students, 
each rooting for his alma mater, and gayly- 
dressed women, almost all decorated with 
the colors of their favorite colleges.

The former 
record stood at 11 feet 2% Inches and was 
held jointly by Hoyt of Harvard and Puch- 
altz of Pennsylvania. Captain J. D. Winsor 
of Pennsylvania set a good example to his 
team of winners by-making a new intercol- 
legiate mark in the high jump at 6 feet 3 
inches, two inches ahead of his own best 
former jump, which held the record and 
within an inch of W. B. Page’s famous jump. 


Good Field Events. 


The summary shows Pennsylvania was 
especially strong in the field events, where 
18 points. Yale was best in the 
‘hurdles, though not coming up to expecta- 
tions in the pole vault. Harvard only 
‘scored one first, that of Hollister, and its 
‘remaining points were well scattered, save 


‘in the sprints, where the Crimson Was un- 
‘represented. 


Princeton captured 10 of the 15 points by 


‘the unexpected victories of Captain Garrett 


in the shot put and Colfelt in the 220-yards 
dash. As regards individual work Perkins 
of Yale was the only man to capture two 
firsts, which he did easily in the hurdles. 
Wefers of Georgetown scored a first 
and a second in the sprints, instead of his 
expected double victory, and Robert Gar- 
rett of Princeton by winning the shot put 
and jumping second only to Remington also 
counted 7 for his college. No other men 
scored more than 5, the amount alloted for 
a first. 

The story of the events is an interesting 
one-in every case, although the victors had 
been mostly picked in advance. But there 
were several surprises, such as the defeat 


‘of Wefers by Colfelt and the consSequent 


practical tying of Harvard by Princeton for 
third place. All through the games Har- 
vard showed up in better shape than was 
anticipated, and won several unexpected 
seconds and thirds, even if forced to be con- 


stent with one first along with Georgetown 


and Boston. 
Hoffman Close to Wefers. 


Promptly at 2 o’clock the first event was 
called for. It was the 100-yard dash, and 
the semi-finals brought together two fine 
bunches of sprinters. Wefers only beat out 
Hoffman by two feet in the first, and in the 
second Whittemore, the Syracuse crack, 
and Tom Fisher of Yale were neck and neck 
to the worsted, which was crossed first by 
Whittemore. These four, with Jarvis of 
Princeton, came together in the finals. 

Hoffman was tired out with his three races 
and could do nothing, and Jarvis was clearly 
outclassed. Wefers won by nearly five feet 
and Whittemore and Fisher had another 
pretty race, this time with the Yale man in 
advance. *Wefers had no trouble in coming 
in firat in his semi-final heat in the 220- 
yard dash, and Tewkesbury, who was sec- 
ond, did not come close enough to annoy the 
Georgetown wonder, who holds the world’s 
record at this distance. Colfelt of Princeton 
and Ehrich of Columbia came in first and 
second in their heat, and Hoffman of Penn- 
sylvania ceuld not get into the finals. 

It was in the finals the greatest surprise 
of the day appeared in the shape of Colfelt 
of Princeton. Wefers started out in the 
lead, but half way down the stretch the 
Princeton runner gathered all his strength 
for a spurt and crossed the line a winner by 
two feet, with Tewkesbury third. 

When the crowd recovered from its aston- 
ishment it went crazy with enthusiasm, and 
the Princeton boys carried off the victor on 
their shoulders. Burke of Boston University 
was slated for the quarter, and he did not 
disappoint his admirers. Garvan of Yale 
came trailing in six yards behind the man 
from Boston, and not more than eighteen 
inches behind was Hoffman, who here scored 
his only point after qualifying in the finals 
of the three short distance runs. 


Hollister’s Last Race. 


Evan Hollister of Harvard ran his last 
race. today, and he hoped to signalize his 
departure from the college athletic world 
by making a new world’s record in the 
half mile run, but the wind was right in 
his face and he only made it in 1:58%. He 
was away ahead all the time, doing the 
quarter in :54%, but there was a hot race 
for second. Lyons of Georgetown led the 
pack behind the Harvard champion at first, 
but he forced the pace too hot and was 
passed by Grant and Lane of Pennsylvania. 

The mile run was by far the most ex- 
citing event from the spectators’ point of 
Lewis and three other Yale men 
started out in the lead to set the pace for 
Speer, the best of the New Haven agegrega- 
tion. Lewis led at the quarter and an- 
other Yale runner-at the half. Then Orton 
passed them all, followed closely by Cregan 
and Wright, who managed to lead on the 
third time round the track, but Orton took 
the lead whén he wanted it, finishing easily, 
with Cregan second and Grant third. 

The walk was easily won by Fetterman, 
with no one near, Four walkers from Yale 
and several others were disqualified by Har- 
‘ry Dimse, the expert judge of walking. 
Cornell scored the only point here. Per- 
kins of Yale won both hurdle races, but 
Yale had figured on all eight points in the 
120, and it was a surprise to see Fox of 
Harvard follow Perkins closely and secure

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CAME TO FORT DEARBORN IN 1892. 


Incidents in the Life of Mrs. Victoria 
Schaller, Who Died Recently 
; at Elgin. 


Elgin, Ill., May 29.—[{Special.]—Mrs. Vic- 
toria Schaller, who has just passed away, 
was one of the early settlers of Chicago. 
Her presence was always desired by the old- 
timers at their annual gatherings. 

Mrs. Schaller, whose maiden name was 
Sauter, was born in 1817 at Heilfingen, 
Wtrtemburg, Germany. In 1828 the family 
emigrated to New York, After living there 
over three years, in company with a little 
band of pioneers they came westward. 
Reaching Fort Dearborn in 1832 the young 
woman found a home in the family of John 
H. Kinzie, the first white child born within 
the present limits of Chicago. He was aft- 
erwards the first Mayor of the village. 

Mr. Kinzie lived on the Chicago River just 
opposite old Fort Dearborn, a little east of 
the present Rush street bridge. Communi-

cation at that early day was had by a ferry 
that plied the river just east of the lands 
now occupied by the Illinois Central rail- 
way. 

On July.4, 1838, Miss Sauter was married 
to Andrew Schaller, who had served with 
distinction during the Black Hawk war. At 
the same time and place her sister Barbara 
was also married. ‘ 

This double wedding, the first of the kind 
in the history of Chicago, was widely cele- 
brated and was regarded as a notable event 
in the social chronicles of the city. The 
young people madé the growing town their 
home and Mr. Schaller engaged in business. 
He was quite successfu! and accumulated 
considerable property. For his services in 
the Black Hawk-war he received a grant of 
160 acres of land in the vicinity of Chicago 
Heights: Half of this quarter section still 
remains in the family. The Schallers came 
to Elgin in 1857, which has since been their 
home. : 

Mrs. Schaller was a woman strong physi- 
cally and intellectually, and she retained her 
mental powers to the last. Her remi- 
niscences of early Chicago days were vivid 
and interesting. At the time of her coming 
there were less than a dozen voters in the 
straggling village and not a boodler amongst 
them. Indians visited them by day dnd 
prairie wolves howled around them by night. 
The. country on the lake shore, bordering 
both sides of the river, was low and wet, in 
the spring season almost impassable. Game 
was plenty and good fish abundant, and ex- 
pert rifle and rod supplied the otherwise 
seanty larder. | 

No one ever dreamed that upon these wet 
prairies would rise the second city of the 
western world. Yet all were helpful, hope- 
ful, and neighborly. ~Mr. Schaller died in

/SMALL DEALS IN ORDER. 


WALL STREET TRANSACTIONS ARE 
INSIGNIFICANT. 


Chief Interest Seems to Center in the 
Grangers—Bulge Looked For in the 
Vanderbilts—Bull and Bear Fac- 
tions Having Lively Contests Over 
Chicago Gas—Conflicting Reports 
About the Chances of the New Tariff 
Bill. 


{SPECIAL DISPATCH BY H. ALLAWAY.] 

New York, May 29.—Business continues al- 
most at a standstill in Wall street. Trans- 
actions on the Stock Exchange are in the 
aggregate insignificant. Half a dozen stocks 
are fairly well dealt in, but even they cut 
no figure of consequence enough to lift the 
rest of the market into respectable size. 
Such. relatively conspicuous stocks are Chi- 
cago Gas, Jersey Central, Burlington, and 
St. Paul. 

Throughout all the recent dullness the two 
chief granger railroad stocks have been 
leaders in what market activity we have 
had. We have daily transactions of some- 
thing like 10,000 shares apiece in them. 
Yet their quotations have not changed much. 
While all the rest of the list ldgged, St. Paul 
and Burlington have been continually prom- 
inent. In any market those stocks are like- 
ly to get their share of activity, for they 
are well distributed and have many trading 
attractions. But in the recent apathetic 
market their comparative activity has been 
exceptional and really beyond superficial ex- 
planations current. At times it has looked 
as though Boston and Chicago were letting 
both stocks out of investment boxes. At 
times it has looked as if London were liqul- 
dating its St. Paul. 


Drifting in a Narrow Range. 

Yet quotations have drifted from so nar- 
row a range that such transactions prove 
to be unsatisfactory guesswork. Certain it 
is that professional Wall street believes that 
there is something extraordinary under the 
surface in the granger quarter. In the end, 
however, it may develop that the larger 
transactions in St. Paul and Burlington are 
chiet'y explainable on the theory that the 
traders of Wall street have really drifted 


over to them because they offered special | 


attractions, being in better shape than any 
other stocks on the list for trading in now, 
Other granger stocks are less well distrib- 
uted. : 

In Jersey Central we have had another 
rally from a new low price. Oniast Monday 
the stock broke to 6814, a decline of 32 points 
since its condition was first made plain in 
these dispatches a couple of months ago. 

On the last break there was a sudden re- 
forming of the manipulative bull forces, 
and by adroit work the quotation has been 
worked up half a dozen points, back close to 
75. There is nothing new in the stock, so far 
as the stock merits are concerned. ‘The pa- 
tient man short of Jersey Central will be 
able to cover it at 40 unless all ordinarily re- 
liable signs go wrong. Other anthracite coal 
stocks will have, to yield along with the 
further Cecline which is bound to come in 
Jersey. 

Contests Over Chicago Gas. 

Delaware and Hudson may go slower; it 
will go just as surely. In Chicago Gas the 
bull and bear factions have had some lively 
contests during the week. After being quot- 
ed ex-divigend this week the stock has 
shown conspicuous strength. The dividend 
of half points has been recovered not only, 
but the stock has sold at the highest price 
touched under its present management. 
News from Springfield touching the consoli- 
dation bills’. progress has figured more or 
less effectively tn this betterment of mar- 
ket prices, though every Wall street con- 
nection of the property ts still insistent that 
quite apart from consolidation the stock 
wilk make a good record for itself in the 
market, based on the officially declared fact 
that earnings are in excess of dividends be- 
ing paid. 

At times lately it has looked as if we were 
going to send considerably more gold abroad 
and send it soon. But factors of such great 
consequence are operating in the interna- 
tional exchange markets that as yet it can 
hardly be figured just what is or is not likely 
to result. There is not quite so much off- 
hand confidence in banking circles that we 
can go ahead and spare millions of gold with- 
out being in any way embarrassed. Europe 
is-not buying American stocks. Whatever 
Europe does do in our securities is largely 
upon the side of selling. Thus if Europe 
takes gold from us it will probably be her 
disposition to pay us in American stocks 
and bonds. Much vagueness and specula- 
tion have come into consideration of inter- 
national trade balances. Ordinary export 
and import figures will not be taken as mak- 
ing conclusive exhibits. 


Tariff Talk Is Conflicting. 

From Washington conflicting reports of 
what may be expected in the way of legis- 
lation continue tocome. From high quarters 
is the assurance that the tariff bill can go 
through within the next thirty days, while 
from Senators who have close relations with 
Wall street is had the counter declaration 
that the country will be fortunate ff the 
ariff bill is out of the way by September. 
Promptness in tariff action ‘will give the 
stock market a show of buoyancy. Delays 
extended beyond another month are bound 
to inflict penalties that may result seriously 
in market values. 

The dismissal of the proceedings against 
the sugar trust President in the court at 
Washington exerts an odd influence in Wall 
street. The professional speculators figure 
it out that sugar trust stock will be hurt 
rather than helped by the freeing of its Pres- 
ident. New attacks on the trust in and out 
of the national Senate are looked for, while 
it is figured out that for the time at least 
the millionaire interests in the trust will 
hesitate to provoke new antagonisms by 
having the price for their stock go strutting 
upward in Wall street. ‘Transactions in 
sugar trust stock have fallen down to abnor- 
mally low figures. 


Rulge in Vanderbilts. 

During the coming week some activity 
may be expected in the Vanderbilt stocks, 
if activity appears anywhere in the market. 
Northwest and Canada Southern are sched- 
uled for substantial rises in the next Vander- 
bilt bulge. The pool whose capital has been 
contributed by Chicago (whose transactions 
were referred to herein a week ago) has this 
week been cutting a small figure. It has 
made money, but apparently is contented 
to await opportunity for effective exploits 
before making ventures. ; 

It is a Chicago interest which is credited 
with the upward movement begun in Canada 
Southern, a movement which the Chicago 
backers insist will duplicate the spurt of 
sixty days ago in Omaha.

TOUGH MAN TO BE MADE GOVERNOR. 


Sensational Affidavit of a Chicago Man 
Regarding the Record of M. 
H,. McCord. 


Washington, D. C., May 20.—The Senate 
Committee on Territories has postponed in- 
quiry into the charges against M. H. Mc- 
Cord, who has been nominated as Governor 
of Arizona, until next Thursday, in order to 
allow Attorney General Wilson of Arizona, 
who is prosecuting the charges, to put them 
in shape for presentation. 

Such men as Speaker Reed and many of the 
influential Senators and Representatives 
are closely following the exposure of Mc- 
Cord’s record in Wisconsin and Arizona. 
The opinion is expressed freely that Presi- 
dent McKinley was influenced by good na- 
ture and the wishes of certain Wisconsin 
politicians in nominating him. The scandal 
increases daily. 

McCord has been in Arizona only about 
three years, but he has succeeded in fasten- 
ing his grip on the State Board of Control 
as its Secretary and Purchasing Agent. A 
specimen of his method of doing business is 
afforded by an affidavit sworn to by J. Holt 
Gates of Chicago on Feb. 16, 1897. 

Mr. Gates swears that he is the Western 
representative of the Walker company of 
Cleveland, O., and that some time prior to 
April 14, 1895, he entered into negotiations 
with the Board of Control of Arizona for 
the purpose of selling to it two electric light 
and power plants—one for the insane asylum 
of Phoenix and the other for the prison at 
Yuma, 

His bid on the required articles, says Mr. 
Gates, which he sent to the Board of Control 
was $1,450, which was accepted by M. H. 
McCord, Secretary and Purchasing Agent. 
Shortly afterwards, Gates declares, he re- 
ceived a letter from McCord asking him to 
give John P. Irving a power of attorney to 
make contracts and collect money for him, 
and intimating that he would not get the 
contract unless he consented. 

“ This,’”’ Mr. Gates explains, “‘ was in con- 
templation of an approximately duplicate 
plant in the insane asylum for the Terri- 
torial prison at Yuma, with the addition of 
a boller and some other materials. I sent 
this power of attorney as directed, with 
blank contracts. After this John’P. Irving 
sent me details of about what the contract 
would call for, stating that he could add 
$1,000 or more to the bid, the addition to go 
to McCord. 

“My estimate on the Yuma plant was 
$3,250, of which I in time received $2,400, 


Nleaving a balance of $850 still due me. In 


this $2,400 received by me was one item of 
about $900, which went to the boiler company 
direct. A little later I sent my bookkeeper, 
W. S. Camp Jr., to Pheenix with power of 
attorney to take the place of Irving if he, 
Camp, saw proper. 

** Before Camp’s departure for Phcenix I 
received a communcation from Irving ask- 
ing me to send to the Board of Control a 
separate bill for $640 for each of the engines 
furnished at Phenix and Yuma. This I did 
on Nov. 1, 1895, although the price of the 
engines was included in my original bids and 
in the contracts. This was also done in re- 
gard to the dynamos, although they, too, 
were included in the original bids and con- 
tracts, 

‘The total amount of the contract for the 
insane asylum at Pheonix was my bid of 
$1,450 for dynamo, switchboard, engine, and 
belt. If anything was added to this, or if 
any more was paid by the Territory, 1 know 
nothing of it.’’ 

Mr. Gates says that he put the item in the 
Yuma: Territorial prison electric plant for 
water pipe at $150, but that he was informed 
by his agent, Camp, who was on the ground, 
that McCord had stated to Camp that there 
was a warrant of $718, presumably for this 
water pipe, ready for payment, and that un- 
less he (Camp) Would indorse the warrant 
and allow him (McCord) to draw the money 
on it he would charge an extra like amount 
to the Gates contract, and Gates would not 
get the money anyway. 

Camp further stated, says Gates, that at 
this time there was a warrant for $2,010 
ready for payment on the contract, and that 
McCord said to him (Camp) that if he would 
indorse the $718 warrant and deliver it to 
him McCord would deliver the $2,010 warrant 
to Camp, which was done. 

‘** McCord,”’ the Gates affidavit concludes, 
** gave Camp as a reason for this that Irving 
had run away with the $1,000 and he did not 
propose to lose his ‘ rakeoff ’ in the deal, and 
proposed to make it up in the water pipe 
item.”’ .

EASTERN TRUNK LINES TRY To 
STOP RATE CUTTING. 


General Traffic Officials Decide to Ap- 
point a Standing Committee to Reg- 
ulate Tariffs by Land and Water— 

‘Independent Lake Lines Make the 
Situation More Problematical than 
Ever—Tarifis on Export Business 
Are Demoralized. 


Strenuous efforts are being made by East- 
ern trunk lines to stop rate cutting by the 
jake and rail routes. A meeting of the gen- 
eral traffic officials of the trunk lines and 
the lake transportation companies was held 
in New York last week for the purpose of 
securing an improvement in the situation. 

It was agreed to appoint a standing com- 
mittee of one representative from each of 
the lines interested to decide upon all 
changes in rates and to keep the lake lines 
from kicking over the traces. Pending the 
appointment of this committée all lines are 
pledged not to make any contracts on ex- 
port business for a longer period than 
fifteen days. A general meeting is to be 
held in New York on June 8 to ratify the 
action taken last week. 

The maintenance of rates by the lake lines 
under the new agreement is problematical. 
Every effort heretofore made by the Joint 
Traffic association to control the lake and 
rail tariffs has proved unsuccessful. Previ- 
ous to the opening of lake navigation the 
trunk lines, which practically control most 
of the lake lines, concluded that the lake 
lines’ pool, which was in effect the season 
previous, had failed to accomplish the ob- 
jects for which it was organized, and in 
order to secure a stricter maintenance of 


‘rates this season it was decided to place 


the rate-making power of the lake lines in 
the hands of the Board of Managers of the 
Joint Traffic association. 

The latter’s authority has been ignored, 
however, by the lake lines, and lake rates 
on export pusiness are now in a more de- 
mmoralized condition than they were at any 
time last season. It is hardly probable that 
a standing committee of representatives of 
various interests involved will succeed any 
better in maintaining. rates than the all- 
powerful Board of Managers of the Joint 
Traffic association. 

The fact is, the Eastern trunk lines can- 
not make the lake lines sacrifice their busi- 
ness simply to help the railroads maintain 
high rates. There are several independent 
jake lines running from Duluth to Buffalo 
and other Eastern lake ports which cannot 
be controlled by the trunk lines. Oneis Jim 
Hill’s Northern steamship company; an- 
other a line running in connection with the 
Canadian “Pacific! and one other that was 
organized by the millers of the Northwest a 
short time ago; and still another established 
by the Baltimore and Ohio from Chicago 
and Milwaukee to Fairport, O. ‘ The car fer- 
ry Jines, running across Lake Michigan, and 
lconnecting with lines on the east shore,

and Norfolk, are also becoming a great 
factor in the lake rate situation. 

These independent lHnes are determined 
to meet the competition of the large lake 
lines which are controlled by the trunk line 
roads, and whatever rates are made by the 
latter are met with lower ones. As long as 
there is so little business moving Hast as at 
‘present rates will be made by some of the 
lines so‘low as to secure a large proportion 
of it, regardless of any action the joint traf- 
fic combination may take.

Sefior J. Navarro Reverter is the Spanish 
Minister of Finance. In presenting his of- 
ficial budget to the Cortes a week ago Sat- 
urday Sefior Reverter made public the con- 


dition in which the royal treasury has been | 


placed by reason of the Cuban uprising. 
It is imperative, he said, that Spain should 
raise $168,656,114 to meet the expenditures 
of 1897. This it is proposed to obtain by 
increasing navigation dues so they will 
amount to $12,000,000; by levying a surtax 
of 10 per cent on all other taxes now in 
force, except those on land holdings; by col- 
lections of $20,000,000 from the dependent 
colonies; and by farming out on twenty- 
year contracts exclusive monopoly privi- 
leges for dealing in petroleum and ex- 
plosives. Even with the action thus indi- 
cated there will be a deficiency, and to meet 
it the Minister of Finance suggests the 
bonding of the famous Almedan quicksilver 
mines as security for a new public loan. 
The last two years have exhausted the 
credit of Spain, Sefior Riverter says, and it 
is now only possible for the government to 
borrow money by pledging some sort of 
valuable collateral as security. Every- 
thing except the quicksilver mines and the 
petroleum and explosive monopolies are al- 
ready in pledge, and when the money to be 
raised from these is exhausted it will tax 
the ingenuity of Spanish financiers to raise 
more funds. 


Present Condition of the Forces. 


According to official reports Gen. Wey- 
ler’s force is operating in a comparatively 
restricted section of Cuba. His soldiers are 
in control in the western central part and 
hold most of the important seaboard towns. 
Several thousand are constantly engaged in 
watching the trocha, or barrier, which 
stretches across the island, a work which 
cost the Spanish government $40,000, and 
is intended to pen off the insurgents from 
access to markets. It also requires a large 
number of troops to guard the villages of 
** reconcentrados,’’ which have been estab- 
lished by gathering in all non-combatants 
from the hills and plantations and massing 
them where they cannot raise supplies for 
the troops operating under Garcia and Go- 
mez. The forces of the latter are centered 
in the eastern and extreme west- 
ern end of the island, where they 
at present remain inactive owing to the 
rainy season having made impassable 
the roads and trails, many of which lead 
through jungles and swamps. General Wey- 
ler's troops, on the contrary, find plenty to 
do in the line of police duty even during the 
temporary cessation of hostilities, and their 
active employment calis for the expenditure 
of large sums of money for food and other 
supplies. The pay of a Spanish soldier is 
not much of an item when computed on the 
amount drawn by each individual trouper, 
but it takes 2 considerable sum to meet the 
pay-roll of an army numbering 200.000 men, 
no matter how small the rate per. month 
may be, and this item 1s a serious one’in 
the drain on the treasury at Madrid.

|BEST OF ALL WARSHIPS | 


JAPAN TO HAVE THE MOST POWER- 
FUL FIGHTING MACHINE AFLOAT. 


It Is Being Built on the Thames in En- 
sland and Will Be a Naval Goliath— 
Embraces Many New Ideas of War- 
ship Construction—Promises te Be- 
come Most Formidable of Batile- 
ships—Its Splendid Armament—Not 
Yet Named. 


GREAT vessel, the heaviest battle- 
ship in the world, ig being built as 
fast as men and money can carry on 
such a task at the Thames Iron 
Works, near Lon&on, Eng., for the 
imperial navy of Japan. It has no name, but 
its very proportions are sure to attract the 
widest attention. In naval circles it is as 
great an object of interest as the mammoth 
Oceanic of the White Star line of passenger 
steamships will prove. It will be the Goliath 
of the seas, if it is not the terror thereof. 
Its length is 438 feet over all. It is 75 feet 6 
inches beam, and 27 feet 3 inches deep. 

These proportions mean that the new craft 
is to be ten feet longer and six inches wider 
than the largest battleship which tow floats 
in any waters or has been contracted for. 
Its total displacement is to be 14,850 tons. 
The class of British warships which comes 
nearest to it in size carry 900 tons of coal 
each, yet the Japanese vessel’s bunkers will 
only contain 700 tons, which, with its im- 
proved fuel system, will more than equal 
1,200 tons. The new ship, in fact, will have 
150 tons greater displacement when it is i® 
sea-going trim than any other battleship 
afloat. To the naval mind this fact at first 
does not reveal the immensity of this veseel, 
Perhaps it cannot be better indicated to the 
layman than to say that it is to the ordi- 
nary battleship what the new German steam- 
ship Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse will be to 
the vessels that are now considered of ordi- 
nary capacity in the passenger traffic. 

Armament Is Heavy. 

It is to be armored as few ships have ever 
been. There will, for instance, be a con- 
tinuous belt of armor from stém to stern. 
This is an entirely new departure from the 
method of construction adopted with the 
other ships of Japan’s navy. It is accounted 
for by the fact that the British idea, rather 
than the French, is being followed as a 
model. Japan has already had two beattle- 
ships built In England, the Fuji and Yashi- 
ma, but neither was anything like the equal 
of this giant craft that is rapidly assuming 
form on the stocks. . 

Over the central part of the ship the con- 
tinuous belt of armor referred to will be 
nine inches thick and eight feet two inches 
deep. At the ends of the vessel the thick-

The bar- 
bettes on the Japanese vessel are contained 
within the curved bulkheads, an improve- 
ment that is instantly manifest to the stu- 
dents of naval architecture, and of the best 
methods to protect these modern triumphs 
The bulkheads are 
protected by fourteen-inch armor, with 
four-inch teak backing. They rise to a 
height of four feet aboye the upper deck. 
Screened bulkheads, extending from the 
barbettes to the ship’s side, are worked be- 
tween the main and upper decks. A con- 
tinuous armored deck extends from stem 
to stern. This deck is three inches thick in 
the flat part and five inches thick on the 
slope, tapering towards the ends. It rises 
from the lower edge of the armored belt to 
a height of three feet above the water line. 
The construction is of the usual double- 
bottomed system, the double bottom con- 
necting with water-tight flats at the ends of 
the vessel, thus carrying the double bottoms 
practically to the ends of the ship. 

The value of this methed of construction 
is inestimable. The craft will be protected 
from torpedoes to a far greater extent than 
almost any other vessel of any navy. This 
fact will render it exceedingly formidable, 
and, in the eyes of British naval officers, 
England would do well to copy the enter- 
prise of the naval authorities of the country 
she cnce scorned, 

Details of Equipment. 

In addition to its splendid construction the 
Japanese battleship will have a superior 
equipment. The main armament consists 
of four 12-inch 40-caliber guns, two being in 
each barbette. On the main deck are eight 
66-inch rapid firing guns, while the upper 
dieck boasts of six more. These areall above 
the side armor, and are therefore placed in 
separate casemates having six-inch armor. 
These casemates can be transformed into 
watertight chambers. There are also twen- 
ty 12-pounder rapid firing guns on the p- 
per deck and eight 47T-millimeter rapid firing 
guns om the upper and main decks and in 
the military tops. There are also four 47- 
millimeter quick firing guns on-the bridges 
and upper works. There are five 18-inch 
torpedo dischargers, one of which is pro- 
tected by armor, being in the stern. 

To show the care Which Japan's naval au- 
thorities are bestowing upon this, the, pet of 
the neval display, it is only necessary to 
state that three of the most able officers in 
the Japanese navy are in constent attend- 
ance at the iron works, and supervise almost 
every blow that the shipwright’s mallet 
strikes.

PROFESSOR BELL SUCCEEDS IN TEL- 
EPHONING ALONG RAY OF LIGHT. 


Highly Interesting Expériments with 
the Metal Selenjum, [ pon.the Elec- 
trical Properties of Which Light 
Has a Marked Influence—Proves His 

" Theory. to Be Absolutely Flawless— 
Success Would Be a Matter of Ex- 
pensive Instruments, 


MAGINE making one’s voice heard on 
another. planet!.To hear the actual 
words and tones of beings—if they exist 
and have speech and reason—who are 
separated from wus by millions of miles 
of‘empty space! Thefe is nothing, probably, 
which to the ordinary man would seem more 
hopelessly impossible than this. .To those 
who have some knowledge of science the 


difficulty would seem even more insuperable. 


Sound is the vibration of air; in a*°vacuum 
silence reigns forever. If lifted above the 


atmosphere,.the wildest. clangor of bells 


would be stifled; the heaviest cannon would 
hurl its bolt without a whisper. 

How, then, is it conceivable that any sound 
should ever be carried through the Iinter- 
stellar void? ee 

How signals might be transmitted to the 
eye—from Mars, for example, if creatures of 
sufficient intelligence dwell there—is. easily 
understood. But* sound-—that is’ quite ane 
other matter. 

Yet science has solved the problem. This 
does not mean that apparatus of sufficient 
power and sensitiveness have aetually: been 
constructed; the difficulties in the way ofan 
experiment on a scale of such magnitude are 
too formidable, and thé cost would be ruin- 
ous. 

But the means have;been found; the im- 
possibility has vanished; the remainder of 
the problem is mere mechanical detail. These 
interesting facts are presented by the New 
York Heraid. Just as the telescope may 
conceivably be perfected until we can see 
the minutest objects and look the Martain, 
if he is there, in the face, so, by the perfect- 
ing of this new sort of telephone, we. may 
hear his words, if he has the gift of speech. 

On. a Shaft of Light. . 

For the instrument by which all this is to 
be accomplished may properly be called’a 
telephone—but with a difference. Ofcourse, 
no wires can ever be stretched. from the 
earth to 4 fiying planet. There is but one 
possibie medium. 

It is proposed to telephone along the rays 
of a shaft of light, 

It has not only been proposed; it has al- 
ready been done, though not yet through in- 
terplanetary distances. But if light can 
carry sound f@r a single mile it can carry it 
to the ends of the universe, and this perhaps 
is really ho more wonderful than the act 
that through light, by means of the spectro- 
scope, we can analyze the remotest star and 
Say with certainty that it containsiron and 
sodium and other well known metals. 

Let us not be hasty in setting limits to 
what science may do by unexpected 
methods. 

Photophone is a more exact name for an 
instrument which carries words on the wings 
of light, and so it has been christened by its 
inventor, Professor Alexander Graham Bell, 
who, it is reported, is now busily engaged in 
perfecting it. 

His success in this bold attempt to substi- 
tute a bundle of light rays for the electric 
current and the telephone wires depended 
upon a peculiar property possessed in any 
appreciable degree only by the metal selen- 
ium, upon the electrical properties of which 
light has a marked influence. It was found 
that when this metal, which in many of its 
chemical and physical properties resembles 
sulphur and tellurium, is subjected for some 
time to a heat of 100° and then slowly 
cooled it assumes a crystalline structure the 


electrical qualities ef which vary remark-. 


ably with the intensity of the light to which 
it is exposed. 


Bell's Theory Explained. 

Thus a given specimen, the resistance of 
which in the dark was 1,200 ohms, when ex- 
posed to diffused daylight showed a resist- 
ance of only 600 ohms. 

Now when_one talks through an ordinary 
telephone transmitter his voice causes a thin 
sheet iron diaphragm to vibrate back and 
forth, and this vibration causes a corre- 


sponding variation in pressure upon a piece | 


of carbon which forms part of an electric 
circuit. Thus the conductivity of the cir- 
cuit is varied, and what is called an undu- 


| dered parallel by being passed through a 


suitable lens, he reflected these rays to the 
point where the message was to be received 
by means of a thin diaphragm of mica, 
which, being silvered, served as a mirror. 

In order to intensify. the effect a parabolic 
mirror--was set up-at the receiving station 
into whieh ‘the rays were directed and by 
which they were focused at a single point, 
At-this point was placed a bit of selenium 
included in a local telephonic circuit, and the 
apparatus was complete. 

So lone as the 
which, it will be remembered,. was a plain 
surface of silver mica—remained quiet all 
the rays were concentrated upon the selen- 
ium of the focus of the parabolic mirror, 
and the electrical current remained steady; 
but the moment a sound was uttered 
through the transmitter the sensitive mica 
was set in vibration, becoming alternately 
concave and convex. 

When covex it dispersed the rays, and 
when concave it concentrated them at a 
point much nearer than the parabolic mir- 
ror. In both cases the result was the same 
—the amount of light focused on the 
selenium was diminished, and this variation 
was in exact correspondence with the sound 
waves acting on the mica. 

Talk te Planet Mars. 

The variations in the conductivity of the 
selenium varied the strength of the electric 
current passing through it in the same man- 
ner, and the sounds were reproduced in the 
usual way. . 

The rest is merely a question of the size of 
the apparatus and its perfect adjustment. 
If a reflector—or a series of reflectors made 
to vibrate in unison by means of an electric 
current—large enough to turn an appreciable 
beam of light upon thé earth could be set up 
in Mars, and a parabolic receiver of ade- 
quate dimensions constructed upon the 
earth, the speech of the Martians might be 
heard upon our planet. The theory is flaw- 
less. 

Nor does the actual accomplishment of this 
feat: of bringing to the ear of man sounds 
produced in other worlds seem wholly out of 
the question when we consider the astonish- 
ing accuracy and sensitiveness of modern 
scientific instruments, A deviation of: less 
than the one-thousandth of an inch in the 
polished surface of the object lens of a big 
telescope would render it worthless. 

The chemical constitution of a star too re- 
‘mote to be seen by the naked eye is disclosed 
by the spectroscope; and by means of the 
balometer—a sort of supersensitive celestial 
thermometer—its temperature may be regis- 
tered with surpassing exactness. 

It is doubtless an astounding project—this 
of telephoning across the abysses of empty 
space—but in view of all that has come to

He has stripped William Tell of the romance 
that has glorified him for centuries; he has 
striven hard to transform the robust Will- 
iam Shakspeare of Stratford-on-Avon into 
a shadowy mysterious eidolon of Lord 
Bacon; he has whitewashed many an ap- 
parent scoundreland besmirched many an ap- 
parent saint, and now he comes forward 
and, with an assurance born of the convic- 
tion that his statement cannot be contro- 
verted, tells us that one of the most popular 
heroes of Christendom never existed, and 
that consequently all the homage paid to 
him through so many centuries has been 
utterly wasted. 

The popular hero is St. Patrick, and the 
amiable gentleman who professes to show 


| him to us in his true light Is the Rev. Charles 


Plummer, a distinguished graduate of Ox- 
ford University and a well-known authority 
on ancient English and Irish history. 

According to Mr. Plummer, S8t. Patrick 
would never have existed if a careless scribe 
had not made an errorin translation. The 
belief in St. Patrick dates from the publica- 
tion of Bede's ‘* Ecclesiastical History,’ in 
which these words occur: ‘* Qui et patricius 
fuit.’’ 

Now, the translator assumed that “ patri- 
cius '’ was a proper name, though in the orig- 
inal manuscript the initial letter is a small 
‘bp,’ and he translated it accordingly. Ac- 
cording to him the Latin words mean, 
‘** Whose name was Patricius’’ or Patrick.

DOUGLAS PARK’S GREAT NATITORI- 
UM WILL BE OPENED THIS WEEK. 


Authorities Are Now Making Repairs 
and Laying in a Stock of Suits, Tow- 
els, and Soap for the Coming Rush— 
Is the Principal Open Air Swimming 
Place in the City Free to the Public 
-Other Chances te Swim—West 
Side Is Ahead. 


UT in the country towns through Mlli- 
nois the farmer’s small boys are now 
going barefoot and making daily ex- 
eursions to the swimming holes and 
mill races. The poor Chicago youths 

on the other hand, find the waters of Lake 
Michigan still too cold for even their supe- 
rior toughness, and sorrow in consequence 
at their hard lot. But better days are in 
store for them, for the West Park authorj- 
ties have announced the opening of the Doug- 
las Park Natatorium during the coming 
week, and therein lies happiness galore. 

The opening of the West Side Natatorium 
begins the swimming season in Chicago. At 
present the urchin and small boy about the 
town find relief ‘from their overwhelming 
longing for a swim by frequenting the pub- 
lic bathhouseg of the West and South Sides. 
Bathing under cover, however, is a modern 
invention which may do for winter, but for 
summer—never. So, as the warm spells be- 
gin to come with greater frequency and in- 
tensity, the youths of the city are casting 
longing eyes towards the old quarries, mud 
holes, and ponds throughout the sububrs, 
and even to the river itself. The opening 
of the Douglas Park Nataforium will save 
a large part of these rash striplings from in- 
voluntary suicide. 

This early opening of the new public swim- 
ming tank is the result of the enormous pop- 
vularity of the institution in the few months 
it was running last summer. Although fin- 
ished and opened after the greater part of 
the hot weather was over for the year, it 
yet drew an average daily attendance for 
the time it was in use of nearly 3,000 per- 
sons. AlJl through the daylight hours @ 
line of anxious youths was waiting for a 
chance to take a plunge in the commodious 
fank, frequently over a hundred standing 
in line at once. And even among. the girls 
and women nearly as great an interest was 
shown. 

Other Places te Swim. 

There will be other places for free open 
air bathing this summer, but they sink into 
insignificance when compared with the use 
made of the Douglas Park facilities. At 
Lincoln Park, on the North Side, the usual 
bathing beach will be opened for the. peo- 
ple within two weeks, and many small 
hearts will be made glad by long frelics in 
the rolling surf. On the South Side there 
are a few places where swims may be had 
along the shore. The park commissioners 
have long had under consideration a pian 
for a swimming beach opposite the German 
Building in Jackson Park, as well as a 
plunge bath in the neighborhood of the 
open air gymnasium farther west. But it 
is now practically certain that there will be 
nothing done on either this summer. ' 

A petition, signed by a large number of 
South Side residents, was presented a short 
time ago to the South Park Commissioners 
asking fort a bathing beach at Jackson Park 
during the coming summer. The authori- 
ties decided. it could scarcely be granted, 
however, owing to the circumstances which 
exist at present. At Fifty-ninth street, 
where the beach is planned to be located, a 
large sewer runs into the lake, fouling the 
water along the shore for a considerable 
distance in both directions. This sewer 
must be earried- well out into the lake or 
diverted in some manner before the park 
board thinks it would be permissible to let 
the public bathe on the beach. The work 
of making these improvements is rather 
costly and elaborate. «It is put down for 
one of the near park improvements and will 
be undertaken soon, but at the rate at which 
the restoration of the old World's . Fair 
grounds is going on it will not be completed 
this summer. 


West Sige Is Ahead, 

Owing to the restrictions civilization is 
rapidly putting on the beaches alon® the 
lake front of Chicago, the curious state of 
affairs exists that the West Side, which has 
no beach at all, is best provided in the way 
of public swimming accommodations of any 
part of the city. This is. due tothe foresight 
of the West Park Commissioners who saw 
the great want existing last summer and 
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Forever regnant in thy heart aod eyes. 
Ip thy pavilions cometh such repose 
Hs none who lives, except thy lover, knows ; 


By night or day, beneath thy aéven charms 
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Sach fires of passion in the human heart 
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remedied it. The open air natatorium was 
thrown open close to the end of August last 
summer, and from that. time on the boys 
have felt one of their greatest wants filled. 

The Douglas Park natatorium is ane part 
of the open air athletic resort which the 
West Park Commissioners built last sum- 
mer. The other half consists of a gym- 
nasium closely connected with the swim- 
ming tanks, which vies in popularity with 
the former. The dressing rooms for both 
places of amusement are under the same 
roof, and the whole athletic areads located 
near Albany avenue, just south of Ugden 
avenue. 

The swimming tanks are built inside of the 
athletic building, which is nearly in the 
form of a hollow square and incloses an 
open interior court. Thev are twoin num- 
ber, one, 55x120 feet in dimensions, being 
for the men, and the other, 55x60 feet in 
sige, for the women. In the portions of the 
building surrounding them are the waiting-

FOR A SEASONABLE PINEAPPLE PIE. 


Recipe for-Toothseme Pastry the Basis 
ef Which Will Tax the House- 
keeper’s Purse Lightly.

WRITES AT HIGH SPEED. 


' CHICAGO STENOGRAPHER PROVES A 
DISPUTED SHORTHAND CLAIM. 


Eastern Experts Declare 250 Words a 
Mimute the Limit of Inmtelligible 
Writing—Isaac 8S. Dement of This 
City Easily Writes 312 Words in the 
Same Time, Verifying Statements 
Which Have Been Interesting Ste- 
mographers—How Test Was Made. 


HICAGO has set a pace in stenogra- 

phy that is a little too fast for the 

East. A Chicago man not only holds 

the record for extreme rapidity and 

accuracy in the taking of shorthand 
notes, but he has demonstrated the possi- 
bility of maintaining a high rate of speed in 
prolonged work. More than this, a Chicago 
woman has established the fact that the 
Eastern conception of fast dictation is sadly 
antiquated and out of date. According to 
the New York Sun the limit of good, clean 
work in stenography ie 250 words a minute, 
while in reading for dictation the extreme 
of intelligible enunciation is under 270 words 
a minute. Isaac S. Dement of this city, in 
an informal trial in THE TRIBUNE office, 
without special’ preparation or practice, 
wrote 312 words a minute, his notes being 
taken from the dictation of Mrs. Dement, 
who read at the same rate of speed. This 
effort is no indication of the limit of steno- 
graphic rapidity, the trial being had with 
the sole purpose of showing the possibility 
of exceeding 250 words a minute under or- 
dinary conditions, and it was in every way 
a@ success. 

Fast Record Is Attacked. 

Some time ago Mr. Dement, after a short 
course of practice at high speed, wrote 402 
words in a minute, the copy being read to 
him by his wife. The published report of 
the performance aroused interest and dis- 
cussion among stenographers, as it estab- 
lished a new record for rapidity. The sub- 
ject was considered of enough importance 
to warrant extended comment in the news- 
papers, and some of them, notably the Sun, 
attacked it in a vigorous manner, asserting 
that it was a physical impossibility for any 
human being to write or read intelligibly at 
such a terrific rate. The Sun’s comment 
was as follows: 

‘* It is utterly impossible for any person to 
read 400 words a minute and make himself 
understood. Some years ago the rapidest 
reader in the Sun office attempted to read 
800 words in a minute. He read at a rate 
that was utterly unintelligible to all who 
heard him. That is to say, nobody could 
catch the idea in any one of his sentences, 
and he himself confessed that he only hada 
very confused notion of the matter as he 
rushed his eyes over it. He read exactly 
270 words. Subsequently two employés of 
the Sun tried the experiment. One read 211 
words in a minute and the other 230. . . . 
The most rapid cross-examination that any 
court would tolerate will very rarely, even 
in spurts, exceed a speed of 210 words a 
minute. . The greatest verbatim re- 
porter -that ever lived, the late Dennis F. 
Murphy, official stenographer of the United 
States Senate, never professed to be able to 
write more than 220 words a minute.” 

Calls 200 Words Fast Work. 

Criticism on Mr. Dement’s performance 
was also made at length by the Buffalo 
Courier, special attention being given to an 
assertion by the Chicago man that there 
are thousands of reporters in this country 
who have little difficulty in making an ab- 
solutely verbatim report at as high a speed 
as 800 words a minute. In contradiction of 
this the Courier said: 

‘The present writer, who has done much 
court reporting, reported the sermons of 
Henry Ward Beecher for a year or more, 
and has reported verbatim Roscoe Conkling, 
George 8. Boutwell, ex-President Cleveland, 
President McKinley, David B. Hill, Thomas 
B. Reed, Chauncey M. Depew, and other 
men of prominence, does not hesitate to 
say that 200 words a minute is as extraor- 
dinary speed today as it was twenty years 
ago, and that the occasions when a greater 
speed is necessary in court or anywhere 
else, except possibly the national and State 
Legislatures, are very rare.’’ 

Test in “ The Tribune” Office. 

It was to settle this question of whether 
250 words a minute is the limit of practical 
stenography and dictation, rather than with 
the idea of establishing a new record that 
Mr. Dement and his wife were asked to 
make a test in THE TRIBUNE office under 
conditions which could not be assailed. In 
fact, the trial was held with the under- 
standing that it was not advisable to at- 
tempt to make extreme speed The reading 
and writing in clear, legible notes of 275 
words a minute would establish the point 
sought for just as well as a more rapid 
‘rate. Neither Mr. Dement nor his wife was 
given time for special study or preparation. 
They were called in on short notice, told 


Q. To the left of your body? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Didn’t you just say he put his arm over 
you? A. If he was on my left side and came 
down here to get money out of here, the 
other party standing to the left of me would 
naturally reach over this way. 

Q. How far away was this man to whom 
the money was handed? 

A. He couldn't have been over four feet. 

Q. Four feet? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Still dark? A. There was a light up- 
stairs. 

Q. Where was the light? A. The light up- 
stairs shone against the wall. 

Q. You said this morning that there wasa 
gas jet up in the hall? 

A. I don’t know just exactly. There was 
a light there. : 

Q. Didn't you say there was a gas jet in the 
hall above? 

A. I say I imagined there was a gas jet, 
because it was light. There was a light 
there. 

Q. Up inthe hall above? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Don’t you know there is no gas jet up 
there? A. I don't know whether there is or 
not; but I know there was a light there that 
night. 

Q. You are certain whatever light there 
was on that main floor came from the head 
of the stairs? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And shone on the wall? A. Yes, sir; 
shone on the wall 

Q. In that reflection of the light you saw a 
form? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. That form you say was Terrill? A. I 
recognized him as near as I could. 

Q. What? ‘As near as I eould?’” A. 
Yes, sir; I don’t think I was mistaken 
either. 

Performance Is an Hasy One. 

The performance Was an easy one for beth 
reader and stenographer, except for the 
stumbling and hesitation over illegible words 
in the copy, due to faulty manifolding. Mr. 
Dement especially was well within his 
speed, and all through the trial and the 
manner in which he wrote the 812 words 
made it plain to those who witnessed the 
trial that he could maintain a higher speed 
tgan 250 words for a longer time. It also 
demonstrated beyond contradiction the fact 
that, given more favorable conditions, such 
as perfect copy and preliminary practice, 
he could touch the 400-word mark. In writ- 
ing the 312 words Mr. Dement took short- 
hand notes at the rate of five and one-fifth 
words a second. The stumbling of the 
reader over the indistinct parts of the copy 
delayed him nearly five seconds, for he lost 
the sense of the two sentences and was 
compelled to ‘*‘ burst,”’ as the stenogra- 
phers say, and have them read over. This 
was equivalent to a loss of twenty-six 
words, which might have been avoided but 
for the poor copy, and would bring his total] 
up to 888 words. Taking into consideration 
the conditions under which the trial was 
made the result is highly satisfactory and 
makes certain the assertion that the East- 
ern limit of 250 words a minute for dicta- 
tion and stenography is too slow for Chi- 
cago. 

Mr. Dement does not take entire credit 
to himself for rapid work. He says there 
are at least twenty stenographers in Chi- 
cago who can take 8300 words or more a 
minute, and this without any undue inflation 
of pride or the thought that they are un- 
rivaled masters of the art. 


WILLIAM |. GAVE BISMARCK HONOR. 


Emperer’s Tribute te His Minister as 
the Man to Whom the Glery of 
Germany Was Due. 


After the recent speech of William II. at 
the banquet of the Diet of Brandenburg, giv- 
ing his grandfather, William I., all the glory 
in the reéstablishment of the German Em- 
pire, Bismarck’s reply was looked for with 
much interest. It has just now appeared, 
indirectly, in the fourth volume of the life 
of the ex-Chancellor, by Herr Horst Kohl, in 
which William I. himegelf is put upon the 
witness stand. This volume contains eae 
serics of letters from the old Emperor to his 
Minister, and among them is the following, 
in his own handwriting: 

Berlin, April 1, 1883.—As usual, I send you my 
cordial greetings on the anniversary which marks 
the day when the Almighty, in his wisdom and 
goodness, gave you to the world and to me! May 
this year pass by for you with less bodily pains 
than afflicted you during the last months of the 
preceding one! I know what poor health is; I 
have felt it seriously during the last few weeks, 
when I was unable to communicate with you, ex- 
cept indirectly, but always, thank God, in per- 
fect accord. This is also the reason why I am 
compelled to take up my pen today, instead of 
personally visiting you. As Easter is not now very 
far from us, I send you, as a souvenir of your 
bleased festival of today, the inevitable egg which 
bears the eagle that you restored to life. May its 
flight be glorious in the future! Your faithfully 
devoted and grateful, | WILLIAM. 

On the 4th of October, 1883, immediately 
after the inauguration of the Germania 
statue at Niederwald in honor of the Ger- 
man victories, on which occasion Bismarck 
was absent on account of illness, William I. 
wrote to him as follows: 

Your absence on the occasion of the ceremonies 
of the inauguration of the monument of Nieder- 
wald caused me great pain, especially after the 
happy iasue of that festivity. It was one of the

what was wanted, and asked to make the 
trial then and there. No opportunity was 
given fhem to become familiar with the 
copy used, which was a typewritten tran- 
script of an examination in an assault case. 
This copy was fairly good, but it was one 
of a number of manifold sheets and two 
words were blurred and indistinct. Mrs. 
Dement hesitated and stumbled when she 
came to these, losing a little time and delay- 
ing Mr. Dement considerably, the interrup- 
tion amounting almost to a serious break 
when the small fraction of time allowed for 
the test is considered. Despite this, 312 
words were plainly written in the minute, 
the stenographer transcribing his notes ac- 
curately and quickly at the close. Mrs. De- 
ment’s enunciation was incisive and intel- 
ligible to the judges as well as to her hus- 
band, every word being clearly pronounced.

Real estate transfers recorded in Cook 
County during the first five months of this 
year were less in their aggregate value by 
$5,338,436 than for the corresponding period 
last year. Despite the poor showing tn the 
volume of transactions dealers are not dis- 
couraged over the situation. Except by @ 
few particularly hopeful agents little was 
expected in the nature of important trans- 
actions this spring. The depression ip realty 
was too pronounced last summer and fall 
to be removed in a few months. 

It is generally believed the bottom has 
been reached, and that with any sort of 
improvement in the business situation {he 
real estate market will assume a prospero 
condition before the close of 1897. 

In connection with the comparison of this 
year’s transfers with those of 1896 it must 
be remembered that during the first six 
months of last year several large and im- 
portant deals were placed on record involv- 
ing the expenditure of sums ranging from 
$500,000 to $800,000, The largest transaction 
this year was the transfer of the 
Atlas Block for $475,000. The most of the 
deeds placed on record since Jan. 1 involve 
residence property and for the most part 
comparatively small sums.

While some changes in the ownership of 
down-tewn property have been made since 
the first of the year, as compared with last 
year they are neither so numerous nor 80 
encouraging to dealers. There are impor- 
tant negotiations under way which seem to 
be favorable for a speedy consummation. 
In one deal, involving State street property, 
the buyer and seller are only $5,000 apart, 
in gogd times not a wide difference consid- 
ering the nature of the transaction.

Big Decrease in New York. 


Real estate transfers in New York during 
April decreased approximately $7,000,000 
as compared with the aggregate for March, 
and were 72 per cent less than the transfers 
for April, 1896. This was the largest de- 
me ot in any of the thirty large cities of 

country and Canada quoted in the May 
number of the American Land and Title 
Register. 

Chicago makes a good.showing, the de- 
crease in the total transfers of last month 
as compared with April, 1896, amounting to 
only 10 per cert, while the decrease as com- 
pared with March was only $160,000. There 
was an increase in the amount of the trans- 
fers in fifteen of the large cities as compared 
with the aggregate for April, 1895, ranging 
from 2 per cent in Des Moines to 36 per cent 
in Atlanta. |

IMPROVED GUESSING ON WEATHER. 


Better Sixteen-Hour Forecasts—Im- 
portant Developments from Ex- 
periments with Hites. 


Washington, D. C., May 26.—The most sig- 
nificant development in weather forecasting 
for years, making it possible to forecast for 
a period at least sixteen hours longer than at 
present, and more accurately, has been at- 
tained by the Weather Bureau, and soon will 
be applied practically. It is the result of the 
experiments with kites flown at a distance 
of one to two miles above th® surface of the 
earth. Daily readings have been taken for 
some time at this altitude, and the fact has 
been established that shifting of the wind 
takes place at a mile level above the earth's 
surface from twelve to sixteen hours before 
the same change of direction takes place on 
the surface. This is due to the same forces 
which operate to cause wind-shifts to pro- 
duce a storm; one condition being depend- 
ent on the other. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wilson has taken 
great interest in the experiments, which 
were made by Chief Moore of the Weather 
Buredu, and his consultations with Profes- 
sor Moore have resulted in the formulation 
of a policy which will make weather predic- 
tions more valuable in the future 

The most imperfect part of weather fore- 
casts now is the prediction as to rain or 
snow. Meteorologists for the last ten years 
have been impressed with, the fact that fu- 
ture data as to storms must come from a 
knowledge of upper-air conditions. The 
aeroplane investigations, as announced to- 
day, have reached that point where it can 
be safely stated that within six months the 
government Weather Bureau, for the first 
time in the history of any meteorological ser- 
vice, can construct a telegraph synchronous 
chart based on air conditions one mile above 
the earth. This chart will cover the condi- 
tions between the Alleghanies and the Rock- 
ies at the outset. 

Chief Moore says this step probably will 
mark a new epoch in the weather-forecast- 
ing problem. With these high-level readings 


AGAIN DOWN TO PUTS. 


SIX DAYS’ DECLINE UNBROKEN BY 
ANY RALLIES. 


Light Trade Further Restricted by the 
Double Holiday — Crop Prospects 
Discourage Holders — Bullish Sta- 
tistics Are Absolutely Ignored— 
Wheat Pit Traders Make a Raid on 
Perk—Receipts of Corms Away Over 
the Liberal Estimate. 


— | 


The rally in wheat, which according to 
all pit traditions is away overdue, did not 
materialize yesterday. Some of the scalp- 
ers took the action of the market at the 
close on Friday as a suggestion that the de- 
pression was over, at least temporarily, and 
on a little buying yesterday morning July 
wheat barely reached 69c. Fine weather and 
crop prospects, however, started the market 
on the down grade again, and the decline 
was only checked by puts. Aside from the 
little advance at the opening and the fight 
at the close over privileges the market was 
without incident. The double holiday and 
short session had their effects on a trade 
naturally light in volume. Reports by two 
agricultural papers were in line with the 
generally accepted views as to the new érop. 
The Prairie Farmer estimates the wheat 
production at 530,000,000 bu for the year, as 
against 435,000,000 bu the previous year. 
The condition of spring wheat is set at 94.2, 
against 95.5 per cent last June. The con- 
dition of both winter and spring wheat con- 
sidered together is put at 84.3 per cent, 
against 84.1 per cent a yearago. An increase 
of 19.4 per cent in the spring wheat area 
is reported. The estimate of spring wheat 
is 229,900,000 bu and of winter wheat 801,- 
000,000 bu. Liverpool was unehanged and 
the continental markets where changes were 
noted were fractionally lower. Clearances 
were 318,000 bu in wheat and flour. 


Heavy Spring Wheat Receipts. 


Northwestern receipts were 405 cars, 
against 654 a week ago. For the week re- 
ceipts were 2,926 cars, against 3,311 the 
previous week, and 2,923 the corresponding 
week of last season. Any favorable statis- 
tical announcements were “disregarded. 
Argentine shipments were only 64,000 bu, 
against 8,000 bu a week ago, and 480,000 
the corresponding week of last season. 
Figured for eighteen weeks the Argentine 
shipments have been 1,744,000 bu, against 
14,606,000 bu for the same period in 1896. 
Local stocks of contract wheat will be 
considerably less than 5,000,000 bu. The 
fact that local supplies are about the small- 
est on record has no weight in face of the 
prospect of early receipts of winter wheat. 
The pit trade was dull in the extreme. Peo- 
ple who do a great part of the business 
in milling lots of wheat say that demand in 
that direction has entirely disappeared. A 
small local cash business was done, how- 
ever. Receipts were 17 cars, with 95,000 bu 
inspected out of store. 

A number of prominent wheat pit traders 
transferred their energies to the provision 
pit yesterday in an effort to raid pork. The 
July delivery was sold down to $7.87, but 
part of the loss was subsequently recovered. 
The range in lard and ribs was not wide, 
with the last prices fractionally above the 
low points. The English houses were cred- 
ited with furnishing sufficient support to 
check the decline. The hog movement was 
less of a factor than it has been for some 
days. Seven principal markets had 45,700, 
against 64,800 a year ago. Local receipts 
were 18,000, with 42,000 expected on Mon- 
day and 180,000 estimated for the week. 
Local receipts for last week were 208,788, 
against 118,298 for the same week last year. 
Packing to date is figured at 75,000 hogs 
more than for the same period of 1896. 


Cearse Grain Easier. 


Corn was active and easy, but not quota- 
bly lower. Receipts were again in excess 
of expectations—1,078 cars coming in—and 
2,000 cars were talked of for Tuesday. Re- 
ceipts continued heavy at all country 
points. The bulk ‘of it sold to ar- 
rive. Counselman & Co., Carrington-Han- 
nah, and Barrett were the leading sellers. 
One of the bearish influences was the report 
of corn area placed at 85,000,000 acres—the 
largest on record. Argentine shipments for 
the week were 264,000 bu, against 424,000 bu 
last week.

TRADITIONS OF NURSERY TALES ARE 
SHATTERED BY SCIENCE.”

It Is Proved That Men of Great Stature, 
Generally Supposed te Have Been 
Cruel, Bold, and Voracious, Are 
More Likely to Have Been Weak- 
Minded and Good-Natured—Giant- 
ism as a Disease—Only Four Eight- 
Feoters Known to History. 


——— 


ASHINGTON, D. C., Fes. 14.—Dr. 
Thomas Wuson, curator of the de- 
partment of prehistoric anthropol- 
ogy of the Smithsonian Institution, 

has about completed an interesting investi- 
gation of the causes that produce giants, 


and is writing a paper on the subject of 
giants, ancient and modern. This study 
was brought about by continuous inquiries 
of people in different parts of the country in 
regard to giants. There is little precise 
scientific information on the subject, and 
not until within the last few years has it been 
looked into at all by ethnologists or physiol- 
ogists. Prof. Wilson says that the giants 
of nursery tales excite the admiration and 
the fear of the infantile population, for they 
are described as strong, bold, cruel, and 
voracious. As a matter of fact, giants gen- 
erally are weak physically, good-natured 
personally, and not overintelligent. They 
are often inactive and feeble, but rarely 


evil-minded. 

There has for a long time existed in many 
quarters the belief, fostered chiefly by the 
tales of Sir Walter Scott and other writers 
about the times of the Crusaders, that the 
men of.the tenth and eleventh centuries 
werd gigantic in siature, and must have been 
so to carry their heavy armor and accoutre- 
ments. This idea also has been held in re- 
gard to prehistoric man, chiefly on account 
of early myths. Nevertheless, the notion 
that the prehistoric man was taller or larger 
than modern man has now been entirely ex- 
ploded. The bronze swords of prehistoric 
times have handles smaller than those of 
today; in fact, the grip is too small for the 
hand of our average man. 

Word “Giant” Was Misused. 


The Bible uses the word “ giant” many 
times, but Prof. Wilson says that upon an 
investigation of the use of the word it is 
found that it has been used ambiguously. 
The Greek word which has come to signify 
giant meant originally the races of men who 
were earth born, in distinction from those 
born of God, who had*the divine nature. 
This statement of the modern scientists dis- 
agrees with previous investigations of the 
subject. Thus, in 1718 Henriot, a member 
of the French Academy, published a work 
on the great decrease in stature and physical 
conformation of the human race between the 
creation and the Christian era. According 
to his calculations at that time various per- 
sonages of the Bible were of the following 
heights: Adam, 123 feet 9 inches; Eve, 118 
feet 9 inches 9 lines; Noah, 127 feet; Abra- 
ham, 20 feet; and Moses, 18 feet. 

It was not until the investigations of Dr. 
Brinton of Philadelphia and Dr. Charles L. 
Dana of New York that any precise knowl- 
edge was had in regard to the cause of 
giganmtism, which was stated by Dr. Dana 
to be.a disease, a nervous disorder having 
its seat in the pituitary gland. The gland 
appears to furnish some-material necessary 
to the proper growth and action of the 
nerve tissues'and separates from the blood 
some substance having an important use in 
the human economy. In healthy persons, 
when the pituitary gland is not considered, 
there is one rule which seems to be borne 
out by experience, and that is a tendency 
toward mediocrity or average stature. Tall 
parents have children shorter than them- 
selves, and short parents children taller 
than themselves. This rule does not, per- 
haps, extend in its application to the entire 
human race, but it appears to apply to each 
race, tribe, or group. The average stature 
in Patagonia will tend toward 1.85 meters; 
in England, 5 feet 8% inches; in France, to 
1.65 meters; among the Bushmen and the 
bee wag as racea, 4 feet 4 inches and 4 feet 

inches. 


Some Giants in Particular. 


Prof. Wilson speaks of the mythical giants 
of the golden age and the accounts of them 
given by Homer and Hesiod. Homer wrote 
about 900 B. C. and Hesiod about 600 B. C. 
They concerned themselves in that day, as 
many brilliant theorists do at the present 
time, in imagining the birth of the world 
and the origin of man: They described the 
giant gods and goddesses engaged in the 
laudable occupation of starting the infant 
world and peopling it with beings of great 
strength and stature and beauty of form, 
who were the representatives if not the pro- 
genitors of all the virtues and some of the 
vices. that belong to mankind. It is not, 
however, until we come to the giants of 
medieval times that there is any informa- 
tion which has a semblance of verity, and 
even here there are large discrepancies, Prof. 
Wilson has studied at some length the vari- 
ous authorities, and has made a list of the 
best-known giants of medieval] and modern 
ag which he has arranged chronological- 
y, us:

Dr. Dana said that an oblig- 
ing showman once told him he should al- 
ways deduct from three to five inches, Ap- 
plying this rule, in historic times giants have 
varied in height from 6 feet 9 inches to 8 feet

pounds. Diligent search of the literature 
relating to giants leads to the conclusion 
that there have been about 100 giants known 
whose measurements have been reported 
Of these about twenty have been advertised 
as more than 8 feet in height, but when 
measures have been made by scientists of 
repute, such as Topinard, Ranke, Virchow 
and Langhue, the number is greatly re- 
duced. The two tallest men ever subjected 
to scientific measurement were an Austrian 
measured by Topinard, whose height was 
stated to be 8 feet 4% inches, and Winkel- 
meyr, measured by Doubes, and said to be 
8 feet 6 inches tall. The largest woman 
known is Marianne Wehde, born in German 
in the present century. She measured a 
the age of 16% years, 8 feet 414 inches. The 
number of authentic eight-footers does not 
exceed four. Chang, the Chinese giant who 
traveled with Barnum, was massive as well 
as gigantic, but he was only 8 feet in height.

Steam pilot service has for a number of 
years been under discussion among the pi- 
lots of New York and New Jersey, and as 
long ago as 1879 an attempt was made to 
substitute steam.for sails... Aessme!ll steamer 
was chartered and put into service, but the 
expense of maintaining it proved too great, 
and the attempt did not -outlive the year. 
The present association of pilots, brought 
about by the decrease in pilot fees from va- 
rious causes, was formed. in December, 1895, 
and one of its first moves was to attempt 
again the use of steam as a propelling 
power,. A small steamer was. chartered for 
the Sandy. Hook station as an experiment, 
and its workings have proved so far suc- 
eess{ful.as to warrant the construction of a 
vessel especially designed for the purpose.

~ OLD METHODS OF TRAINING CREWS’ 


O state that the three-cornered boat 

race at Poughkeepsie next month, 
bringing together eight-oared crews 
from Ithaca, Cambridge, and New 

‘Haven, will be an epoch in college rowing 
4s to put the matter mildly. There is more 
behind it in many ways than in any race 
between college crews that this country 
has seen. This becomes apparent when one 
sketches’ briefly the events that have led 
up to the race on the Hudson between Cor- 
nell, Harvard, and Yale. Then one may 
appreciate in some measure the intense feel- 
ings locked up in the breasts of graduates 
end undergraduates of each university, 
when, June 25, they see the’three slender 
shells lined up on the Hudson, and know 
that in a little over twenty minutes ques- 
tions ofsyears will be settled. 

Away back in the '50s Harvard and 
Yale began their boating contests with a 
race at Lake Winipiseogee, Aug. 8, 18523. 
It was a two-mile race, and rowed in eight- 
oared barges. A strange feature of the oc- 
casion what was called an informal 
or pragtice race between the crews over 
the same course in the morning. Both races 
were won by the Harvard crew. In 1858 
the Harvard Magazine proposed the estab- 
lishment of an annual intercollegiate re- 
gatta, and delegates from Harvard, Yale, 
Brown, and Trinity met. But Harvard and 
Yale came back to their dual contest again 
in 1864. It was not until 1872 that the Row- 
ing Association of American Colleges was 
fairly established. In that year there were 
four crews entered beside Yale and Har- 
vard, and the race was rowed at Springfield 
and won by Amherst. 

_ Too Many in the Race. 
Probably had Harvard or Yale won the 
first of these contests the association wculd 


not have grown to its speedily unwieldy 
shape. But the success of a small college 
tela out hopes to other colleges, and the 


Harvard was accustomed annually, summer 
after summer, to offer up a Yale crew asa 
Sacrifice. But a dozen years ago came a 
change, and Harvard found the succession 
in some way broken, and that annual whip- 
ping a Yale crew, which they had come to 
regard as their rightful heritage, was lost 
together with prestige in other athletic 
branches. Old Harvard men had been 
brought up to believe that army Harvard 
crew could lick any Yale crew, and here 
their sons found that the whole idea was a 
fallacy. All sorts of strokes and coaches 
were tried, but without Success. This year 
Mr. Lehmann of Cambridge, one of the 
highest authorities and most successful of 
English coaches, has come over and taken 
the Harvard crew in hand. 


First Race in Twenty-three Years. 

The coming meeting between Harvard 
Cornell, and Yale will be the first time that 
representatives of these three universities 
have ever met in a race by themselves, save 
once, twenty-three years ago, when, July 
15, 1874, in the annual single scull contest 
at Saratoga, the contestants were E. L. Phil- 
lips of Cornell, "75; A. L. Devins, Harvard, 


"74; and A. Willcox of Yale, '74. The race 


was 2 two-mile one and was won by Wilcox, 
who finished ten lengths ahead of Devins 
of Harvard, who in turn was some five 
lengths ahead of Phillips of Cornell.

nent coachers and now Mayor of Cam- 
bridge, first sat in the Harvard boat in 
‘76, and captained it, but was defeated 
by Yale in that year. The next three 
years, however, Bancroft’s crew won, 
and the men who sat in those boats are 
well remembered yet at Cambridge: Stow, 
Schwartz, Smith, Brigham, Jacobs, 
Francis, Peabody, Crocker, and Trimble. 
Those were days when indeed it seemed 
that Yale’s boating star had set forever. 
But as before, it is a long lane that has 
no turning, and of late years it has 
been Harvard that could see no light 
ahead. 

What have been known as professional 
strokes and methods have from time to 
time had an influence upon college boat- 
ing, and although no one really has been 
able to quite distinguish where and when 
the time of demarcation appears, it is 
worth while to note their presence. 


Back in the early days when the crews 
had first begun to realize the advantages 
of training,ewe find in the '70s, the pro- 
fessionals, Ellis Ward, Josh Ward, and 
Hamlin of Pittsburg coaching some of 
the college crews. They gave them plenty 
of work and a restricted diet, and some-

HE history of track athletics is largely 
the history of individuals and individ- 
ual performances, and not the history. 
of teams, for the individual performer 
has no part in the work of the other 

members of the team, and'a set of mediocre — 
performers makes a mediocre field day 
whatever particular team carries off the 
honors. 

This year the Western intercollegiate meet 
will be marked by the appearance of two 
stars in the sprints, Maybury of Wiscon- 
sin and Rush of Grinnell, who have each 
equaled the best record for the 100-yards 
dash, having made that distance In 0% sec- 
onds. Last year the meet was of little in- 
terest comparatively. In 1895 the coming of 
the great team of California athletes; tev- 
eral of whom distinguished themselves in 
the Eastern games, “nd the phenomenal 
performance of John V. Crum of Iowa, made 
the meet one of great interest. 

In 1894 the novelty of. the first Westerr 
intercollegiate drew a large crowd, and the 
individual making the most noteworthy rec- 
ord perhaps was A. C. Clark of Illinois, 
whose records in the high jump and hurdles 
still stand.

Alleging the unwieldiness 
of the contest as a reason, Harvard and Yale 
determined to return to their old dual con- 
tests once more. Other reasons having 
weight undoubtedly were that there was no 
real settlement of the relative merits of 
their two individual crews in this crowded 
regatta, where fouls were frequent, and 
that it really was not thorpughly palatable 
to be defeated annually by some of the lesser 
colleges. : 
Yale and Harvard Withdraw. 

So in 1876 they agreed to withdraw. The 
newspapers made a stir about it and talked 
of the snobbishness of such exclusiveness, 
but it was impossible to prevent the move, 
although Harvard did tow that one last 
season in the intercollegiate. Yale defeated 
Harvard by 29 seconds in four miles and 
Cornell defeated Harvard by 4 seconds in 
three miles. The result of the two races 

- Was @ most heated discussion as to the 
merits of Cornell and Yale, which has await- 
ed adjustment up to the present day. So 
arose between the boating enthusiasts of 
both universities the interesting question 
of 1876: “Has Cornell or Yale the boating 
supremacy?” Since then there have been 
occasions upon which Cornell and Yale have 
rubbed shoulders, but never raced.

That 
is the only contest on the water where these 
three universities alone have been repre- 
sented. In varsity contests, however, where 
there were other representatives as well, 
Yale and Harvard have met Cornell in the 
following years: 

In 1873, when Yale won; in 1874, when Yale 
and Harvard fouled and Columbia won; and 
in 1875, when Cornell won. The triumph 
was a double one for Cornell, as she also 
won the freshman rate, beating Harvard, 
Brown, and Princeton, Yale entering no 
crew. In the single scull race Cornell en- 
tered no man, and Kennedy of Yale defeated 
Weld of Harvard. 

The varsity race was rowed in six-oared 
shells, with coxswains. Cornell’s crew av- 
eraged 22 years S months in age, 15) pounds 
in weight, and 5 feet 914 inches in height. 
The course was a three-mile straightaway, 
and Cornell’s time was 16 minutes 534% sec- 
onds. Harvard finished third and Yale sixth. 
The time was not as good as that made by 
Columbia the previous year, they covering 
the same course in 16 minutes 42% seconds. 


Harvard and Yale varsity crews have been.

Causes of Past Disputes. 

One of the most sensation! affairs in the 
annals of college rowing occurred in ‘73, 
when the mistake was made of delivering 
the championship flags to Harvard, who 
started with them for Boston, but were 
stopped at Worcester, and the flags sent 
batk to Yale. The trouble arose over the 
finish line which ran diagonally across the 
Connecticut River at Springfield. There 
was a decided bend in the river, and the 
line, therefore, did not run at right angles 
to the bank. It was nearly dusk when the 
race was finished, and Harvard supposed 
they had won, but the judges awarded the 
race to Yale. : 

In '74 at Saratoga occurred another epi- 
sode that materially affected the boating re- 
lations of the colleges in the bumping be- 
tween:Harvard and Yale. This provoked so 
much hard feeling that it really became 
the beginning of the breaking up of the 
intercollegiate regatta. So many crews were 
entered that it was well nigh impossible 
that the race should be rowed without a 


foul. The race started and Harvard went 


into the lead. The Yale crew followed, and 
rowing at 33, slowly crept up on the Har- 
Vv crew, which had shifted over into 
Yale’ ter. Yale stcered to the right and 


‘forged ahead. After they had attained the 


lead Harvard spurted, and the bow of their 


boat ran into Yale’s rudder, cutting it off ,=

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TO ENGLAND IN 93 HOURS. 


IMMENSE AND FAST OCEAN LINER TO 
BE BUILT. 


it Will Be Nearly Double the Size of 
the Great Eastern, Being 1,000 Feet 
Long, with a Beam of 100 Fect— 
Will Be Calied the Gigantic—An- 
other to Be Called the Washington 
May Also Be Constructed—Will 
Carry 1,000 Passengers. 


HB steamship~ Great Eastern, built 

nearly forty years ago and broken 

‘up about six years ago, still holds 

the record as the largest ship ever 

built. It was 691 feet over all, 
83 feet wide, and 43 feet deep, and was 
generally -classed as. a 20,000-ton ship, 
though the actual tonnage was a little less 
than’ 19,000: The vessel was both a side 
wheel and a screw steamer, the total indi- 
cated horse-power developed by all the en- 
gines being about 11,000. 

No one of the dimensions has yet been 
exceeded, though the néw steamship Océan- 
ic, now under construction, is to be 705 feet 
long, but with a beam of only 68 feet, while 
the tonnage will be 2,000 or 3,000 tons less 
than that of the Great Eastern. The power 
of the Great Eastern is, however, exceeded 
in nearly every modern Atlantic lner, the 
record breaking ships of the last ten years 
having generally at least 15,000 horse- 
power, while the St. Paul and St. Louls are 
capable of developing 20,000, and the Lu- 
cania and Campania 30,000 horse-power 
each, the latter power being slightly in ex- 
cess of that of the new Oceanic or of any 
ship now building. 

The fact, however, that one ship is now 
building which in one dimension will be 
larger than. the Great Eastern indicates 
that the tifhe id not far off when ships at 
least equal in size will be constructed. The 
Oceanic is inténded for a passenger ship. 
A freight ship,af the length of the Oceanic 
would be at least equal in tonnage to the 
Great Eastern and would not differ very 
materially from it in horse-power, though 
the coal consumption would be a small frace 
tion of that burned by the Great Eastern. 


Big Ships to Be Common. 


Ships af about the dimensions of the Great 
astern are, therefore, likely to be common 


ably be generally approved when people be- 
come accustomed to it. The ship will havea 
rudder at each end and all the usual features 
of a-double-ender, including two bridges. 
As the ship will be perfectly balanced the 
engines can be placed nearer the ends of the 


ship than in ordinary steamers, and the | 


shafts in this ship will be no longer than in 
many steamers now runnin Each of the 
five boiler compartments will be 100 feet 
long, the five thus occupying one-half the 
length of the whole ship. The engines will 
be in the compartments fore and aft of the 
boiler compartments, the actual length of 
no one of the shafts exceeding 200 feet. The 
boilers will be entirely below the water line. 


Will Carry One Thousand Passengers. 


The ship is intended to accommodate 1,000 
first-class passengers, 600 second-class pas- 
sengers, and 2,000 in the steerage; the prin- 
cipal revenue is expected, however, from the 
first-class passengers, it being believed that 
ships of this kind will;soon take nearly the 
whole high-priced travel and that receipts 
from this source will average at least $200,- 
000 per round trip, while, as the passengers 
will be only four days at sea, the cost of pro- 
visions and the like will be comparatively 
small, 

The first cabin passengers will be accorm- 
modated amidships and the main saloon 
will be on what is commonly known as the 
spar deck above the hull. «This saloon will 
be 500 feet long, forty feet wide, and twenty- 
two feet high, occupying the space over the 


five central compartments and between the ) 


smokestacks. It will be lighted from above, 
and as the smokestacks are at the sides the 
vista of this satoon will be entirely unbroken. 
In this saloon the 1,000 first-class passengers 
can all be seated at table at the same time. 

The first cabin staterooms will be on the 
two decks below the saloon, while the best 
rooms will be in the superstructure on each 
side of the saloon. Along each side of the 
saloon will run two narrow galleries sim- 
ilar to those on the North River steamer 
Adirondack, these giving access to two tiers 
of staterooms, while the pantries will be 
placed under these staterooms on the saloon 
deck. Outside of the tiers of staterooms 
and on both sides of the ship will be prom- 
enade decks, these decks being the whole 
length of the saloon and extending around 
the saloon fore and aft, thus affording four 
promenades, each twenty feet wide and 
over 500 feet long, while a complete circuit 
around one of these promenade decks will 
be about a quarter of a mile. 

Large Hurricane Deck.

that of the Great Eastern is likely soon to 
be constructed. The plans of this ship have 
been kept very quiet, but it may be asserted 
that two ships of this class will be built 
and that the first will be famed the Gigantic. 
It will be bullt at Belfast, Ireland. A second 
will probably be built by another line, 
though the two will be run together, and it 
is understood that the Cramps have been 
considering the feasibility of constructing 
a ship of these dimensions at their Philadel- 
phia yard, under which circumstances it 
would probably be run under the auspices of 
the American line and be named the Wash- 
ington. 

The plans of the Gigantic are so far com- 


pleted that a brief, intelligible description

postoffice in either city. No point has yet 
been selected for the European landing, but 
during the Paris exhibition of 1900 it ig 
probable that arrangements will be made to 
run directly to some point of the French 
coast at or near Brest.

In the past it has been much 
sought for by “ ’seng hunters,’’ who disposed 
of their finds at prices which made the oc- 
cupation lucrative. Seed is now ranging in 
price somewhere near $200 an ounce. The 
product of the country found, and still finds, 
its way to China, where the people make use 
of it as a sort of cure-all for many diseases. 

There has always been a prejudice against 


‘cuitivated ginseng. Among the Chinese and 
- Japanese, with whonr alone it is considered

Ata time when the 
demand became almost beyond supply other 
roots began to besubstituted, notably Panax 
Quinquefolium, or Linn, which was known 
as the American root.

Rest Conditions for the Plant.

The ground 
should be as nearly like natural-earth as 
pessible. Beds something like those in‘which 
orions are pianted are the best adapted for 
“‘’seng’”’ raising.

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IT CARRIES THE INJURED 


TRICYCLE AMBULANCE IN REGULAR 
COMMISSION IN CHICAGO. 


It Is Attached to the Chicago Hospital 
and Is the Most Effective of Its Kind 
Yet Invented—Designed by Dr. 
Binkley of the Hospital Corps— 
Has Already Proved a Boon to Vic- 
tims of Street Accidents. 


HE tricycle ambulance in regular com- 
mission is the latest novelty on wheels 
im Chicago. It was constructed for the 
Chicago Hospital, at Cottage Grove 
avenue and Forty-ninth street, and is, 
as its name indicates, an ambulance on three 
wheels, and designed for carrying the sick 
and injured to the hospital. The tricycle 
form was adopted not for the sake of its 
novelty, but because the inventor; Dr. J. T. 
Binkley Jr., believed it to be the safest and 
easiest manner of transporting the sick and 
injured through the streets of the city. 
Nearly a year ago he became convinced of 
the practicability of using a pair of bicycles 
or a tricycie for ambulance purposes. He 
began to experiment, and his first trial was 
made July 3, 1896. Two tandems were coupled 


VAST MOUNTAINS OF COAL POR FUEL. 


Extraordinary Productiveness of 
American Mines Amases the World 
—Gaining on Great Britain. 


New York Times: An interesting variety 
of facts relative to coal production, prices, 
and transportation, at home and abroad, 
is contained in a compact red book entitled 
“The Coal Trade,’’ compiled and published 
by Frederick E. Saward, editor of the Coal 
Trade Journal. One of the most significant 
facts brought out in this compilation is that 
the United States is rapidly gaining on Great 
Britain as a coal producing nation. «In 1894 
the total production of coal, both hard and 
soft, in this country was 152,447,701 tons, as 
against 188,277,525 tons produced in Great 


Britain. In 1805 (the latest period for which . 


complete figures are available) the total pro- 
duction in the United States was 172,426,366 
tons, compared with 189,661,366 tons in Great 
Britain. 

In all grades of coal there has been a large 
output in this country during the last year. 
The bituminous output has grown fn many 
of the interior States, so that by the result- 
ing competition the manufacturers and 


| other consymers have been able to get a sup- 


ply of fuel at low prices. The anthracite out- 
put was less than in the preceding year, but 
there was no requirement for more than 
was produced. There were no labor troubles 
of any moment in 1896 to interfere with the 
business of mining and shipping coal.

Rebuilt on a New Plan. 
Dr. Binkley was so satisfied with the suc- 


total production of bituminous coal in this 
country in that year amounted to 185,438,720 
net tons, and the total production of an- 
thracite for the same period amounted to 
46,000,000 gross tons. Pennsylvania pro- 
duced about 47,000,000 tons of the bitumi- 
nous and practically all of the anthracite. 
Illinois comes second as a coal-producing 
State, Ohio third, and West Virginia fourth. 

The exports of coal were less in 1896 than 
in the two preceding years, being 1,294,881 
tons of anthracite and 2,246,284 tons of bi- 
tuminous. The coal imports were confined 
to 1,238,568 tons of bituminous. Great. Brit- 
ain exported 34,262,077 tons of coal last year. 

Of New York City as a coal market Editor 
Saward says: ‘‘ This is the point where more

where, is the result. It is simply a cov- 
ered body mounted on three wheels. The 
rear wheels are just back of the middle of the 
body and the steering wheel in front. The 
two rear wheels are connected by an axle. 
From a point on each side where the front 
wheel of a tandem would be located an- 
other axle runs across. The tubing on each 
side is prolonged to meet in front in the 
shape of a bow, where it is supported by the 
front wheel. 

In front of the saddle on either side isa 
pair of handlebars, which are connected 
with the steering wheel by a mechanism 
similar to that of a tandem. By this ar- 
rangement the riders are in a position not 
only to exert their strength to the best ad- 
vantage, but also to watch the patient. A 
speed of seventeen miles an hour can b@& 
attained. 

The body itself is oval on the top. Allof 
its corners are rounded off, to oppose as 
little*resistance as possible totheair. It is 
seven feet in length, three feet high, and 
two and a half feet in width. Its sides are 
broken into panels. In the first panel is a 
giass window on either side, on the second 
the words ‘“‘ Chicago Hospital Ambulance,”’ 
and on the thirda ventilating window, which 
can be opened or closed, as desired. The 
body is made of whitewood an eighth of an 
inch in thickness and as highly finished as 
the most expensive brougham. The total 
weight of the ambulance is 148 pounds. © 


Its Imterior Arrangement. 

Inside of the body is the stretcher, which 
is of aluminum, running on rubber-covered 
wheels. A pneumatic mattress rests upon 
the stretcher, and this part of the ambu- 
lance is completed with sheets, pillows, and 
a blanket, making the patient’s bed about 
the size and appearance of a sleeping car 
berth. Two doors at the rear end of the 
body admit the stretcher and its load. Sensi- 
tive springs, upon which the body is hung, 
the pneumatic mattress, and the pneumatic 
tires of the wheels make as easy a resting 
place as could well be prepared for the most 
delicate invalid. 

Internes from the hospital, who are grad- 
uate physicians, will ride with the ambulance. 
Keeping watch of the patient through the 
glass windows, they are able to judge of his 
condition and to give him any attention’ 
that may be necessary before the hospital 
is reached. 

In constructing the ambulance a great 
amount of time and trouble were expended. 
Its cost is given at over $1,000. It 
was not constructed. to be put on 
the market, but for the comfort 
of the patients of the hospital. The 
new machine has been in use long enough 
to prove itself ideal for the purpose. No 
objection has been made by patients to rid- 
ing in the new ambulance. The hospital 
is provided with a horse ambulance, but 
many of its patients have expressed a pref- 
erence for the tricycle conveyance.

CHAIN-LINK BRUSH. 
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HE Independent Theater is apparently 
doing wonderful work for Ibsen in 
London at the present moment. In 
spite of the fact that the Norwegian 
master is constantly held up to ridi- 

cule and scoffed at by many so-called critics, 
there can be little doubt that his plays are 
gaining year by year in popularity. It is 
seventeen or eighteen years since “‘ The Pil- 
Aiars of Society’ was accorded a tentative 
performance in London. But it was not 
until 1889 that Mr. Charrington first at- 
tempted a run of an Ibsen play, choosing 
“The Doll’s House” for the attempt. The 
new departure was greeted with consider- 
‘able approval by many who had in the mean- 
time read the works of the Norwegian dram- 
atist and were eager to see them on the 
stage. How “‘ The Doll’s House ’’ made & 
name for Miss Janet Achurch, who played 
the part of Nora, is now a matter of the- 
atrical history. And since then there is 
hardly a great emotional actress in Eurupe 
or America who has not essayed to follow 
in her footsteps. It is not surprising, 
therefore, that a revival of ‘‘ The Doll's 
House,” with Miss Achurch in her original 
part, was looked forward to with consider- 
able interest, and the recent performance 
at the Globe Theater goes to prove that Mr. 
Charrington’s confidence in the venture was 
not misplaced. 

Miss Achurch fs an older and less buoyant 
Nora, but she has gained in experience what 
she may have lost in youthful appearance. 

Mr. Courtenay Thorpe played the part of 
Helmer in a way to confirm his reputation 
‘as an excellent actor. No better rendering 
of the egotistical and conceited character 
has yet been given, despite the fact that Mr. 
Waring made a name-for himself as Heimer 
eight years ago. Mr. Courtenay Thorpe has 
had considerable experience in Ibsen’s plays, 
having acted in “‘ Ghosts’’ and as Allmers 
in ‘* Little Byolf,"”’ while only a few days ago 
he appeared as the Ghost in ‘‘ Hamlet.” 
On this occasion he has surpassed all his 
previous performances and may be looked 
upon for the future as one ef the best of the 
realistic school of actors. 

“The Doll's House”’ is a play which ap- 
peals to the average man or woman who Is 
not necessarily an. admirer of Ibsen’s work 
or in any sense of the word a realist. In 
giving “‘The Wild Duck,” however, Mr. 
Charrington has not met with so much sup- 


port. And yet “ The Wild Duck” is more | 


truly the peculiar work of Ibsen than the 
more popular ** Doll's House.’’ Those who 
have seen the latter and then talk of their 
love for Ibeen are rather like the inexpe- 
rienced lovers of music twenty years ago 
who went crazy over Wagner because they 
-had heard the “ Pilgrims’ Chorus.’’ Those 
who want io appreciate the Baireuth com- 
‘poser must learn to understand ‘“ Tristan 
and Isolde,”’ and in the same way the student 
of Ibsen will find a good deal more that is 
peculiar to the master in “‘ The Wild Duck " 
than in *“‘ The Doll's House,’’ which is very 
 @asily understood. 

“The Wild Duck” is dismal and bleak to 
a point where it almost becomes ludicrous, 
and so the recent performance at the Globe 
has been held up to ridicule by some of the 
critics who have not been ashamed to pounce, 
after the manner of the gallery, upon such 
sentences as the following: 

** Look here,” says Hialmar Ekdal. ‘‘ Look 
here, Gregers, you must really leave off 
talking such nonsense,’ 
think all this is very strange.”’ 

Now, such sentences as these will raise 
a laugh among the frivolous when they oc- 
cur in any play, and, therefore, a criticism 
which consists chiefly of quotations of a 
similar.nature cannot. be regarded as se- 
rious in any way. Still it is doubtful 
whether “ The Wild Duck” could ever be- 
come half as popular as ‘The Doll's 
House,’ bec@tlise the crazy old man, who 
is rather like a half demented John Gabriel 
Borkman, could never gain the real sym- 
pathies of an audience. And yet ‘‘ The 
Wild Duck” is both true to life and tragic 
in its meaning, which only goes-to prove that 
- the public likes romance a good deal better 

Mr. Lawrence Irving, the second son of 
Sir Henry Irving, played the part of Hial- 
mar Ekdal with great effect, but as the per- 
formance appears to have excited more 

mirth than anything else it may be doubted 
whether that effect was the one intended. 

Mr. Wilson Barrett has attempted to re- 
vive an interest in the poetic drama by ap- 
pearing as Virginius in Sheridan Knowles’ 
well-known play. “ Virginius’’ is really 
too stilted and melodramatic a play to suita 
London audience, and none of the great 
actors who have revived tragedy since 
‘the days of Macready have done #» to their 
own financial profit. G. V. Brooke, Charles 
Dillon, W, Creswick, and the American Mc- 
Cullough are among those who have played 
the Roman hero in the last forty years, but 
none has succeeded in making a London au- 
dience like the play, nor is it probable that 
Mr. Wilson Barrett will be more success- 
ful, 

' From.an article in the Theater this month 
by Mr. Davenport Adams it may be seen that 
Sheridan Knowles was by no means the 
first dramatist to hit upon the story of Vir- 
gfnius and Virginia for stage purposes. A 
drama on the tale of Appius and Virginia was 
_printed as early as 1575. In 1654 came Web- 
gter’s work upon the same subject, after- 
ward transformed by Betterton into “ The 
Roman  Virgin.’’ Dennis” tragedy of 
“Appius and Virginia ’’ belongs to the year 
1700. Then came the “ Virginia ’’ of Henry 

. Crisp in 1754 and the “Appius” of John 
Moncrieff in 1755. A‘ Virginia ’’ by Francis 
‘Brooke in 1756 was followed by a “ Vir- 
ginia’”’ of T. Bidlake in 1800, and there was 
an anonymous * Virginius ”’’ in 1820, the very 
year in which Sheridan Knowles his 
tragedy.

DUELING IN CALIFORNIA. 


PROMINENT MEN WHO DEFENDED 
THEIR HONOR BY THE CODE, 


In the Early Days of the State Personal 
Encounters Were of Common 0c- 
currence—Justice Stephen J. Field 
Twice a Challenger—Broderick's 
Two Duels—Time When Editors 
Had to Back Up Their Editorials 
by Force. 


AKLAND, Cal., May 24.—During the 
years from 1850 to 1861 California 
was the scene of more duels than 
ever took place in all the other North- 
ern States. The practice of carrying 

arms, which survives in the present peaceful 
era of the Pacific slope, could have but one 
logical result, the resort to weapons for the 
settlement of disputes. Difficulties that else- 
where would have been terminated with the 
exchange of hard words, or possibly hard 
blows,\were referred in California to the ar- 
bitrament of the pistol or rifle. 

Two lines of action were regarded by the 
makers of California as equally honorable 
in the event of an appeal to arms—the street 
fight and the more formal duel according to 
the code, with seconds, surgeons, and all the 
formalities that surround killing and being 
killed for honor's sake. The first. perhaps, 
required the more pluck from the partici- 
pants, and was the more dangerous to the 
bystanders, for shots went wide of the mark 
at times. The duel became more in favor as 
sociéty became more settled, and was more 
often resorted to by those with real or fan- 
cled wrongs to avenge, though wntil the 
days when‘ dueling itself became obsolete 
the street fight continued to be recognized 
as a strictly honorable method of removing 
an enemy from the surface of the earth. 
It involved warning an enemy that shooting 
would begin on sight after he had had an op- 
portunity to heel himself, for under no cir- 
cumstances was it permissible to attack an 
unarmed man. Posting an enemy as a cow- 
ard was also equivalent to a challenge toa 
street fight. An instance is of record where 


@& man posted an enemy in Los Angeles and 
the 


opportunity of shooting his foe. 

From the earliest days of the American 
occupation the duel was accepted as a Cal- 
ifornian institution. In 1847 General Fre- 
mont and Colonel R. B. Mason quarreled at 
Los Angeles. The Pathfinder sent his sec- 
onds to Mason and a duel was arranged. 
That it did not occur was due to the timely 
interference of General Kearny. 


Beginning of Duel Records. 

In 1851 the record of the duel, of unim- 
peachable authenticity, properly begins. In 
that year William Walker, the gray-eyed 
man of destiny, of Nicaraguan fame, was 
writing slashing articles for the San Fran- 
cisco Herald. In one of these he attacked 
an absent friend of W.’H. Graham, who 
at once made his friend's cause hisown. He 
formally challenged Walker to a duel, and 
the latter, as brave a man as ever breathed, 
at once accepted. The encounter took place 
in the suburbs of the city, with the result 
that Walker was severely wounded. Gra- 
ham, during the same year, had a quarrel 
with another San Francisco newspaper man, 
Cc. F. Lemon. A duel resulted and the editor 
was wounded dangerously. 

The respectability of the duel in California 
in the fifties is best evidenced by the fact 
that Stephen J._Field, now a Justice of tho 
United States Supreme Court, was twice 
a challenger to the field of honor. Neither 
ef the encounters he sought took place, al- 
though he was eager for the fray; but his 
challenges are of interest as showing the 
readiness with which in those days men 
of all ranks resorted to weapons for the 
settlement of disputes. 7 

The first instance was during the session 
of the State Legislature of which Mr. Field 
was a member in 1851. A fellow member 
named Moore made a bitter attack upon 
Field. who resented it and resolved, as 
Lever’s fire-eating Irishman put it, “to 
coax a bit of a fight out of him.”” He se- 
cured the services of David C. Broderick, 
later United States Senator and a ‘victim 
of the code; as his second and dispatched a 
challenge to Movre. The latter declined a 
duel, but offered to participate in a street 
fight. With a great deal of reluctance Brod- 
erick consented. Before Field could meet 
his adversary Moore crawfished and made 
a full and humble apology from his seat in 
the assembly in open session. 

Justice Field’s Second Encoanter. 


In 1852 Mr. Field was engaged in another 
controversy, and sent a challenge to Judge 
Barbour. The duel was arranged to take 
place in atwenty-foot room. The principals 
were to be placed with their faces to opposite 
walls, and were each to be armed with a re- 
volver and a bowie knife. At the word they 
were to turn and begin firing. If the pistols 
were emptied without result the principals 
were then to be at liberty to finish the con- 
test with their knives. At the last moment 
Barbour, assured of Field’s determination 
to-remove him from the scenes of his judicial 
activity forever, flunked. He later made 
an attack on Field from behind, placing a 
pistol at the future jurist’s head. Field 
dared him to shoot, but the Judge was afraid 
of the consequences—Judge Lynch still held 
court in California at intervals—and re- 
trained. 


Reckoned Without His Host. 

The military and naval elements of early 
Californian society were not averse to the 
duel as a court of last resort. In October, 
1851, George M. Dibble, an officer of the 
navy, called E. B. Lundy, a popular San 
Franciscan, a Har. Lundy replied in kind 
and Dibble challenged him. Dibble was a 
crack shot and believed that, as his antag- 
onist was a novice, he had a sure thing. 
Hie resolved to draw and receive Lundy's 
fire and thereafter slay him delicately and 
leigurely. Nothing, however, is more uncer- 
tain than the course of a ball from a pistol 
in the hands of one unused to weapons. 
Dibble carried out a portion of. the plan of 
battle that he had outlined to his seconds. 
He drew his antagonist’s fire and was in- 
stantly killed. 

In 1852 David C. Broderick, even then 
marked for death according to the code, had 
a dispute with J. C. Smith, son of ex-Gov- 
ernor Smith, and it was decided to settle the 
affair with pistols at fifteen paces. The 
party crossed San Francisco Bay to Ala- 
meda, where the encounter took place. 
Neither of the principals was a marksman, 
though both were eager for blood. Twelve 
shots were exchanged from revolvers before 
either of them was hit. Then, at the 
twelfth fire, Broderick was slightly wounded 
and the incident was closed. 

In the same year H. A. De Courcy, editor 
of the Calaveras Chronicle, challenged W. 
H. Carter, a well-known pioneer. They 
fought on the river bank opposite the City 
of Sacramento, in the presence of a number 
of spectators. De Courcy fell at the first 
fire severely wounded. 


Proved Himself a Coward. 

Another duel of 1852 was one that in- 
volved a certain amount of humor rare in 
the duels of that epoch. Colonel Magruder 
quarreled with a local physician at a public 
dinner at Los Angeles. The man of medi- 
cine was at once eager for a personal en- 
counter, rough-and-ready rules. He was 
restrained by those present, and a duel, to 
take place immediately, was arranged, to 
be fought across the table ‘at which the 
party were dihing. The doctor grasped his 
pistol and fired before the word, without re- 
sult. Then his courage departed and he 
tried to escape from the roonity He ran to 
the door, but it was locked. He was in a 
panic of fear and fell upon the floor, where 
he groveled fn terror, the Colonel fn the 
meantime’ keeping him covered with his 
pistol. At last, in despair, the doctor 
crawled under the table to where the Colonel 
stood, where he clasped his knees and 
begged for his life. That Qurden was grant- 
ed to him by the Colonel, who accompanied 
the gift by a kicking of phenomenal force. 
The doctor returned to the peaceful East by 
the next steamer. . 


Editers Had to Be Marksmen. 
Newspaper .men in California in the '50s 
were obliged to be expert marksmen as well 
as clear andeogical writers, for whatever

against all those who might question their 

motives. Hence it was that in that same 

year 1852 John Nugent, then editor of the 

San Francisco Herald, accepted a challenge 

from Alderman John Cotter, who believed 
policy and 
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recovered from the wound received at the 
hands of Alderman Cotter when he was 
again challenged by one of the political 
fathers of the city by the Golden Gate, Al- 
derman Hughes. He accepted the challenge, 
fought the duel, and was again wounded. 
Another editorial duel of that year was 


that between Edward Gilbert and J. W.*® 


Denver. Gilbert was one of the most prom- 
inent meninthe State. He had been a mem- 
ber of the first constitutional convention, 
had represented his district in Congress, 
and at the time of the duel was editor of 
the Alta. Denver was also a man of note, 
and then a member of the State Senate. 
The cause of the duel was the sending by 
Governor Bigler of a relief expedition to 
the aid of the unfortunate Donner party of 
overland emigrants snowed up in the Sierras. 
Senator Denver supported the Governor's 
action, which Gilbert persistently ridiculed 
in the columns of his paper. The result was 
inevitable. The men met; there was a rapid 
exchange of uncomplimentary remarks, and 
the sending of a challenge naturally fol- 
lowed. The duel was fought near Sacra- 
mento, with rifles as the weapons, at a dis- 
tance of forty paces. Gilbert fired first, 
without effect; Denver discharged his rifle 
in the air. The seconds then endeavored to 
reconcile the editor and the Senator. Gilbert 
was obdurate and demanded another shot. 
To this Denver was obliged to consent. Tak- 
ing his recharged weapon from his second he 
remarked: ‘*‘ Now I must defend myself.”’ 
At the word he fired and wounded Gilbert 


| fatally. 


Some Fatal Meetings. 

The year 1853 was also one of duels. W. M. 
Gwin and J. W. McClorkle fought with rifles, 
but were reconciled uninjured, though one 
Papas killed a burro grazing in a nearby 
ield. 

W. H. Scott and Peter Smith of San Fran- 
cisco fought with pistols at eight paces, and 
Smith was killed at the second fire: 

Dor. Alfred Crane and Edward Tobey, then 
Clerk of the San Francisco Board of Alder- 
men, fought with revolvers at fifteen paces, 
and Crane was killed. 

in May, 1854, George T. Hunt and W. Hu- 
bert quarreled over the right toa seatina 
San Francisco theater. They fought at the 
Fioneer racetrack. Hunt was fatally wound- 
ed, but acknowledged that he was the per- 
son at fault before expiring. At about the 
same time T. L. Benson and Richard Men- 
gies fought with pistols at fifteen paces in 
oo of San Francisco, and Benson was 
‘illed. 

D. J. Woodleaf was a famous duelist of 
that epoch. He had been out eight times; 
had always escaped unscathed, and on sev- 
eral occasions had killed his opponent. In 
1854 he quarreled with ‘Achille Kewen, and it 
WAS arranged that they should fight it out 
with rifles at forty paces. They were placed 
back to back and ordered to wheel and fire 
at the word. Kewen proved to be the quick- 
er shot, and placed his bullet in the exact 
center of Woodleaf’s heart. 

In 1855 Robert Tevis, a brother of Lloyd 
Tevis, was a candidate for Congress. His 
political opponent was C. E. Lippincott, ed- 
itor of a Democratic newspaper, in the col- 
umns of which he roasted Tevis until the 
latter was forced by public opinion to take 
action. He published a card denouncing 
Lippincott as a coward. A challenge fol- 
iowed as a matter of course, and equally as 
a matter of course it was accepted. Tevis, 
as the challenged party, chose as the weap- 
ons shotguns loaded with slugs. The duel 
took place at Downieville, and was fought at 
the regulation rifle distance, forty yards. 
At the first fire Tevis fell with a slug im- 
bedded in his heart. Lippincott had a nar- 
row escape, a lock of his hair on his temple 
having been severed by the slug from Tevis’ 
weapon. 

in 1856 Dr. Washington M. Ryer, one of the 
first settlers of Stockton, had a dispute with 
Dr. Samuel Langdon, Superintendent of the 
State Asylum for the Insane. Langdon 
made a personal assault upon Ryer, who 
challenged him to fight. They met on 
Rough-and-Ready Island in the San Joaquin 
Rivet, a short distance from Stockton. Ryer 
was placed so that the sun beat squarely in 
his face. Despite this he brought down his 
man at the third fire with a ball which crip- 
pled him for life. 

Efforts to End the Custom. 

Senator Fergusdén, alarmed at the prev- 
alence of dueling, introduced a bill in the 
Legislature for its prevention, which was 
passed without opposition. In 1855 he quar- 
reled with Editor George Penn Johnston 
and a duel followed. They fought with re- 
volvers On Angel Island in San Francisco 
Bay. They were to fire and advance firing 
until one or the other was disabled. At the 
fourth shot Johnston fatally wounded Fer- 
guson. Johnston wag? tried, but was ac- 
quitted on the ground that Ferguson's death 
was due to his refusal to submit to an am- 
putation. 

In 1859 W. J. Gatewood and P. Goodwin 
fought with rifles at San Andreas. Good- 
win's weapon missed fire, and he was killed 
by Gatewood. J. C. Esterbrook and Sylves- 
ter Wright, two lawyers of Sonoma, also 
fought in that year, and Wright was killed. 

The affair that did the most to stop duel- 


ing In California was the encounter bet ween 


David C. Broderick and David 8. Terry in 
1859. Terry was a Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the State, and Broderick was a 
United States Senator. Both were Demo- 
crats, but each was the leader of a different 
faction. Terry was a candidate for re- 
election and was defeated through the efforts 
of Broderick. For this Judge Terry de- 
nowh Broderick in unmeasured terms in 
a public speech. Broderick retorted in kind. 
Terty demanded a retraction, which was re- 
fus@éd. A duel was arranged and the men 
mes at a point near Lake Merced, Sept. 15. 
Tye weapons were dueling pistols, the dis- 

ce ten paces. The usual method was 
adopted of giving the word: “ Fire! one— 
two—three.’” At “two” Broderick’s pistol 
was discharged as he was raising it to the 
level, the ball striking the ground _a-shért 
distance in front of Terry. Terry, in the 
meantime, raised his pistol to the level. An 
instant later he fired and Broderick fell, the 
bal? having lodged in his right breast. He 
died four days later. Terry was arrested; 
‘released on $10,000 bail; tried on a change of 
venue at San Rafael, Marin County, and 
discharged on the entering of a nolle prosequi 
by the District Attorney. 

With the death of Broderick dueling be- 
came obsolete in California. Instances have 
since occurred in the mountain counties of a 
resort to the code, but they have been ex- 

-ceedingly rare.—New York Sun.

New York Sun: President Chauncey M. 
Depew of the New York Central wanted to 
make a quick trip to Albany on Thursday 
and was delayed by other business until 
after the fast train he had intended to take 
had been gone more than an hour. Mr. 
Depew’'s purpose in going to Albany was to 
be present at a meeting of the Board of

p. m. He was busy until 11:40 o’clock, and 
then, without previous warning, he sént for 
Vivision Superintendent McCoy. 

“I want a special to take me to Albany by 
8 o'clock,” he said. “I want to leave by 
12:10 if I can.”’

A remarkable example of the bronze 


founder’s art, recently placed on eXhibition — 


at the Art Institute, is the work of Paul 
Kapp and N. Chenegros, two French arti- 
sans who have established a foundry of 
artistic bronze at South Shore Station. Itis 
a large group, molded from nature, con- 
sisting of two large lobsters fighting over a 
fish, while a huge crab is clambering up the 
side of the mass of rock and shells which 
forms the base of the group, and another 
lobster lies half hidden in a crevice in the 
rock. 

The composition of the group displays 
much artistic taste, and the result can be 
compared with nothing short of some of the 
finest Japanese bronzes. 

This is the first time that a bronze cast- 
ing from nature has been made so large or 
so complicated in design. : 

Something of the patience and skill re- 
quired to produce such a work may be 
imagined when it is considered that in pro- 
ducing the mold hundreds of pieces had to 
be made for the bodies, feet, and claws of 
the crustaceans, and the forms of the fish, 
shells, and rocks, and yet none of the details 
have been lost, not even in the long slender 
** feelers ’’ of the lobsters. 

The preparation of the mold required tho 
labor of Mr. Chenegros for nearly two 
months, an early an equal length was re- 
quired for the*finishing of the group by Mr. 
Kapp, who is an expert chiseler.

Various 
n singers who have appeared in 
London have done much to bring these to 
the notice of the British public, but they 
still fail to gain any standing. Some of the 
best and the worst songs in the world are 
composed and sung in England, but that is 


. no reason why there is\not plenty of room 


for the American songs. 

The method of introducing songs in Lon- 
don is, while perhaps not conservative, still 
according to good business methods. The 
publication of a song by one of the best 
composers is advertised widely, and often 
the best singers are retained to bring it out 
at their recitals. If they are not especially 


- engaged, but soon adopt a song voluntarily, 


this fact is made known in various ways, 


* chiefly through the papers and the music

itself. Almost every English song of the 
best class published bears at the top the 
statement that it is sung by Mme, Albani, 
Miss Ella Russell, Mr. Edward Lloyd, Mr. 
David Bispham, Mr. Plunket Greene, or any 
other of the many singers who make fre- 
quent appearances during the London sea- 


son. 
Then the fact is stated plainly in news- 
papers that at the Monday Ballad Concert 
Mr. Edward Lloyd, for instance, will sing 
a certain song, and the name of the pub- 
lisher is added. If the singer be one whose 
musical standards are unquestioned the ex- 
cellent effect of this method is clearly seen. 
Were the English opposed to songs by 
contemporaneous writers and only content- 
ed with music that has become classic 
through much use, the reason for the ex- 
clusion of American songs would be more 
_ apparent. But the best vocal music in En- 
giand is being written now by a number 
of composers who realize the possibility of 
this form of musical expression, and who, 
at the same time, are setting a high standard 
of dignity and strength in song writing 
which has been lackiag in many English 
songs. What is known as the English 
“drawing-room ballad” is a terrible thing 
from the artistic standpoint, the most pro- 
nounced characteristic being any lack of 
reason and intelligence in the words and 
extreme trashiness in the music. The pres- 
ent composers are turning their attention 
more to resetting of old ballads and seeking 
for striking words among the poets of the 
sixteenth and seventeenth centuries. The ef- 
fect of this is a certain picturesquenesss and 
dramatic value in their songs. 
- But still there is no marked tendency to 
accord recognition to American composers. 
The songs by MacDowell are sung all over 
this country wherever good music is known, 
and several songs by Ethelbert Nevin have 
become almost classics. These two have 
always stood for the best spirit in song 
composition, especially Mr. MacDowell, who 
. represents what is highest in 
American music. And there are at least 
half a dozen others who are doing the best 
possible kind of work. Ifa few of these men 
were fo get for an English publisher one of 
the more prominent firms and have the ap- 
proval of a great singer at the top of a 
sheet the success of their songs in England 
, might be more definite.

Incorporate the Physicians’ Defense 
Association—Will Oppose Com-<- 
pulisery Vaccination, 


Eclectic physicians of the city have formed 
an organization to fight the doctors of the 
older medical schools on half a dozen issues. 


._The society has just been incorporated 


at Springfield under the name of the Physi- 
cians’ Defense association by Dr. J 
Greer, Dr. George Dutton, and others. It is 
intended to have eclectic and botahic physi- 
cians from all the Stdtes meet here within a 
few weeks and make the association nation- 
al in scope. 

‘**One of the first things we intend to doe,” 
said Dr. Greer, “is to try and kill several 
bills which have been introduced at Spring- 
field and some of which are intended for 
blackmailing purposes only. We will de- 
fend the right of genuine physicians to ad- 
vertise. We will fight compulsory vaccina- 
tion and the use of antitoxin. 

“The association will also protect physi- 
cians against suits for damages for malprac- 
tice.

We will take a 
hand at once in the fight against the Ma- 
honey compulsory vaccination bill now pend- 
ing in the State Legislature.”

Georgia’s Crop of Colonels. 

Atlanta, Ga., May 23.—Georgia has never 
suffered from a lack of Colonels, but at no 
time in its history has the Colonel market 
been so well stocked as it is today. During 
the last week Governor Atkinson has made 
appointments to places on his staff which 
give him a whole regiment of Colonels, very 
few of whom have ever seen military service, 
but all of whom look very handsome in the 
gorgeous uniform which goes with their 
official places.

Another Airship Building in California 


San Francisco, Cal., May 23.—At Grand 
Island, on the Sacramento River, an airship 
is now bullding with gasoline as motive pow- 
er, the propelling and steering to be done by 
strong aluminium propellers, The machine 
is building by the-Sweany- Davenport com- 
pany. The ship will be 125 feet long and the 
car will be 47% feet from the top of the 
The width will be 37% feet from 
tip to tip of thé propellers. The machine 
consists of an elliptical, gas-filled cylinder 
with two propellers, one on each side of the 
cylinder. It is steered entfrely by the pro- 
pellers. The cylinder is made non-collapsa- 
ble by bicycle tubing running lengthwise 
with it, and underneath it is a small com- 
pensating cylinder into which the hydrogen 
gas escapes when the gas expands, and re- 
turns again into the cylinder when the 
machine nears the earth. The promoters 
expect to make a trial trip next month. They 
will sai} over this city. If the machine isa 
success they propose to cross the continent 
in it. As no gas is lost they will not have to. 
stop to generate gas,

Pathetic are the circumstances surround- 
ing General Don Carlos Buell, who is spend- 
ing the last days of his life in poverty and 
seclusion at Paradise, Ky. General Buell 
was at West Point away back in 1837, and 
served in the Mexican war. He has always 
claimed that injustice was done him by 
Secretary Stanton, and he resigned from the 
regular army and as Colonel of volunteers 
May 23, 1864. 

He has never been restored to rank, al- 
though an effort has been made to have it 
done by act of Congress, and, although a 
brave officer, he can get no relief. He had 
a position in the Treasury Department, at 
Louisville, under President Cleveland, and 
now, at the age of nearly §0, when he 
should have not only honors but comfortable 
living, he is ending his days in poverty and 
obscurity in a small Southern town. 

The great service which General Buell per- 
formed was the organization of the Army of 
the Cumberland. This has ever been recog- 
nized by military men as @ great achieve- 

ent. 

" nell was a graduate from West Point, of 
the class of 1841. He was a _ stubborn, 
“twisty ” fellow, all muscle and determina- 
on. 
“The cadet mess hall at that time was on 
two floors.

“The power which Buell put into the stroke 
of his saber was famous in the army. An in- 
cident bearing on this was related at the 
time of the assault on the Telegraph Heights 
at the battle of Cerro Gordo, Mexico. 

‘As Buell was climbing the breastworks he 
faced a Mexican infantry soldier, who was in 
the act of firing at him. Buell struck vio- 
lentiy. The-soldier ducked his head and re- 
ceived the blow in the back,‘ along the spinal 
‘olumn. The blow a tually took out a sec- 
tion of the man’s ribs, exposing his lungs 
from the back. General N. J. T. Dana saw 
the man, who died the next day.

“I never saw a commander behave bet- 
ter under trying circumstances on the field 
than did General Rosecrans at Stone 
River,”’ said General David 8. Stanley. 
“* McCook broke, and the men were falling 
back, and it looked like an utter rout. Sud- 
denly Rosecrans appeared and rode along 
the line and began to talk to the men as 
en he were talking to workmen in a 
field. 

‘“* Keep cool, men!’ he kept exclaiming. 
*Shoot low. Don’t shoot over their heads. 
Aim low; aim at their ankles, and your bul- 
lets will take care of themselves.’ 

“It had a wonderful effect. About the 
only man Rosecrans ever quarreled with 
was Stanton. He quarreled with Stanton, 
and Stanton was bound to break him, but 
he never got the chancé till after Chicka- 


mauga.”’

General J. M. Schofield is too well known to 
need any notice here. I asked General 


bravely through the Mexican war and with 
equal distinction in the rebellion, lives in 
Dayton, O. 

One of the best known figures in Wash- 
ington is General Horatio C. Wright. He 
is now nearly 80 years old, and is passing 
a comfortable old age. *He is a man who be- 
came a Major General in spite of the Senate. 
He was appointed Major General of volun- 
teers in 1862, and the appointment was re- 
jected by the Senate and he became a Brig- 
adier General. 

But in 1864, when Early came raiding down 
on Washington, General Wright was put in 
command and repulsed Early at Brightwood 
and he retired that night. Then General 
Wright was made a Major General without 
any difficulty. 

With the exception of Edwin M. Stanton, 
General Wright is probably the only dp- 
pointee of President Lincoln who ever or 
dered the President around. 

There is a good story about it. Here it 
is: ; 

Early’s descent on Washington created 
great public excitement. As a matter of 
fact, when he began to sweep down the 
Potomac Washington was unprepared. It 
was the most threatening gesture the Con- 
federacy could make to offset Grant’s steady 
pounding away toward Richmond. Forces 
were hastily assembled and General Wright 
was put in command. 

There was a.sharp brush with Early and 
the President was on hand to see the fight. 
He accompanied General Wright, and when 
he saw General Wright mount a redoubt 
promptly mounted, too. The bullets were 
whistling thick and General Wright said: 

‘‘Mr. President, this is a dangerous posil- 
tion for you, sir.”’ 


‘* No more dangerous for me than for you, 


General,”’ replied the President. 

And the President remained. Soon an as- 
sistant surgeon who was beside the Presi- 
dent was struck and tumbled to the ground. 
Then General Wright asserted himself. 

‘‘Mr. President,’’ said he, * with all the 
deference due your position I wish to say 
that 1 am in command here and you must 
get down.” 

-And taking the President by the shoulder 
General Wright forced Mr. Lincoln to a 
point of safety, the President in the mean- 


time laughingly protesting.

The bitter disappointment, 
the crushing chagrin of defeat had to be 
lived down. } 

Some of them are business-men in cities 
of the North. One of them isa Judge on the 
New York bench. Some are in the Senate 
of the United States. Some are in the House 
of Representatives. Not long ago some were 
in the Cabinet of the President of the 
United States. Every Southern State has 
had its Governor from among the Southern 
Generals, and some of the Southern Generals 
have had high office at the hands of the Re- 
publican party. :

Opportunism of Pope Leo XIIL Fur- 
nishes the Vitality and Force of the 


Catholicism of the Present Day— 


Scandals in the French Repablic 
and Their Effect Upon the Philoso- 
phy of Government—Argues for 
Sanity and Clearness in Literatare. 


RTICLES which are reprinted from 

a: magazine or daily paper can hardly 

fail to be somewhat inconsequent 

and of unequal merit, and those which 

appear under the title of ‘* Nouvelle 
campagne,” by Emile Zola, are no exception 
to the rule. Nevertheless, those who only 
know M. Zola as a novelist will find in this 
collection of short essays abundant proof 
that the French King of realists is a man 
of considerable philosophic understanding 
and unsuspected versatility. A few of these 
articles afe nothing more than stale out- 
-. pourings in defense of his much assailed po- 
=<*gition tn the world of letters; but there are 
one or two which appear to break new 
ground and which possess the best char- 
acteristics: of the essay: unity of thought, 
brevity, and clearness. 

First of all as to the opportunism of Leo 
XIII., M. Zola has evidently made use of his 
study of Rome to give the public something 
in the way of an aftermath to his great 
novel. And what struck him chiefly about 
the city of the seven hills in its religious 
aspect was the extraordinary peacefulness 
which was in strong contrast with the 
polemic attitude of the high ‘church dig- 
’ nitaries of France. There is, in fact, some- 
thing of oriental permanence and impas- 
fiveness about the pontificate in its head- 
quarters which is utterly remote from the 
bustle of Western civilization, and the 
visitor in Rome is likely at first to look upon 
the Papal power asa relic of the past. And 
* yet there can be no doubt that the very vital- 
ity of Roman Catholicism at the present day 
is due to the calm equanimity with which 
Leo XIII. has looked out upon the troubled 
waters of modern thought from his rock 
of vantage, never for a moment descending 
himself into the vortex, but ready always 
to. save and. bring into the Roman haven of 
rest all those who have been stranded in 
the storm. 

Liberality in the Church. 


Roman Catholicism, ever since the Ref- 
ormation, has owed much of its strength to 
its broad capacity for embracing all shades 
of belief*just as Brahaminism in india has 

. lived and flourished by the same ingulfing 
process. And now that the new world 
has become so potent a factor in determin- 
ing the future of the different branches of 
religion, the opportunism of the reigning 
Pope has béen exhibited in a new and—to M. 
Zola—a rath startling way.. It is quite 
clear to his mind that what is good for Amer- 
ica is not deemed good for France or even 
Italy. In other words, Leo XIII., under- 
standing the danger of trying to impose too 
strict an authority upon the democratic 
church of the United States, has allowed a 
certain freedom of thought in this country, 
which neither he nor his Cardinals would 
ever tolerate in France. This difference in at- 
titude has lately impressed itself upon M. 
Zola and other thinkers through the me- 
dium of Abbé Charbonnel, who has been at 
the head of the movement to institute a con- 
gress of religions at the Paris Exposition of 
1900 in imitation of a similar congress held 
at the World’s Fair in Chicago. Contrary 
to expectations, the Pope has held out stren- 
uously against such a congress in Paris, in 
spite of the fact that the scheme was at- 
tended by excellent results in this country. 
And the reason for his oppbdsition to M. 
Charbonnel is simply that he recognizes his 
power in the one case and his impotence in 
the other. 

In_ this tolerance or opportunism, which- 
ever he may prefer to call it, M. Zola rightly 
recognizes the main strength at the present 
day of the Roman Catholic Church; but he 
might well have gone farther and stated the 
broader fact that opportunism is absolutely 
essential to the leaders of any branch of the 
Christian religion, if that religion is to out- 
live the next hundred years. If he lived 
in this country the French novelist might 
have been able to observe that the Roman 
Catholics are not the only churchmen who are 
opening their doors wider every day to en- 
tice in recalcitrants of every description. It 
is quite impossible to listen to the average 
sermon without recognizing the fact that 
what is considered orthodox belief today 
would have been decided as rank heresy 
yesterday. But that is not all. It is not 
merely that-forms and ceremonies have been 
less insisted upon. That is only a small 
matter. What is far more important is the 
constant tendency to so widen the bounds of 
Christian delief that it is almost impossible 
to distinguish now between the teachings 
of Christ and the doctrines of Aristotle, ahd 
@ man who only a short time ago would 
have been considered a Pagan or an atheist 
may now be a prominent member of a 
Protestant church. 

No one can blame the leaders of the dif- 
ferent churches for taking the only course 
witich is possible at the present time, if the 
church is to be Rept alive at all, butitisa 
great question how far this opportunism 
can go with out undermining religion alto- 
gether. M. Zola attributes to it the vitality 
of Roman Catholicism under Leo XIII... and 
he sees only that side of the question. If 
‘he could listen to the professions of many 
so-called Christian preachers on this side 
of thé;water, he might begin to think that 
the tehdency to draw every one /Jnto thé fold 
of Christianity must end in making Chris- 
tlanity nothing more than a nebulous senti- 
ment, a name with a tradition behind it and 
no future before it. 

Arraigns French Political Scandais. 
- In discussing the virtue of the republic 

M. Zola brings a certain dry light to bear 
upon the b@rning question of the day in 
France which is excéedingly timely. The 
terrible scandals which have been brought 
before the public gaze in the last few years 
have done much to create a monarchical 

rty in France, which is opposed to repub- 
ican forms of government on the ground 
that republicanism is almost synonymous 

with corruption. The danger which is 
threatening popular government in the 
country of revolutions has of late assumed 
considerable proportions, and it has been 
caused in the first place, as M. Zola points

— with it. 


out, by the founders of the republic itself. 
They worshiped the fetich of a name, like 
all short-sighted popular mobs, and they - 
believed that there Was some supernatural 
power in certain outward forms of popular 
government which could in a moment revo- 
lutionize human nature and bring about a 
millennium. They are beginning to find 
out now that a-netion retains its vices and 
its virtues wheth_r it is dominated by an 
Emperor, a King, or a Parliament, and con- 
sequently there is a strong reaction against 
the party that promised a new life and has 
given nothing but a vulgarized version of 
the old. 

Let us look the facts boldly in the face, 
says Zola, with his constant desire for clear- 
ness and truth, and we will come to the 
conclusion that men are naturally vicious 
and are only -saved by education from the 
worst forms of wickedness. Consequently 
we may be perfectly certain that there were 
just as many cases of embezzlement by 
public officials under the second empire as 
there have been since under the republic. 
There is this difference, however: A King 
or an Emperor quickly causes the details 
of such misdemeanors to be hushed up. 
Nowadays the press talks about them with 
most unnecessary verbosity, and all the 
dirty linen of government officials is washed 
in public instead of in_private. It is, how- 
ever, undoubtedly true that the older and 
more aristocratic governments had a more 
respectable way of committing their crimes, 
so that, although the wrong done might be 
quite as great, the shock to public morals 
and public taste was by no means 80 severe. 
The modern politician of republican coun- 
tries is often a man devoid of education and 
refinement, who has no conception of the 
proper way to sin, if he must needs sin at 
all. Consequently the details of a swindle 
on the part of government officials are often 
most obnoxious at present, partly because 
of the unnecessary publicity of the whole 
matter and partly because of the indecent 
methods of the delinquents. Then, again, 
success is a great palliator of crime. It is 
probable that the Suez Canal was con- 
structed with just as muéh corruption as 
the half-finished canal of>+Panama. The 
only difference was that the first was suc- 
cessful and the second was a failure. 


Changing Ideas of Political Abuses. 

It is an old and unfortunate truth, but 
one which we may as well recognize now as 
at any other time, that politicians are like 
all other men, prone to error. We dislike 
the sound of the assertion, but we all ad- 
mit its truth to our own understandings. 
As Goethe has remarked in a rather differ- 
ent connection: ‘‘ Chaste ears refuse to 
hear what chaste hearts cannot deny them- 
selves.”’ Nepotism has always been con- 
sidered natural and proper in Kings and 
Princes, but it is regarded with horror in 
a republic. Bribery was a_ respectable 
trade 100 years ago in England; in the 
republics of today it is far less rife, but 
far more stronWigly denounced. It is not 
republicanism which is at fault, but those 
foolish reformers who promised much in 
the name of republicanism, which only cen- 
turies of education could possibly bring 
about. 

Champions Sanity in Literature. 

There is one other essay in the book which 
is worthy of special mention because it deals 
a blow in a cause which M. Zola has bravely 
championed for many years—the cause of 
clearness, sanity, and truth, as opposed to 
the mysticism, insanity, and absurdity of 
the young decadents of Paris. In the pres- 
ent instance M. Zola takes as his text the 
ridiculous legend which has begun to grow 
up about the memory of Paul Verlaine. The 
young men who worshipped at the shrine of 
this departed genius talk of him now asa 
great master and martyr, one who lived 
apart from the world, Solitary and misun- 
derstood, but always great. As a matter of 
dry fact, Paul Verlaine was misunderstood 
whenever he grew maudlin and mystical he 
was great only when he appealed directly 
to mankind, and not when he endeavored 
to shun his fellow-creatures; nor was he 
totally opposed to the fame f this world 
or the present honors which success brings 
He failed to reach the summit of his 
ambition simply because he was morally 
weak. It was vulgar dissipation and not the 
ignorance of his readers which ruined his 
best work. And if the truth must be told, it 
was his immorality which appealed most 
strongly to the young literary world of 
Paris. The remonstrance of M. Zola with 
these young men is clear and to the poirt. 
“The writers that you choose as masters,” 
he tells them, “‘are simply failures. The 
more they are foolish and incompetent the 
more you admire them. It is one thing to 
stand up for the mute, inglorious Miltons of 
literature, but it is another thing to take 
them as your idols, not because they are 
Miltons, but because they are mute and in- 
glorious.”” And, after all, what is this 
boasted symbolism but an inability to ex- 
press ideas? The really great men of litera- 
ture, the Goethes, the Victor Hugos, the 
Brownings, and the Ibsens, all may have 
been symbolists in the best sense of .the 
word, but their message is clear and dis- 
tinct; they speak to the world, they do not 
shun it. These modern symbolists have ab-. 
solutely no message whatever, and they 
make up for a lack of imagination by a total 
incoherence of expression. They, of course, 
argue in turn that it requires no imagina- 
tion to deal realistically, as Zola does, with 
the problems of the day, for imagination 
with them, as with a great many others, 
seems to imply obscurity. They should re- 
member how Ruskin compares the imagina- 
tive power of Dante and of Milton. Dante 
sees everything distinctly in his “ Inferno,” 
the lines are drawn with mathematical ac- 
curacy, the breadth of a wall is compared 
with the wall at Ghent—two feet, or there- 
abouts—no detail is forgotten. With Milton 
everything is indistinct, even the figure of 


| Satan himself looms out vast but obscure 


in the darkness. Who, then, has the greater 
imagination? Many would say Milton at 
first sight, but a moment’s thought on the 
subject will confirm Ruskin’s view that in 
reality Dante’s imagination was far more 
vivid. And soitis with Zola. He sees clear- 
ly because he has the power to imagine 
things as they are. 


Decadent Symbolist Lacks Insight. 

The decadent symbolist has neither great 
wit nor great insight, and so he wraps up 
his small thoughts in a vapory cloud and 
leaves a few devoted disciples the task of 
unravelling the mystery. Clearness is the 
first requisite with Zola and then ‘Work. 
To all would-be authors he gives the same 
advice; work hard to swallow criticism like 
medicine. How true this view of the case 
is may be seen by glancing at the achieve- 
ments of the great novelist as compared 
with the puny efforts of the men who sneer 
at him for his prosaic tendencies. Zola has 


written at least one great book in the 
** Debacle’ and many which will live after 
him, because they are the result of solid 
work. He has in a word added something 
to the vast building of literature. But who 
in twenty years will read “ Baudelaire ”’ 
and “ Mallarme,” except to wonder at the 
nonsense which once passed muster for 
poetry? Verlaine will live because he had 
in him something of the divine aMiatus, but 
he will be condemned for the very failures 
on which his disciples base his chief claim 
to glory. The time has almost come now 
when a return to sanity may be hailed with 
delight. Two years ago one of the best 
known of the decadents remarked with 
blatant conceit that the nineteenth century 
would hereafter bear his name as its chief 
characteristic. Today his release from 
confinement hardly excites a momentary 
curiosity. There could not be a strongér 
confirmation of Zola’s contention that the 
much advertised decadent youth of Paris 
does not even represent all the youth of 
today, and certainly not all the thought. W.

Branding *Female Seals. 

San Francisco, Cal., May 23.—Dr. David 
Starr Jordan, who will be the American 
scientific representative at the Pribylov 
Islands this summer, says that as the British 
government has not come to satisfactory 
terms with the United States for the protec- 
tion of fur seals in Bering Sea the United 
States wift-besin this summer, through the 
Fur Seal Co ission, the work of branding 
the female seals on the Pribylov Islands, 
This will. spoil the skins of branded seals, 
and so stop pelagic sealing by making it 
unprofitable. One of Dr. Jordan’s assist- 
ants, Elmer Farmer, expert electrician, has 
invented an electrical machine for branding 
seals, and if it proves satisfactory it will do 
a great deal toward settling the seal ques- 
tion. There is a possibility that the female 
seals may be corralled on one of the islands 
during the sealing season. This will neces- 
sitate building about two ‘miles of board 
fence, and it is not certain yet whether lum- 


ber can be procured, It will be done if pos- 


sible.

HOW CALIFORNIA LOOKS AT IT. 


Its View of the Question of Forest Res- 
ervations and President McK in- 
ley’s Attitude Thereon, 


California will be greatly benefited by the 


reservations within her borders, and tha 


valleys, which with it blossom in the fair- | 
est orchards and without it are desert 

wastes. The other new reservation—the 

Stanislaus—extends over some six town- 

ships along the summits of the Sierras. 

Like the San Jacinto, the forests are with- 

out value as timber, but such as they are 

they protect the innumerable small lakes 

and alpine meadows which feed the many 

streams which head fn that region and send 

their waters both east and west. California 

welcomes these extensions of the forest do- 

main. Its mountainous character makes it 
a State of torrential streams, whose de- 
structive forces have already been too much 
enhanced by the denudation of the natural 
timber covering on mountain flanks, per- 
mitting the rapid melting of winter snows 
and the consequent freshets, followed by 
long rainless seasons, when streams almost 
wholly disappear. The streams which head 
in the Yosemite Valley have been gradually 
falling for years, largely from the reckless 
destruction of timber which protects the 
sources of the Merced River. 

The opposition we have noted in other 
States may be regarded as wholly inspired 
by timber and mining rings, whose mem- 
bers care for nothing but the temporary 
profits they may acquire from the public 
lands. The real and permanent interests of 
the people—not only in the West, but as far 
east as-the Mississippi Valley—are in the 
scientific conservation of the forests. The 
older countries of -Europe have gained by 
experience the knowledge which prompts 
them carefully to protect existing forests 
and continually to increase them by plant- 
ing new growths under the supervision of 
forestry commissions. We are learning the 
same lesson. The Legislature of New York 
is now engaged in appropriating $1,000,000 


One of the things that impressed me most 
at Worth’s was the vast amount of narrow | 
black velvet trimming.

Gowns in the Parks. 

The first gown is of silk, plain and figured 
taffeta. of a heavy glistening quality, the 
plajm silk being a dull heliotrope and the 
figured having the ground color of brown 
with heliotrope flowers. The skirt is oddly 
fashioned, having a figured silk laid over 
the plain in a curved piece, the edge being 
finished by a large fold of plain heliotrope 
silk, with two great softly tied bows of the 
same bound about the edges with the brown 
silk. The skirt is not full, but it is cut to 
float gracefully. : 

The bodice is in blouse effect, with a vest 
of plain heliotrope silk let into the figured 
body with two large bows for finish, match- 
ing those of the skirt.

The outer costume is of plain foulard and 
lace, with contrasting belt and stock and 
trimmings of narrow black velvet ribbon. 
The foulard is a rich olive green, the lace 
coffee-colored, and the belt and stock of pur- 
ple satin. 

The skirt is made free from an under one 
of purple taffeta, and is cut out in front over 
a panel of the lace, two straps of the silk 
crossing ft, and all the edges being finished 
by the narrow black velvet ribbons. 

The bodice is slightly bloused and has a vest 
of the lace barred across like the skirt. The 
sleeves are tight to the arms nearly to the 
shoulder, where a small puff finishes them. 
There are two bands of the lace about them 
and frills of coffee-colored gauze fall over 
the hands. . 

The hat is a jaunty affair of purple straw, 
‘glossy and smooth. It is turned up at the 
side back and elaborately trimmed with 
masses and masses of purple taffeta rosettes 
crushed closely together. 


Simple but Smart. 

The two gowns represented in a Paris gar- 
den are exquisitely simple and smart, the 
lower one being sun plaited after the pet 
fashion of the hour. It ts of thin wool velil- 
ing, in a delicate shade of old rose, made over 
black taffeta and set off with belt and stock 
of black taffeta, with black tulle finishings 
at throat and wrists. 

The sun plaiting is set on the skirt a few 
inches below the belt, in yoke fashion, and 
hangs free from the underskirt. 

The bodice has a plaited body and Is per- 
fectly plain. The tight sleeves have a little 
fullness at the top, and the stock is very high 
and close, with a very large ruche of black 
tulle. | 

The hat is of sunburned straw with a 
curved brim. It is trimmed with pure white 
taffeta silk, the crowh ‘having a standing 
ruche of it, with a mass of bows and ends 
at one side. ; 

The other gown is of clear white foulard, 
| trimmed with small puffs of yellow gauze 
set on between the narrowest lines of black 
velvet ribbon. These ruches trim the skirt 
at intervals, and the bodice, which is a 
blouse, has many of them running up and 
down, giving it a beautiful, fluffy effect in 
soft yellow. A little bolero effect is gained 
by three frills of white silk set on in the form 
of a round bolero. The stock and belt are 
of black taffeta silk, and the wrist frills and 
throat ruche are of the yellow gauze. 

The hat is a stunning affair of fine buff 
milan straw, heaped with large black ostrich 
plumes, its only trimming. 

In the remaining illustration is shown two 
costumes that are chic to a degree, one being 
of canvas and the other of plain taffeta silk. 

Canvas Gown Described. 

The canvas gown is open work in design, 
and is of dull blue, like a French soldier’s 
coat, made over red taffeta, which glints 
through effectively.

State is fortunate in having Representatives 
at Washington at this time who recognize 
their value.

Scanty forests of stunted conifers 
exist in some cafions on the side toward 
the ocean, on the more elevated slopes, and 
in the high valleys.  :

LADY BURTON’S ODD ‘LIFE 


STORY OF THE CAREER OF NOTED 
ENGLISH TRAVELER'S WIFE. 


Volume Has a Special Interest, Since It 
Refutes Unjust Attacks Made Upon 
Her by Her Husband’s Niece—Jean- 
nette Gilder Proneunces It an In- 
teresting Story of an Interesting 
Woman—Graphic Description of 
Social Conditions in the Orient. 


N the course of a few days Messrs. Dodd, 

Mead & Co. will publish ‘‘ The Romance 
of Isabella, Lady Burton, the Story of 
Her Life,’* told in part by herseif and in 
part by W. H. Wilkins. Lady Burton 
began her biography @ few months before 
she died, but made little progress in it. Mr. 
Wilkins had completed it from her diaries 
and letters. Lady Burton's life was 80 
bound up with that of her husband that it 
is hard to disentangle one from the other. 
She was certainly a remarkable woman, and 
I am quite ready to believe with this writer 
that ‘“‘ her personality was as picturesque, 
her individuality as unique, and—allowing 
for her sex—her life as full and varied as 
his.”’ 
Mr. Wilkins denies that “ The True Life 
of Captain Sir Richard F. Burton,’’ written 
by his: niece, Miss Georgiana M.. Stisted, 
was issued ‘‘ with the authority and consent 
of the Burton family.’ This book con- 
tained a number of cruel and unjust charges 
against Lady Burton which her biographer 
thinks were rendered worse by the fact that 
they were not made until she was dead and 
could not defend herself. I do not -believe 
the book: had the effect that it was in- 
tended to have. It was so evidently an at- 
tack and so entirely one-sided that it gained 
sympathy for Lady Burton. 
There is not a great deal that is new in 
these two volumes, but there fs a great deal 
that is interesting. In her story ofthe life 
of her husband Lady Burton has told us 
much that we find here. Her account of 
her meeting with Sir Richard and their 
courtship is: the same as in her volume on 
him. A little fuller, perhaps, but virtually 
the same. 

As is well known, Lady Burton followed her 

husbard wherever he went, no matter what 

were the dangers inthe road. They had no 
children, so she was unincumbered and per- 
fectly free to follow him about. She seems 
to have been helped by a sense of humor 
which came to her rescue in her darkest 
hours. When Sir Richard was the English 
Consul at Damascus, she was left more or 
less alone, for he had to go off on short ex- 
peditions on which she could not possibly 
accompany him. So she was left much to 
the companionship of her animals, and she 
had a curious collection of them. Not only 

did she have horses and dogs, but she had 

a snow-white donkey, a Persian cat, a Bt. 

Bernard dog, two brindle bull terriers, two of 

the Yarborough breed, a Kurdish pup, three 

goats, a pet lamb, and a leopard, which lat- 
ter became “‘ the idol of the house.”” Besides 
the animals she had a henyard which was 
stocked with all kinds of fowl, turkeys, 
geese, ducks, and guinea fowls, while on the 
roof of her house was a collection of pigeons. 

‘‘Then,”’ she writes, “ Il added to my family 

also from time to time half famished dogs 

which I rescued from the streets, or ill- 

treated and broken-down donkeys which I 

purchased from some cruel masters.”” When 

she first came to Damascus she found that 
the animals shied at her. 
that they had been accustomed to an En- 
glish woman,” she says, “at close: quar- 
ters. My sides often ached with laughing. 

Fancy being so queer that animals take 

fright at one.”’ 

Customs in the East. 

To while away the time Lady Burton fol- 
lowed the habit of the native Indies and 
smoked narghileh. She had a most beau- 
tiful collection of these pipes. ‘‘I used to 
order mine to be of dark chocolate and gold, 
and to measure from four to six yards in 
length, and I never had less than twelve 
narghilehs in the house at once, one of 
which I kept for my own particular smok- 
ing, and a silver mouthpiece which I keptin_ 
my pocket when visiting.’ - One of the most 
realistic descriptions in this book is of the 
Hammam or Turkish bath, which is a feat- 
ure of Damascus and was ore of her favor- 
ite haunts. “I first went tothe Hammam,” 
ghe writes, ‘‘ out of curiosity, and I was 
warmly welcomed by the native women, 
and I was rather shocked. They squatted 
raked on the floor. . . . Their skins are 
like parchment and baggy. Their heads are 
as bald as billiard balls. What little hair 
they have Is dyed an orange red with henna. 
They look like the witches in *‘ Macbeth,’ 
or at least as though they. had been cailed 
up from out of the lower regions. They sit 
chatting with little bundles of sweets and 
narghileh before them An average En: 
glish woman would look like a houri amongst 
them; but their customs were beastly, to 
choose the mildest term. : ~. 

‘‘ After you have been thoroughly bathed 

in the usual way of Turkish bathhouses, 

they give you iced sherbet and tie toweis 
dipped in cold water about your head, which 
prevents fainting and makes you perspire; 
they scrape your feet with pumice stone 
and move you back through all the rooms 
gradually, douching you with water and 
shampooing you with towels. You now re- 
turn to the large hall where you first un- 
dressed, wrapped in warm shawls, and re- 
clining onadivan. The place is all filled with 
flowers, incense is burned around, a cup of 
hot coffee is handed you, and a narghileh is 
placed in your mouth. A woman advances 
and Kkneads you as though you were bread, 
until you fall asleep under’the process as 
though you were mesmerized. When you 
wake up you find music and dancing, the 
girls chasing one another and eating sweet- 
meats, enjoying all sorts of fun.’””’ Moslem 
women go through more than this, for they 
have their hair hennaed and their eyebrows 
plucked, and, if they are so disposed, they 
can have their hands and feet hennaed or 
be tatooed. The whole operation takes 
about four hours. 7 
Life in the Harem. 

Lady Bur‘:n often spent an evening in 
the harems ai 1 found them pleasant, only at 
first the wutmeo asked her such a Jot of in- 
convenient questions that she became quite 
confused. One of the first harems she vis- 
ited in Damascus was that of the famous 
Abdel Kadir, which, of course, was the’ best 
ofthe class. He had five wivas, one of whom 
was quite pretty. ‘I asked,” says Lady 
Burton, “‘how they could bear to live to- 
gether and pet each other’s children. I told 
them that in England if a woman thought 
her husband had another wife or mistress 
she would be ready to kill her and strangle 
the children if they were not herown. They 
all laughed heartily at me and 
think it a great joke.” 

In describing her trip through the desert 
to Palmyra in company with her. husband 
Lady Burton met the wife of Omar Beg, who 
was the daughter of the well-known German 
savant, Herr Mordtmannp.

UNUSUAL DISPLAY OF ZEAL IN mys. 
SIONARY WORK JUST Now. 


Thirteen Hundred of the Elders Said 
to Be Engaged in the Work of Car. 
rying the Doctrines to Other Lands 
~—Tfen Thoesand Converts Claimed 
for Last Year—Causes of the Great 
Activity at Present—Successful in 
Sweden and Holland. 


ALT LAKE CITY, Utah, May 26.— 
Thirteen hundred Mormon elders are 
engaged in missionary work beyond 
the boundaries of Utah. It is the 
boast of the Mormons that no other 

church organization can show similar activ 
ity, and that in no other church organization 
. ean such zeal be found. These Mormon eld- 
- ers are not working in comfortable sur- 
roundings, aided and supported by a mijs- 
sionary fund. They generally work in inhos- 
pitable regions, ‘“‘ without purse or scrip," 
supported only by their faith. 

[It is part of the teaching of a Mormon that 
he must stand ready to respond to the call 
_ of the church and go unquestioning wherever 
he may be sent. To disobey is to become 


_ ostracised. Nearly all the educated Mor-. 


mons who have arrived at middle age have 
done work in missionary flekds somewhere 
in this country or across the seas. The 
brightest young men are sent out to preach 
‘the gospel as the Saints believe it, and few 
refuse to obey when ordered away. 

Last fall, during the excitement of the 
State elections, when the question of select- 
ing a United States Senator was causing no 
little trouble within the Mormon Church, 
a prominent young Mormon who was boldly 
advocating the cause of Moses Thatcher, 
regentiy deposed from the church for in- 
. subordination, received an order to proceed. 
forthwith to Seotland to do missionary work. 
Loath as he was to leave, he knew that it 
would never do to decline. Another yotng 
* Mormon of one of the leading families of the 
ehurch showed evidences that he was think- 
ing strongly of taking to wife a young Gen- 
tile. He received orders to proceed to the 
Sandwich Islands to aid the elders already 
there, and if his Gentile lady love wants to 


'- marry him she must wait two years until 


his mission has been. completed. It is by 


> this method of sending missionaries out into 


the world that the leaders of the Mormon 
Church hope to hold their people true to the 
doctfies as taught by Joseph Smith. No 
matter where the Mormon settlement may 
be located, whether in Utah or in some out- 
lying territory in the mountain region, from 
British America to Mexico; this call of the 
church is ah imperative one, always to be 
expected and never to be declined. There 
are times when a Mormon thus called y 
be able to set up a plea so strong that 
order to go forth may be delayed, but it is 
geldom, if ever, recalled when once issucd. 


Educated in the Faith. 
In order that a Mormon may be prepared 
for his work as missionary he must be well 
pformed upon the doctrines and covenants 
of the church. No other body of religious 
people, probably, is so well drilled in doc- 
trines and rules as are the Mormons. From 
earliest infancy they are instructed in the 
articles of faith, and are required to memor- 
ize the rules and doctrines of the church, 
until every Mormon is a, walking encyclo- 
pedia of church history and the revelations 
of their prophet. In their regular services 
at home every man is required to take a part 
in public worship until he becomes a speaker 
able to stand and talk without embarrass- 
ment. In their Sunday-schools the children 
ate required to give recitations, commit to 
memory certain writings of church authori- 
gies, and read and reread from the books of 
the church until they are thoroughly ground- 
ed in the faith and are able to expound it 
to the Gentile world. ‘ 

In- explanation of the present activity of 
the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saints in mission work they say that at no 
previous time in the history of Mormonism 
has such a spirit of toleration been shuwn

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HE English cartoonist, Harry Furniss, 

when he visited Chicago naturally 

picked out as subjects for his pencil 

the two institutions in 
which the outside world hears most. 
were the Board of Trade, his pictures of 
which appeared in Tue Sunpay Tripune 
last week, and the Stock-Yards. 
life of each appealed to the peculiar talent 
which has made his pictures of the English 
Parliament so effective, and each presented 
characteristics commonly connected with 
the city. 

The Stock-Yards for more than thirty 
years have formed an important feature of 
Chicago's business dealings. From them 
the products are shipped to Boston. New 
York, and countless cther points through 
the country, and as a result they have be- 
come intimately connected with Chicago in 
the minds.of dwellers in other citi@s that 
they have formed the basis for countless 
jokes and-witticisms both in America and 
abroad. The Chicago packer, according to 
European comedies and novels, would seem 
to form the greater part of Chicago's pop- 
ulation. 

For this reason it was quite natural for 
Mr. Furniss to choose the Stock-Yards as 
one.of the places in the city which he would 
most like to visit and equally natural for him 
to make the visit the foundation for a num- 
ber of sketches, which are reproduced in 
THe SUNDAY TRIBUNE today.

Ilowever much the Stock-Yards may have 
lost as a distinguishing feature of the city 
through the growth of other industries and 
the increase of the city’s population, they 
still form one of its mSet distinctive institu- 
tions. They present a s t which can be 
found in no other part of the country and 
take the shape of a city within the greater 
eity about them—a. small but remarkably 
busy. town, with a population approaching 
».000 individuals, with more than twenty 
miles of streets and constructed at a cost of 
millions of dollars. 

Besides the recognized connection with Chi- 
®acothelifeofthe yards presented to the En- 
glish ‘cartoonist a feature particularly suit- 
able for his use. In the humorous portrayal 
of scenes of hurry and activity Mr. Furniss 
is at his best, and for this the rapid work of 
the yards gave him remarkable opportunity. 
The speed with which live cattle are trans- 
formed into the shape of dregs6@ Beef. the 
buying and selling during thé bitsfiess hours, 
the continual transfer of stocks of various 
kinds from car to pen and from pen to 
Slaughter-house all furnished the chance for 
sketches of that sort. The individuality of 
many classes of persons, from the Western 
cattle dealer to the Eastern commission man, 
gave him equal opportunity to exercise his 
faculty for caricaturing personal traits. 

Mr. Furniss examined the yards and their 
workings. He saw the miles of railroad 
track and sidings upon which during the 


morning hours carioad after carload of liv- 
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ing freight is brought in and during the 
afternoon nearly as many carloads go out. 
He inspected the pens where cattle, sheep, 
and hogs waited for a summary end or for 
shipment to other points. He made a tour 
of the slaughter-houses, saw the little pens 
where the cattle are driven in to death, 
watched their executioners on the raised 
footpaths above, and studied the methods 
by which the beef is prepared for market. 
As a result of his visit he has prepared half 
a dozen sketches giving his impressions of 
the people and scenes he saw. 

As might be expetted under the conditions 
the pictures are of a somewhat sanguinary 
nature. About the pens where the cattle are 
slaughtered there is always more or less 
blood, though in the places where the more 
advanced stages of preparing the meat are 
carried on everything is kept scrupulously 
and even remarkably clean. This bloody 
feature of the slaughter-house, Mr. Furniss, 
with the caricaturist’s faculty, has siezed 
upon. His high executioner is a being of 
blood and siaughter. The confusion inci- 
dent to picking out cattle from one of the 
larger pens where several hundred head are 
sometimes confined has also caught his at- 
tention and found expression in a picture of 
a mass of mingled legs and horns. 

The pleasanter features of the yards have 
impressed him in the form of a sketch or 
two of “types’’ selected from among the 
matiy varieties of individuals to be found

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Invented by the Spanish. 


MERICANS who have been in Mexico 
aer enthusiastic over a proposition to 
introduce the «..me of pelota in this 
country. They declare it to be the 
finest game of ball ever played. 

James FP. Portens, now in Cincinnati, is one 
of those who propose to bring the game here. 

Pelota bears an equally close resemblance 
to handball and to racquets, but has cer- 
tain features which are said to make it a 
harder game, or rather a game requiring 
more violent exertion, though probably not 
more skill. Any man familiar with hand- 
ball or racquets will understand at once. 
how pelcta is played, but he would reyuire 
considerable practice before he could take 
part in it. 

The game as played in Mexico and Spain 
is atterded. with more pomp and circum- 
stance than any sport we know. The spec- 
tators sit in boxes of carved stone, and the 
most fashionable and beautiful women are 
to be seen among them. It is a rival of 
bull fighting. In Spair the Queen is often 
present at a first-class game. The Spanish 
are great gamblers, and pelota is thé cause 
of much heavy betting. 

Four men, two on a side, usually take 
part in the game. The court or fronto in 
which the game is played is 180 feet long 
and 40 feet wide... The wall against which 
the ball is struck in serving is 60 feet high. 
The player or pelotaro stands 75 feet from 
the front wall and serves the ball against 
it. One of his @pponents must return the 
ball before it has struck the ground more 
than once. Then all four keep sending it 
to the front wall until some one misses 
it. When the server or his partner misses 
a ball he goes out. When one of his op- 
ponents misses he scores one. The game is 
played for 25 or 30 points. 

Each player wears on his right hand a 
chistefas, a horn-shaped construction of 
wicker. This is about twenty inches long 
‘and four and a half inches wide. It is fas- 


_tened on above the wrist, and curves inward 


like the palm of the hand. It ends ina tip 
with a very sharp curve. This covering 
protects the hand entirely against the im- 
pact of the ball, and enables the player to 
drive it with tremendous force. He can 
send it to the front wall and bring it to the 
back wall, a distance of 180 feet, after one 


bounce only. 

The long chisteras is very useful fin ena- 
bling a man to pick a low ball out of the 
corner or catch one highintheair. By tts 


| aid be is able to get balls which he could 


not reach with his bare hand. Its ‘curved 
point, it is said, moreover, enables him to 
get balls which with a racquet would be 
sent against the side wall and fail to reach 
the front wall. 

A curious feature of the game Is that two 
umpires watch it and prevent the players 
from speaking to one another lest they 
should alter the result in order to profit by 
the betting. . 

The pelota courts are handsomely built of 
stone. The walls against which the ball is 
played are polished.

SOMEWHAT CON TRACTED QUARTERS. | 
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Photographic Studies of 
Lake Michigan Waves. $ 


O THE average Chicago citizen a full 
half of the natural beauty of his city 
is missing. He rides back and forth 
to his business on weekdays by train 
or cable, plays baseball in the parks 

on Saturday afternoons, and rides his wheel 
about the boulevards of a Sunday, all the 
time bemoaning the fact that the Metropolis 
of the West is so flat and lacking in scenic 
advantages. He thinks this is so because 
he neglects the. better half of the natural 
attractions of his city, the one possession 
which in reality puts Chicago well up inthe 
Jist of favored places in the country—Lake 
Michigen. 

inhabitants Sf the West Side are naturally 
not im a position to know much of the lake, 
even if they journey a considerable distance 
across town to viewitscharms. They know, 
indeed, that there is a great body of water 
there, but their idea of it is confined largely 
to a terribly dirty and repulsive mouth of 
a river; a patch of water, walled in with 
long lines of heavy pilings, and a shore cov- 
ered with heaps of evil-smelling garbaze, 
dumped- by the city authorities—in other 
words, to the Lake-Front in the business 
district. North or south of this decidedly 
punattractive portion of the shore of Chi- 
cago they seldom or never go, and all the 
glory of the district where the water is 
clean and tHe waves have a chance to show 


— 
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themselves they never see. And the West 
Side inhabitants are half of Chicago. 
Dwellersonthe South and North Sides have 
a much better appreciation of what nature 
has given them for a never-ending delight 
and study, yet even they but partially ap- 
preciate their advantages. To them the 
presence of the lake is so familiar that it 
has long ago ceased to excite any comment 
or attract particular attention. It is likea 
familiar friend to them, one that is thor- 
oughly known and greatly acceptable, but 
who does not in the least need entertaining. 
Often, indeed, this feeling of regard is so 
strong that people who have to move spend 
months of labor seeking another house 
which is not too far inland. Still, with all 
this regard for the old lake, the greater 
number of even the residents close to the 
shore do not see a tithe of the glories of 
the water. — | 
On the North Side, up in the region of 
Lincoln Park and especially along the Lake 
Shore drive, the beauties of Lake Michigan 
are at their best. The pale glow of a sunrise, 
the bright streaks of blue and green alter- 
nating in the cloud reflections of a midday, 
the glory of a sunset after a storm, and the 
infinite hush of a starlit night, or a moonrise 
in a calm, are treats which the dwellers of 
an inland city would travel hundreds of 
miles to see. They are ever on exhibition 


on the North Side 

The South Side, after the Illinois Central 
curvesitsextremely prosaictracks away from 
the beach at Fiftieth street, is also greatly 
blest in the way of natural canvases. The 
rolling waves on many a stretch of silver 
beach, the froth playing around the groups 
of old piling, in particular the reflection of 
the moonbeams on the water, are sights to 
be found in the southern section of town for 
the seeking. Perhaps it is some apprecia- 
tion of these beauties which has made the 
South Park Commissioners line the stone 
beach at Jackson Park with wooden bench- 
es, and perhaps it is a delight at seeing them 
which filled those same benches with hun- 
dreds of people every fine night last summer. 

But beautiful as the water undoubtedly 
is in a calm, after all to the real lover ofthe 
lake the highest thrill comes with the great 
storms. With lowering clouds which seem 
to touch the tops of the waves a short dis- 
tance from land, with the wind blowing 
with a violence which makes it hard work 
to keep tooting, and with the fine spray driv- 
ing in horizontal sheets of stinging wet— 
then is the lake worth attention indeed. 
Added to the ordinary love for it, at such 
times there comes an immense admiration 
and that finest touch of fear which makes 
a great regard. Lake Michigan in a storm 
is like a war horse in action. 

When the lake is fully stirred to its great- 
est efforts by a heavy northeaster, it does 
not need a trip to the suburbs to see the fin- 
est effects. The sea wall built to protect the 
Lake Shore drive, the piling along the north 
shore near the river, and the breakwaters 
along the I! Central's right of way are 
spots specially selected by the waves for 
their terrific assaults on the land. Particu- 
larly on the South Side, where impregnable

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lines of breakwaters stand in shallow water, 
is the battle well worth the watching. Line 
after line of the roaring surges charges the 
fortifications of the piling, only to be thrown 
back demolished. At each meeting the 
spray files thirty feet high, and the thud of 
the concussion shakes the ground for hun- 
Grecs of yards inland. It is a glorious en- 
gagement, with most unflinching valor and 
ati rmination displayed on both sides, and 
fought’ with a courage long enduring. 

Two of the principal places from which 
the action of the waves is most pronounced 
have been selected for pictorial reproduction 
by bboy SUNDAY TRIBUNE. At each locality 

int wave was photographed in the act of 
bre: akin over the bulwarks which opposed 
it. and the results give a good idea of the 
magnificence of Lake Michiganina storm. 

To take a photograph of breaking waves 
which will do anv kind of justice to the sub- 
most difficult task. Sunlight is the 
first requisite, owing to the speed with which 
the snap-shot must be secured. -To obtain 
the direct rays, together with a dark back 
ground of clouds, which will show off the 
white spray to advantage, requires a weather 
condition,.which only happens a few times a 
year. Then the necessity of getting a large 
wave breaking squarely in the center of the 
range of view of the camera introduces an- 
other varying quantity which is sure to fur- 
ther complicate the problem. When every- 
thing is just right and the plate is a success 
the resulting picture marks an epoch ina 
photographer's experience. 

The views of the two waves which are re- 
produced herewith are unusual triumphs of 
the picture- taking art. One of them was se- 
cured at the breakwater in front of Oakland 
station on the Illinois Central. The other 
shows the boarded breakwater at Sixteenth 
street, a spot where the highest waves along 
the water front are always to be found dur- 
ing the progress of a storm. Each of the 
photographs was the result of several hun- 


dred trials.
